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Like  the  history  of  the  peaceful  years  in  larger  communities, 
the  story  of  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Friend  Society  for 
1884  is  simple  and  soon  told.  The  children  were  never  in 
better  health  or  more  wisely  and  lovingly  trained.  From  the 
excellent  and  esteemed  matron  to  the  humblest  worker  in  the 
Home,  the  employees  are  laboring  faithfully  and  effectually, 
showing  an  intelligent  and  hearty  devotion  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Institution,  and  making  it  as  far  as  possible,  what 
is  the  desire  and  hope  of  the  Managers  to  see  it,  a real  home. 

It  is  many  years  since  the  family  was  as  large  as  it  is  at 
present,  and  the  accommodations  are  taxed  to  the  utmost.

It  has  been  a constant  source  of  gratification  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  Home  to  observe  the  happy,  healthy  tone  of 
the  children’s  life.  While  they  are  uniformly  orderly  and 
well-behaved,  there  is  no  more  appearance  of  repression  than 
in  any  well  regulated  family.  Happy,  contented  faces  meet 
one  all  over  the  house ; no  one  is  idle,  but  all  have  work 
suited  to  their  strength  and  capacity,  and  the  evident  affection 
and  good  will  between  the  children  and  those  in  charge  are 
delightful  to  see  and  most  favorable  to  the  best  developement 
of  the  young  people. 
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The  school  is  in  a prosperous  condition.  The  classes  make 
fair  progress,  and  the  work  of  the  teacher  is  lightened  and 
made  more  effective  by  the  introduction  of  a new  system  with 
the  smallest  pupils.  These  children  — too  old  for  the  nurse- 
ries— too  young  to  bear  patiently  the  necessary  restraints  of 
the  ordinary  school  routine  — have  always  formed  a puzzling 
class.  They  needed  constant  attention  and  this  the  teacher 
could  not  give  them  without  neglecting  the  older  classes,  to 
whom  her  instruction  was  of  still  more  importance.  This 
year  one  of  the  older  girls,  who  shows  much  tact  and  skill  in 
the  care  and  training  of  little  children,  has  devoted  several 
hours  daily  to  a sort  of  kindergarten  at  one  end  of  the  large 
school  room,  and  teacher  and  scholars  are  equally  happy  under 
the  arrangement. 

The  nurseries  have  been  full  and  flourishing,  and  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  good  that  is  accomplished  in  this  depart- 
ment ; while  the  fact  that  an  average  of  twenty-five  children, 
under  five  years  of  age,  have  been  perfectly  well  in  these 
rooms  for  almost  the  entire  year  is  sufficient  commentary 
upon  the  wisdom  of  their  treatment. 

The  character  of  the  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Home 
has  changed  greatly  in  the  last  twenty  years,  and  the  friends 
of  the  Society  sometimes  fail  to  recognize  the  class  it  benefits. 
Other  institutions  have  been  established  in  the  city,  to  which 
the  most  degraded  and  neglected  children  naturally  find  their 
way;  while  to  the  Children’s  Friend  Society  falls  the  pleas- 
ant work  of  helping  the  children  of  worthy  families,  whose 
poverty  and  misfortune  come  by  no  fault  of  their  own.  The 
proportion  of  this  class  in  the  Home  is  yearly  growing  larger. 

It  is  hard  for  any  one  who  has  not  experienced  it  to  under- 
stand the  deep  interest  awakened  among  the  Managers  by 
the  individual  cases  presented.  Strange,  sad  histories  are 
told  them,  often  of  bitter  and  undeserved  suffering,  which  is 
hopeless  of  relief. 

Fathers  who  stand  helpless  before  the  task  of  supporting 
and  training  their  little  motherless  children,  often  with  the 
added  burden  of  ill  health  and  ignorance, — mothers  whose 
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only  hope  of  earning  anything  is  in  separation  from  their 
babies,  and  who  beg  not  only  shelter  for  their  children,  but 
concealment  from  those  who  should  have  been  their  protect- 
ors,— older  brothers  and  sisters  left  with  the  care  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  little  ones  of  the  family, — these  all  come  to  the 
Home,  and  seldom  go  from  its  doors  without  help  and  advice. 
One  young  man,  less  than  twenty  years  of  age,  and  wholly 
dependent  upon  his  own  labor,  brought  to  the  Home  his  little 
orphan  nephew,  whose  support  he  had  voluntarily -assumed. 

Of  course  sympathy  is  sometimes  called  out  by  stories 
which  do  not  bear  investigation,  but  this  occurs  less  fre- 
quently than  might  be  supposed. 

The  case  of  one  little  girl  in  the  nursery  department  is  par- 
ticularly interesting.  Born  in  Constantinople,  of  Armenian 
parents,  her  mother  being  a graduate  of  the  Constantinople 
Home  School,  she  passed  her  first  two  years  under  Eastern 
skies.  Shortly  after  the  death  of  her  mother,  which  occurred 
when  the  baby  was  about  two  years  old,  her  father  came  to 
America  hoping  to  work  his  way  through  some  medical 
school,  and  brought  his  little  daughter  with  him,  that  she 
might  be  reared  as  her  mother  desired,  under  Christian  in- 
fluence. Most  discouraging  results  followed  his  efforts  to 
obtain  employment  and  a home  for  his  child,  and  it  was  with 
great  gratitude  and  relief  that  he  left  her  at  last  in  the  safety 
and  comfort  of  this  Home,  where  she  has  made  firm  friends, 
and  is  fast  becoming  a little  American  in  speech  and  habits. 
But  no  amount  of  American  surroundings  will  ever  deprive 
her  of  certain  foreign  looks  and  ways.  It  is  her  father’s  earnest 
hope  that  she  may  in  time  return  as  a teacher  to  her  native 
land. 

The  May  Day  Festival  was  more  successful  than  ever  before. 
The  contributions  of  fancy  articles  for  sale  have  increased  so 
greatly  that  the  few  modest  tables  in  the  Board  room  which 
held  them  three  years  ago  are  now  quite  insufficient,  and  this 
year,  to  the  great  relief  of  both  buyers  and  sellers,  the  chil- 
dren’s dining-room  was  used  for  a restaurant,  and  both  front 
rooms  on  the  entrance  floor  devoted  to  the  sale.  The  receipts 
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largely  exceeded  those  of  previous  years,  and  this  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  much  less  than  usual  was  contributed  in  money. 
The  children  appeared  well  in  the  school  room,  and  their 
simple  efforts  to  entertain  their  friends  with  singing,  reci- 
tions,  etc.,  were  received  with  flattering  appreciation. 

One  new  feature  of  the  day  was  the  table  devoted  entirely 
to  the  work  of  the  children.  In  the  course  of  the  year  gifts 
of  worsteds  and  other  materials  for  fancy  work  were  received, 
and,  under  the  patient  oversight  of  the  teacher,  these  were 
converted  into  very  pretty  and  useful  contributions  to  the  sale. 
The  children  proudly  presided  over  their  own  table,  with  the 
promise  that  the  receipts,  instead  of  being  absorbed  in  the 
general  fund,  should  be  devoted  to  the  school-room,  in  any 
way  they  pleased.  They  agreed  upon  the  purchase  of  some 
much  needed  maps  and  a globe.  This  useful  disposition  of 
their  little  fund  was  heartily  approved,  and  a much  more  in- 
.telligent  study  of  geography  is  sure  to  be  the  result. 

The  Christmas  tree,  which  is  now  anticipated  with  confi- 
dence as  an  annual  event,  was  most  generously  provided  with 
gifts  for  all  the  children,  as  well  as  for  the  older  members  of 
the  family,  and  was,  as  usual,  the  occasion  of  wild  enthusiasm 
and  delight. 

It  was  thought  best  this  season,  for  various  reasons,  to  dis- 
continue the  Summer  Home,  which  has  been  kept  open  at 
Milton  from  June  to  October  for  two  years.  The  Rutland 
Street  building  is  exceptionally  cool  for  a city  house,  and 
while  it  is  hard  to  see  the  nursery  children  confined  to  the 
small  quarters  which  are  all  that  can  be  spared  to  them,  it 
was  decided  to  be  inexpedient  to  attempt  their  removal  this 
year.  To  compensate  for  the  lack  of  the  Summer  Home,  a 
few  of  the  children  have  been  sent  to  board  or  visit  a week  or 
two  in  the  country,  and  various  excursions  away  from  the  city 
have  been  arranged.  The  expense  of  these  outings  has  been 
defrayed  by  special  contributions  from  individuals,  and  from 
the  Fresh  Air  Fund  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  and 
to  that  gentleman  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  their  success. 
He  not  only  personally  superintended  them,  but  by  his  in- 
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fluence  and  experience  reduced  the  expense  so  much  as  to 
greatly  increase  the  number  of  excursions  within  the  means 
of  the  Society.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  numerous  friends 
who  so  cheerfully  and  generously  responded  to  his  appeals  for 
help  in  this  direction. 

On  July  1st  fifty  of  the  family  spent  the  day  at  Nantasket 
Beach,  where  they  were  entertained  by  rides,  entrance  to  the 
skating  rink,  an  abundant  dinner  at  the  Centre  House,  and 
that  delight  so  dear  to  a childish  heart  — liberty  to  play  in 
the  sand.  Later  in  the  season  all  the  children  were  taken 
to  spend  several  happy  days  at  West  Roxbury  Park,  and  twice 
a part  of  the  family  were  generously  entertained  in  the  beauti- 
ful grounds  of  Wellesley  Hotel,  where  they  made  many  new 
friends  and  earned  hearty  praise  by  their  good  behavior  and 
neat  appearance. 

One  novel  entertainment,  planned  and  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Waldron,  deserves  special  note.  . It  consisted  of  a picnic  at 
Austin  Farms,  shared  by  the  inmates  of  that  institution  with 
quite  a company  of  children  from  the  Home.  The  pleasant 
grove  sheltered  a striking  group,  as  the  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  old  ladies,  each  in  her  comfortable  rocking-chair, 
sat  listening  with  such  keen  delight  to  song  after  song  in 
the  clear  childish  voices  ; and  it  is  hard  to  tell  who  enjoyed 
most  the  generous  dinner  spread  under  the  trees,  — the  chil- 
dren, their  aged  hostesses,  or  the  kind  friends  of  both  who 
had  prepared  the  feast  and  who  watched  it  melt  away  amid 
looks  and  sighs  of  satisfaction. 

This  fall  the  children  have  attended  the  Mechanics’  Fair, 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Quincy,  and  some  of  the 
older  ones  increased  their  stock  of  historical  information  in 
connection  with  a visit  to  Bunker  Hill. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Managers  are  deeply  indebted  to 
the  physicians,  Drs.  Walker  and  Holyoke,  for  their  readiness 
in  responding  to  all  calls  for  advice,  and  to  Mr.  C.  I.  Eaton 
for  gratuitously  supplying  all  the  necessary  medicines.  This 
acknowledgment,  repeated  year  after  year  might  seem  to  a 
stranger  almost  a matter  of  form,  but  with  every  year  the 
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hearty  gratitude  of  the  Managers  toward  these  gentlemen  is 
increased  and  strengthened.  The  Managers  and  older  friends 
of  the  institution  appreciate  more  fully,  perhaps,  than  the 
children  can  at  present,  their  great  obligation  to  Dr.  B.  B. 
Chandler  for  dental  work.  Any  one  who  has  had  the  over- 
sight of  one  little  set  of  teeth  during  that  critical  time  between 
the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  can  form  some  estimate  of  the 
value  and  importance  of  Dr.  Chandler’s  services,  when  they 
know  that  he  has  voluntarily  performed  all  the  necessary  den- 
tistry for  every  child  in  charge  of  the  Society  entirely  free 
of  cost. 

It  is  a matter  of  great  satisfaction  that  this  year  the  gener- 
ous bequest  of  85,000  has  been  realized  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Gardner  Colby,  Esq.,  and  in  grateful  recognition  of  its 
receipt  Mrs.  Gardner  Colby  and  her  two  daughters,  Mrs.  A. 
C.  Walworth  and  Mrs.  D.  R.  Wolfe,  have  been  made  life 
members  of  the  Society.  This  sum  has  been  added  to  the 
permanent  funds  of  the  Society. 

There  has  also  been  received  from  Rev.  John  Colby,  of  Fitz- 
william,  N.  H.,  a bequest  of  $15.00  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Cynthia  E.  Gowin. 

The  ordinary  wear  and  tear  in  a building  like  the  Home, 
with  a family  of  such  size,  is  more  than  can  be  easily  met 
every^  year,  unless  special  help  is  received  ; but  thanks  to  our 
good  friend,  Mr.  G.  H.  Quincy,  and  those  who  have  so  gener- 
ously responded  to  his  solicitations,  some  much  needed  repairs 
and  improvements  in  the  basement  of  the  building  and  else- 
where have  been  made  this  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  constitutional  amendment,  made  at 
the  last  annual  meeting,  providing  for  a larger  Board  of  Man- 
agers, three  new  members  were  elected  ; and  owing  to  this 
fact,  and  to  the  resignation  of  several  Managers  older  in  ser- 
vice, whose  places  have  also  been  filled,  the  Board  has  changed 
more  than  usual  in  so  short  a time.  Mrs.  Jonathan  A.  Lane, 
who  has  so  wisely  and  successfully  filled  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent for  ten  years,  has  felt  obliged  to  resign  from  that  posi- 
tion, but  has  happily  consented  to  remain  upon  the  Board  as 


Vice  President,  simply  exchanging  offices  with  Mrs.  Joshua 
Lincoln,  the  present  President. 

The  work  of  this  year  has  been  most  encouraging,  and  the 
Managers  look  forward  with  much  hope,  and  with  firm  trust 
in  the  friends  who  have  given  their  support  in  the  past,  be- 
lieving that  their  generous  gifts  and  helpful  sympathy  will 
not  fail  in  the  years  to  come.  It  is  to  them  — its  generous 
supporters  — that  the  Children’s  Friend  Society  owes  its 
strength  and  power;  and  it  lies  with  them,  and  not  with 
the  officers,  who  are  simply  stewards,  to  decide  whether 
in  the  future  the  work  shall  be  increased  and  broadened  until 
the  little  children  sheltered  and  saved  are  counted  by  hun- 
dreds instead  of  by  scores.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “ Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and  ed- 
ucation of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  boarders, 
till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member;  children  and 
youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  consti- 
tute life-membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  Twelve  Advisers,  and  also 
a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different  de- 
nominations of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on 
the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  ii  A.  M.,  at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
'duty  — or,  in  her  absence, of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills  and 
accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  surrend- 
ers, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children 
received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe;  and 
to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts, 
approved  by  the  President,  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
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meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors' 
books  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys 
so  collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel,  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a list  of  officers,  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  per- 
son to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A Committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  to  visit  the  Institution  one  or  more  times  every  week; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child  ; and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  No- 
vember, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  Officers  chosen,  and 
such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Advisers,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual  Meeting.  They  shall  advise  with 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  Deeds,  Bonds,  Stocks,  or  other  evidences  of 
property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  thereof,  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  Annual  Meeting.

During  the  year  that  is  passing,  the  officers  of  this  Society 
have  twice  been  reminded  that  the  work  and  duties  which 
are  theirs  to  do  must  be  done  quickly. 

There  is  a sad  vacancy  among  the  Advisers,  — that  of  Mr. 
Lansing  MilTis,  who  last  year,  it  may  be  remembered,  held 
the  position  of  Chairman  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  gen- 
erously made  up  the  deficiencies  in  the  treasury,  which  was 
only  one  of  his  many  good  deeds  to  the  Home.  Although 
he  served  the  Society  but  a short  time,  his  name  will  long 
be  remembered. 

The  Board  of  Managers  have  experienced  great  sorrow  in 
the  removal  of  Miss  Isabel  D.  Snow,  for  two  years  Secre- 
tary of  this  Society,  and  from  childhood  interested  and 
actively  engaged  in  the  work  here,  always  having  under  her 
charge  at  least  one  of  the  children  to  clothe  and  interest. 
Her  name  was  a loved  household  word,  and  much  was  wil- 
lingly undertaken  to  receive  a word  of  commendation  from 
“ Miss  Issy.”  Her  love  to  God  was  not  alone  in  words,  but 
in  deeds,  many  and  quiet.  The  loving  work  she  intended  to 
do  she  did  faithfully,  and  was  early  called  to  a higher,  nobler 
trust.  Yet  still  in  the  service  of  the  same  loving  Master, 
we  believe  her  working  in  the  same  gentle,  quiet  spirit,  being 
perfected  and  promoted  up  and  into  the  very  presence  of 
the  Father.  We  do  sorrow  that  we  shall  see  her  face  no 
more,  but  her  memory  will  be  like  a benediction  among  us 
who  are  still  bearing  the  burden,  and  will  inspire  to  pure 
and  modest  deeds,  and  incite  us  to  exalt  and  beautify  our 
own  lives.  Almost  her  final  earthly  work  was  preparing  the 
last  Report  of  this  Society ; before  it  was  distributed,  she 
had  awakened  “in  newness  of  life.”

REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society,  on 
its  fifty-second  anniversary,  wish,  in  accordance  with  their 
usual  custom,  to  give  to  their  friends  and  to  the  public  an 
account  of  their  stewardship. 

The  life  within  this  Home  from  day  to  day  and  from  year  to 
year  is  practically  unvarying  and  uneventful,  at  least  as  far  as 
important  changes  are  concerned.  Its  experiences  and  rou- 
tine are  very  similar  to  those  of  private  families,  and  offer 
very  little  or  nothing  to  record  that  is  not  perfectly  familiar 
to  every  one,  and  that  has  not  been  written  over  and  over 
again.  A retrospection,  however,  at  this  time  brings  to  us 
the  painful  realization  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  in 
which  the  peaceful  and  happy  flow  of  events  has  been  dis- 
turbed by  affliction  and  sorrow,  occasioned  by  the  removal 
from  our  midst  of  two  beloved  co-workers. 

Besides  this  cause,  which  has  made  the  year  an  eventful 
one,  it  is  notable,  also,  for  the  change  in  the  rules  of  the 
Home  in  regard  to  receiving  boys. 

It  had  been  found  for  some  time  that  the  building  was  not 
large  enough  for  the  demands  upon  it,  and  it  became  neces- 
sary to  limit  strictly  the  number  of  inmates. 

Now  every  Manager  loves  the  boys  quite  as  well  as  the 
girls ; it  was,  therefore,  sorrowfully  and  reluctantly  that  the 
final  vote  was  taken  that  no  more  boys  could  be  admitted. 
When  those  who  are  still  with  us  leave,  no  more  will  be 
received;  in  future  it  will  be  a home  for  girls  only. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  those  friends  who  so  kindly 
and  liberally  helped  the  Managers  in  preparing  for  the  May- 
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day  Festival.  Notwithstanding  the  day  was  unfortunately 
stormy,  it  proved  the  most  successful,  financially,  that  we 
have  ever  had.  As  each  year  the  knowledge  of,  and  interest 
in,  this  Home  increases,  the  Managers  are  enabled  to  add 
by  these  means  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  the  spirit  of  charity  among  some 
children  in  fortunate  circumstances  and  comfortable  homes. 
One  table  prepared  by  some  young  girls  and  their  friends 
returned  seventy-eight  dollars  as  a result  of  the  day’s  sale. 

Hotels  and  individuals  who  were  called  upon  contributed 
most  generously  ice-cream  and  provisions  of  all  kinds,  so  that 
the  dining-room,  transformed  for  the  day  into  a restaurant, 
added  much  to  the  comfort  of  visitors,  and  the  committee  in 
charge  were  thereby  enabled  to  furnish  everything  the  best 
of  its  kind  and  still  to  make  it  a source  of  income. 

Each  season  brings  something  in  the  way  of  repairs  and 
remodeling.  The  Home  has  been  built  thirty-seven  years, 
and  has  had  a severe  test  of  its  powers  of  endurance.  It  has 
in  all  cases  proved  entirely  satisfactory,  and  reflects  credit  on 
the  honesty  of  its  builders ; but  like  all  temporary  affairs,  time 
and  different  conditions  bring  need  of  changes.  The  past 
summer  has  forced  upon  us  many  and  varied,  but  unquestion- 
ably needed  improvements.  Every  Manager  now  takes  the 
satisfaction  of  an  individual  housekeeper  in  the  thought  that 
all  is  safe,  sweet  and  clean,  from  the  plumbing  to  the  white- 
washing. We  most  cordially  invite  an  inspection  of  the 
Home,  assured  that,  like  the  Board  of  Health,  visitors  will 
“see  nothing  with  which  to  find  fault.” 

The  summer  has  been  a pleasant  one  for  the  children  at 
the  Home.  Although  they  do  not  go  to  the  country  for  the 
season,  they  have  enjoyed  so  much  the  more  the  excursions 
planned  for  them,  which  their  school-teacher  thus  very  hap- 
pily describes : “ The  summer  excursions  began  with  two 
trips  to  Lake  Walden,  in  connection  with  the  Sunday-schools 
of  the  Warren  Avenue  and  Clarendon  Street  Churches.  The 
children  were  invited  to  the  picnics  by  their  good  friend, 
Mr.  George  H.  Quincy.  They  were  very  happy  with  the 
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swings,  tilts,  etc.,  and  all  had  the  plea  3 oi'  a ride  around 
the  lake.  They  had  kind  attention  from  bdtii  societies,  and 
came  home  happy  and  satisfied. 

“ Rev.  Mr.  Waldron  has  given  the  entire  household  several 
excursions  to  Roxbury  Park.  All  the  days  were  full  of  hap- 
piness for  the  little  ones. 

“The  20th  of  July  was  unusual  in  its  pleasure.  The  whole 
family,  even  the  babies,  had  a part  in  the  enjoyment.  The 
party  left  the  cars  at  Seaver  street,  where  they  were  met  by 
barges  and  carriages.  The  carriage  containing  the  ten  babies, 
with  their  happy  little  faces  peeping  out  of  their  white  bon- 
nets, was  indeed  worthy  of  the  attention  it  received. 

“ One  of  the  little  ones  less  than  three  years  of  age,  while 
returning  in  the  cars,  began  to  sing,  ‘Jesus  loves  me.’  She 
was  so  tired  with  the  unusual  excitement  and  happiness  that 
the  sleepy  eyelids  closed  and  the  song  was  unfinished.  On 
reaching  Rutland  street  the  wee  lady  was  awakened,  and  as 
she  was  lifted  from  the  cars  the  happy  little  voice  went  on 
with  the  singing,  ‘Yes,  Jesus  loves  me’ ; not  a note  was  lost. 

“The  visit  to  Austin  F'arms  is  deserving  of  mention.  Those 
who  witnessed  the  assembly  of  old  ladies  who  welcomed  the 
little  flock  will  long  remember  the  interested  faces  and  the 
many  questions  and  the  earnest  ‘ God  bless  you  ’ which  came 
from  so  many  lips. 

“ Through  the  kindness  of  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron,  September 
3d  was  spent  at  Nantasket  Beach.  It  was  a happy  day  for 
them  all,  and  they  enjoyed  all  the  pastimes  children  find 
there,  — digging  in  the  sand,  riding  on  the  ‘ horses  ’ and  in 
the  swings.  After  dinner  at  the  Centre  House,  a long  ride 
on  the  Jerusalem  road  added  to  the  wonderful  experience  of 
the  day.  One  of  the  girls  exclaimed  in  a tone  of  deep  regret, 

‘ It  was  a beautiful  ride,  was  it  not ; but  we  did  not  see  Jeru- 
salem ! ’ 

“ The  summer  pleasures  are  over,  and  the  girls  have  begun 
the  year’s  work  in  the  school-room  with  courage.  The  out- 
look for  the  school  is  full  of  hope.  Kind  friends  have  pre- 
sented some  books  of  reference ; these,  with  the  needed 
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supply  of  t xt- bought  from  the  proceeds  of  the  chil- 
dren’s sale  at  .he  May-day  festival,  have  made  it  possible  to 
accomplish  more  and  better  work  than  ever  before. 

“ The  girls  are  willing  and  obedient,  and  the  progress  is 
sure,  if  not  rapid.  There  are  many  interruptions  foreign  to 
public  schools,  still  the  work  has  been  blessed  abundantly  and 
crowned  with  success  greater  than  we  have  asked  or  thought.” 

Mr.  E.  G.  Loomis  provided  a home  for  two  children  for  a 
week  in  the  country. 

The  Managers  of  the  Fresh-Air  Fund  from  the  Christian 
Union  have  shown  much  kindness. 

Mrs.  Shaw,  of  Dorchester,  has  during  the  summer  sent 
flowers.  Her  daughter,  when  living,  was  one  of  the  honored 
Managers  of  this  Society. 

The  ladies  of  the  Christian  Temperance  Union  have 
brought  bouquets  every  Saturday,  which  the  children  have 
greatly  enjoyed,  and  at  the  close  of  the  season  each  child  was 
presented  with  a potted  plant. 

Deacon  S.  G.  Wilkins  has  for  many  years  given  an  hour 
every  Monday  in  the  school-room  in  religious  instruction.  The 
seed  sown  so  untiringly  and  faithfully  cannot  fail  to  bring 
forth  abundantly. 

Some  of  the  older  girls  who  have  shown  a desire  to  know 
something  of  music  have  been  gratified  ; and  in  one  instance, 
for  more  than  two  years  a young  lady  has  kindly  offered  her 
services  to  teach,  and  another  has,  during  the  past  six  months, 
been  teaching  one  of  the  school-girls  ; so,  thanks  to  these 
kind  friends,  pleasure  has  been  given,  and  we  trust  the  result 
will  prove  satisfactory. 

It  has  often  been  remarked  that  the  children  of  the  Home 
dressed  too  much,  and  there  has  been  much  criticism ; but  the 
fact  is,  that  the  friends  of  the  Society  have  sent  such  gener- 
ous donations  of  half-worn  and  out-grown  clothing  that  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  buy  material  for  any  of  the  children 
whom  the  Society  clothe  — except  in  one  instance  — for  more 
than  two  years.  And  in  regard  to  hats,  one  dealer  this  sum- 
mer sent  fifty-eight,  and  another,  several  with  trimmings. 
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This  will  explain  the  seeming  extravagance,  and  give  us  the 
opportunity  to  renew  our  thanks  to  these  friends  and  solicit  a 
continuance  of  the  kindness,  without  which  it  would  be  a seri- 
ous question  to  meet  the  constant  demand. 

By  the  books  of  the  Home  it  is  shown  that  twenty-eight 
children  have  been  admitted  and  twenty-seven  dismissed; 
present  number  of  inmates  seventy. 

For  a family  of  so  many  children  as  this,  of  all  ages,  from 
babies  upward,  their  uninterrupted  good  health  has  been 
remarkable,  and  is  a cause  for  gratitude.  For  this  very  satis- 
factory condition  of  health  and  for  the  perfectly  comfortable, 
contented  and  happy  appearance  of  the  children,  we  feel  in  no 
small  degree  indebted  to  our  Matron,  and  Teacher,  and  their 
assistants. 

In  closing,  we  entreat  urgently  your  thoughtful  considera- 
tion of  the  work  that  is  being  achieved,  which  we  have 
endeavored,  in  a very  limited  way,  to  present  in  this  report. 
Children  that  come  within  the  care  of  this  Society  are,  as  you 
have  seen,  reared  with  anxious  solicitude,  with  the  object  of 
fitting  them  for  lives  of  independence  and  usefulness.  Upon 
reaching  the  prescribed  age  they  are  placed  in  good  homes 
where  protection  is  guaranteed  by  their  surroundings,  as  well 
as  by  the  teachings  instilled  during  their  stay  at  the  Home, 
against  the  temptations  that  abound  and  seem  to  augment 
with  the  ever-increasing  growth  of  our  city. 

In  the  discharge  of  this  sacred  trust  many  expenses  are  of 
necessity  incurred,  to  meet  which  we  have  to  rely  largely 
upon  voluntary  gifts.  The  income  from  our  invested  fund 
being  comparatively  small  and  entirely  inadequate,  we  are 
almost  wholly  dependent  upon  the  benevolent,  and  ask  earn- 
estly all  those  who  have  the  future  lives  of  these  little  ones  at 
heart  — and  who  has  not  — for  a generous  response  to  this 
appeal.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “ Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society.” 

Art,  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and  ed- 
ucation of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  boarders, 
till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; children  and 
youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  consti- 
tute life-membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  Twelve  Advisers,  and  also 
a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different  de- 
nominations of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on 
the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  ii  A.  M.,  at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills  and 
accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  surrend- 
ers, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership ; to  keep  a list  of  all  children 
received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and 
to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts, 
approved  by  the  President,  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
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books  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys 
so  collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel,  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a list  of  officers,  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  per- 
son to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A Committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  to  visit  the  Institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child  ; and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  No- 
vember, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  Officers  chosen,  and 
such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Advisers,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual  Meeting.  They  shall  advise  with 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  Deeds,  Bonds,  Stocks,  or  other  evidences  of 
property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  thereof,  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  Annual  Meeting.

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REPORT. 


At  the  last  annual  meeting  many  friends  of  this  Society 
were  grieved  to  learn  that  the  Managers,  after  thoughtfully 
considering  the  subject,  had  decided  to  limit  their  care  in  the 
future  to  girls,  since  the  accommodations  at  the  Home  on 
Rutland  Street  were  not  adapted  to  both  boys  and  girls,  and 
girls  have'  always  formed  the  large  majority  there.  By  reason 
of  this  decision,  no  more  boys  would  be  admitted  and  in  a few 
years  those  already  in  the  Home  having  reached  the  age  at 
which  homes  outside  had  heretofore  been  found,  would,  in 
their  turn,  leave  the  care  of  the  Society  and  its  Home  would 
become  a Girls’  Hom.e. 

Doubtless  many  remember  the  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney’s  earnest 
appeal  for  the  boys,  and  the  interest  he  took  in  the  one  boy 
pre.sent  from  the  Home  that  afternoon.  From  this  time, 
members  and  friends  of  the  Society  considered  with  added 
earnestness,  the  best  means  of  providing  for  friendless  boys  ; 
and  a meeting,  resulting  from  this  thought,  was  held  at  the 
Home  in  January,  at  which  the  Board  of  Advisers  earnestly 
requested  the  Managers  to  reconsider  their  vote.  At  this 
time,  one  of  the  best  friends  of  the  Home  said  that  he  had 
already  arranged  for  a concert  for  the  boys’  benefit,  to  take 
place  in  February;  at  the  same  meeting  a committee  of  five 
was  appointed  to  collect  money  for  the  care  of  boys,  and  sev- 
eral plans  for  their  accommodation  were  suggested.  With  an 
efficient  committee  to  raise  money,  and  with  plans  already 
made  for  a successful  concert  for  the  §arne  purpose,  the  Man- 
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agers  declared  themselves  willing  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
further  the  interests  of  boys  coming  to  them  for  care,  but  it 
was  clearly  understood  by  all  present,  that  the  Rutland  Street 
Home  could  accommodate  no  more  boys,  unless  some  unfail- 
ing provision  were  made  for  their  removal  to  another  Home 
when  they  should  reach  the  age  of  five  ; and  it  was  accord- 
ingly decided  to  raise  money  enough  for  a new  Home,  to  be 
under  the  management  of  the  same  Society. 

On  the  sixteenth  of  February,  the  concert,  at  which  the 
Longwood  Minstrels  generously  gave  their  services,  took 
place  and  was  of  course  a great  success,  realizing  sixteen 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  The  movement 
thus  encouragingly  begun,  was  pushed  forward  so  rapidly  by 
the  very  earnest  committee,  including  as  its  most  untiring 
worker  the  friend  to  whose  efforts  the  concert  was  due ; and 
by  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the  various  churches  interested  in 
the  Society,  that,  by  the  middle  of  April,  sixteen  thousand 
dollars  were  raised,  and  soon  after  the  pleasant  Home  at 
Dedham,  with  its  eight  acres  of  land,  was  purchased  for  less 
than  the  sum  collected.  Donations  for  furnishing  the  house 
were  requested,  and  the  response  was  so  prompt  and  liberal, 
that  early  in  June  the  Home  was  ready  for  occupancy,  and  on 
the  eleventh  of  the  month  its  dedication  took  place,  the  exer- 
cises consisting  of  prayer,  Scripture  reading,  addresses  by 
several  clergymen,  the  reading,  by  the  Rev.  S.  F.  Smith,  of  a 
hymn  which  he  had  written  for  the  occasion,  singing  by  the 
Longwood  Minstrels,  and  an  address  by  the  President  of  the 
Society.  These  services  were  held  in  a large  tent  in  front  of 
the  house ; afterward  a collation,  provided  by  one  of  the 
Society,  was  served  there,  and  from  that  time  until  the  close 
of  the  pleasant  afternoon,  bringing  with  it  the  train  for  home, 
the  many  people  present  thoroughly  inspected  the  house, 
decorated  with  flowers  by  the  ladies  of  the  town,  and  showed 
by  their  smiling  faces,  if  in  no  other  way,  their  satisfaction  in 
it  and  its  surroundings. 

The  services  of  an  excellent  Matron  were  already  secured 
and  twelve  boys  were  admitted  at  once,  the  limit,  for  a short 
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time,  being  fixed  at  fifteen ; since  that  time  it  has  been  raised 
and  the  Home  now  contains  twenty-one  boys.  Its  sunny 
beginning  seems  to  have  been  prophetic  of  its  first  few 
months,  for  the  children  have  passed  this  time  happily  and 
generally  in  excellent  health.  If  they  did  not  already  feel 
identified  with  the  town  before  its  recent  celebration,  all 
doubts  must  have  vanished  since  they  have  helped  to  cele- 
brate its  great  antiquity  by  taking  part  in  that  day’s  pro- 
cession. 

Before  the  close  of  June,  the  boys  were  invited  by  the  Rev. 
A.  M.  Backus,  rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church  at  Dedham,  to 
attend  that  church  regularly,  its  officers  having  voted  to  set 
apart  seats  which  the  boys  were  asked  to  occupy,  free  of 
expense.  The  cordial  invitation  was  gratefully  accepted. 

Johnnie  Cooper,  the  one  boy  present  at  the  meeting  last 
November,  became  so  lonely  at  the  Home  on  Rutland  Street, 
since  he  declined  to  play  with  the  girls  of  his  own  age  and 
found  the  babies  his  only  playmates,  that  it  was  decided,  as 
the  new  home  might  not  be  ready  for  a long  time,  to  place 
him  at  the  Farm  School,  where  he  was  admitted  in  February, 
and  of  which  he  continues  to  be  a very  satisfactory  member. 

The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Meredith, 
at  the  Union  Church,  early  in  December,  the  children  con- 
tributing to  the  seiwices  by  songs  and  recitations  of  Scripture. 

To  the  list  of  life  members  the  names  of  Mrs.  F.  A.  Foster 
and  of  J.  C.  Lane,  Esq.,  have  been,  added  the  past  year.  The 
Society  has  recently  sustained  a great  loss  in  the  resignations 
of  Mrs.  C.  D.  Gould  and  Mrs.  Wm.  L.  Libby,  whose  services 
as  Managers  have  been  of  great  value  to  the  Home. 

At  the  Rutland  Street  Home  the  year  has  been  a prosper- 
ous and  happy  one,  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  gen- 
erally good,  and  the  few  cases  of  illness  have  yielded  quickly 
to  the  skillful  and  devoted  care  which  the  children  have  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  Holyoke,  and  from  the  Matron  and  her 
assistants  whose  interest  for  their  well-being  is  inexhaustible. 
In  addition  to  the  valuable  services  which  Dr.  Holyoke  has 
given,  not  only  this  year  but  also  for  the  previous  eight  years, 
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Dr.  Walker  has  given  his  services  as  consulting  physician, 
Dr.  F.  L.  Jack  has  kindly  taken  care  of  the  eyes  and  ears, 
while  Dr.  Chandler  has  given  his  dental  services.  The  Mana- 
gers deeply  appreciate  the  kindness  of  these  gentlemen. 

Both  boys  and  girls  are  received  at  this  Home,  the  boys  to 
remain  until  the  age  of  five,  when  they  are  to  be  placed  in  the 
Home  at  Dedham.  At  present  the  family  here  numbers 
sixty-nine ; forty-six  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  and 
twenty-eight  dismissed. 

The  May  Day  Festival  was  even  more  successful  than  in 
former  years,  and  the  Managers  are  greatly  indebted  to  the 
many  friends  of  the  Home  whose  donations  at  that  time 
added  so  much  to  its  comfort.  The  table,  in  the  hall  near 
the  school  room,  containing  the  children’s  work  and  being 
under  their  charge,  was  not  neglected,  though  so  far  away 
from  the  other  tables,  its  patrons  doing  for  it  almost  as  much 
as  the  children  could  have  desired,  namely,  buying  almost 
every  article  it  contained.  The  proceeds  belonged  to  the 
children  and,  as  before,  were  wisely  used. 

The  sunny  school  room  is  a pleasant  place  to  visit,  and  is 
even  more  attractive  this  fall  than  before,  with  its  new  kinder- 
garten department  for  the  larger  nursery  children,  who  are 
patiently  taught  by  a young  girl  brought  up  in  the  Home. 
During  the  past  year  an  experienced  teacher  has  given  her 
the  practical  kindergarten  training,  and  not  stopping  with 
this,  having  taken  a great  interest  in  this  new  department  at 
the  Home,  she  has  given  it  much  valuable  kindergarten  mate- 
rial, which,  in  addition  to  the  outfit  bought  with  the  money 
from  the  children’s  May 'Day  table,  enables  this  new  branch 
of  the  school  to  begin  its  work  most  satisfactorily. 

Deacon  Wilkins  has  held  a prayer  meeting  once  a week  in 
the  school  room  the  past  year,  as  he  had  already  done  for 
more  than  thirty  years.  The  cordial  greetings  which  all,  even 
the  youngest  children  give  him  whenever  he  visits  the  Home, 
show  how  strong  and  beautiful  an  influence  he  has  over  them. 
On  the  occasion  of  his  golden  wedding  last  November,  the 
children  showed  their  love  and  their  appreciation  of  his  kindly 


service  to  them,  by  the  gift  of  a basket  of  golden  asters  to 
Mrs.  Wilkins  and  himself,  which  brought  a loving  response 
from  their  friend. 

Every  week  during  the  summer  the  members  of  the  Society 
of  Christian  Endeavor,  of  Dr.  Packard’s  church,  as  well  as 
ladies  from  one  of  the  flower  missions,  have  brought  flowers 
to  the  Home.  A little  boy  who  accompanied  his  mother  on 
one  of  these  visits,  said  to  her  sometime  afterward,  “ Mamma, 
when  you  and  papa  die,  I shall  go  to  my  drawer,  take  my 
clothes,  pack  them  in  a bundle,  and  go  down  to  the  Rutland 
Street  Home,  and  tell  them  I want  to  come  there  and  live, 
because  my  mamma  used  to  carry  flowers  there.”  Many  of 
the  plants  given  the  children  a year  ago,  after  brightening  the 
school  room  through  the  cold  months  and  being  freshened  in 
the  yard  last  summer,  are  again  in  the  school  room  in  good 
condition. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron  has  given  the  children  several 
pleasant  excursions,  taking  them  to  Nantasket,  July  seventh, 
to  Franklin  Park,  July  nineteenth,  to  Austin  Farm  on  the 
twenty-ninth  of  the  same  month,  and  to  Nantasket  again  on 
the  twenty-seventh  of  August.  The  last  day  of  summer  fifty 
of  the  children,  through  Mr.  Waldron’s  kind  planning,  spent 
at  Centennial  Grove,  Essex,  with  one  of  the  Essex  Sabbath 
Schools.  Mr.  Waldron  has  also,  by  means  of  the  “Fresh  Air 
Fund,”  given  a number  of  car  tickets,  which  have  added  to 
the  summer’s  pleasure. 

In  closing  their  report  of  this  year,  so  important  in  the 
Society’s  history,  bringing  as  it  has  greater  responsibility,  as 
well  as  greater  opportunity  to  help  friendless  children,  the 
Managers  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  friends  whose 
substantial  help  has  made  the  Boys’  Home  a possibility,  to  all 
whose  donations  have  helped  to  make  the  two  Homes  com- 
fortable, as  well  as  to  all  who  have,  in  any  way,  contributed  to 
the  children’s  happiness  or  improvement. 

In  other  years  it  has  been  customary  to  remind  all  inter- 
ested in  this  cause,  that  the  Society  is  very  dependent  for  its 
success  upon  contributions  of  money,  as  well  as  upon  dona- 
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tions  of  all  other  things  needed  to  make  a home  comfortable, 
and  this  year  those  interested  in  the  Society’s  efforts  for  the 
well  being  of  friendless  boys  and  girls,  are  very  earnestly 
asked  to  feel  this  request  with  twice  its  usual  force  and,  if 
possible,  to  respond  in  the  same  proportion.

BOYS’  HOME. 


The  Committee  on  the  Boys’  Home  in  Dedham  have 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  to  the  public  also,  so 
fully  in  regard  to  this  enterprise,  that  it  would  be  unnecces- 
sary  to  do  it  again,  were  not  this  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society,  into  which  should  enter, 
for  publication,  a statement  of  the  facts  in  regard  to  this 
substantial  addition  to  the  property  and  work  of  the  Society, 
and  the  names  of  those  who  contributed  to  the  successful 
result.  We  shall,  however,  be  brief. 

For  many  years  the  Managers  of  the  Children’s  Home  on 
Rutland  Street  have  been  greatly  troubled  to  provide  for 
boys  who  had  reached  the  age  at  which  some  other  provision 
for  them  was  imperative.  For  girls  there  were  always  appli- 
cations from  good  homes  ; for  boys  of  an  early  age  there  were 
few.  That  good  old  Boston  institution,  the  Farm  School, 
was  available  to  a limited  extent,  as  well  as  that  newer  and 
equally  promising  charity,  the  Liversedge  Home,  Dorchester, 
in  both  of  which  we  are  represented  by  boys,  and  to  the  Man- 
agers of  both  we  are  under  equal  obligations  for  doing  all 
they  could  to  relieve  us  in  this  respect.  It  still  remained, 
however,  that  we  must  either  discriminate  against  receiving 
boys,  or  expect  them  to  go  from  our  Home  to  those  Municipal 
and  State  institutions  which  receive  so  many  poor  and 
neglected  boys  — The  Marcella  Street  Home,  Boston,  and 
The  State  Primary  School,  Monson.  In  this  exigency,  one  of 
the  friends  of  the  Society,  in  its  Board  of  Advisers,  thought 
it  wise  we  should  have  a Boys’  Home,  separate  and  distinct 
from  that  on  Rutland  Street,  but  under  the  same  corporate 


management,  and  he  proceeded  quietly  to  organize  a plan  by 
which  to  call  public  attention  to  this  need,  and  raise  the 
money  to  supply  it.  We  need  hardly  remind  any  one  present 
that  it  is  to  those  well-known  amateurs,  the  “ Longwood  Min- 
strels,” we  are  indebted  for  that  first  impetus  which  carried 
through  the  plan  of  our  wise  and  earnest  friend.  These 
young  men,  from  our  best  social  and  business  circles,  were, 
some  of  them,  friends  of  the  Society ; and  as  they  had 
already  employed  their  musical  and  dramatic  skill  in  the  ser- 
vice of  a good  cause,  it  was  quite  natural  they  should,  when 
the  facts  became  known  to  them,  lend  a hand  in  this  effort 
*‘to  save  the  boys.” 

The  result  was  an  entertainment,  to  a very  large  audience, 
in  Tremont  Temple,  in  the  month  of  February  last,  which 
itself  realized  the  sum  of  1,638,  and,  with  a telegram 
received  that  evening  from  a friend  in  Tidioute,  Penn.,  that 
he  would  be  good  for  the  first  or  last  five  hundred  dollars, 
together  made  a sum  so  large  that,  with  the  good  feeling  and 
enthusiasm  also  aroused  in  behalf  of  the  object,  success 
seemed  to  be  already  assured.  And  so  it  was.  For,  in  about 
three  months  thereafter,  the  subscriptions  taken  for  this 
object  had  amounted  to  nearly  $16,000,  and  your  Committee 
were  prepared,  after  careful  examination  of  various  estates  in 
Boston  and  vicinity,  to  buy  the  property  in  Dedham  already 
known  to  many  of  you  by  personal  observation.  It  was 
bought,  as  the  Treasurer’s  Report  shows,  for  $13,000,  and 
in  the  month  of  June  last  dedicated,  on  which  occasion  its 
pleasant  grounds  and  commodious  building  were  seen  and 
approved  by  many  old  friends  of  the  Boston  Home.  Among 
those  present  were  not  a few  of  the  good  men  and  women 
of  this  ancient  town,  with  the  pastors  of  the  churches,  who 
gave  us  and  our  work  a welcome  and  Godspeed.  In  the  work 
of  fitting  up  the  new  Home,  these  new  friends  in  Dedham 
have  been  of  substantial  service  to  the  ladies  to  whom  this 
arduous  task  was  committed,  and  the  published  report  of 
these  proceedings*  will  contain  not  only  the  subscriptions  first 
referred  to,  but  also  a statement  of  all  donors  and  their  gifts 
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towards  furnishing  the  large  and  comfortable  mansion  house 
on  the  estate.  These  gifts  amounted  in  money  to  $839,  and, 
together  with  articles  contributed,  were  sufficient  to  equip,  in 
a home-like  way,  all  but  the  large  drawing-room.  This,  how- 
ever, during  the  summer,  served  an  admirable  purpose,  as  a 
temporary  nursery  for  the  “ babies  ” from  Rutland  Street,  of 
whom  ten  were  transported  to  Dedham,  with  all  their  cribs 
and  belongings,  and  to  whom  this  change  to  sweet  country 
air  was  most  salutary.  The  experiment  was  so  satisfactory 
that  it  may  be  repeated.  There  are  now  twenty  boys  in  this 
new  home.  We  purpose  to  add  beds  for  ten  more  — thirty  in 
all  — enough  for  the  limitations  of  this  one  roof.  Under  the 
excellent  superintendence  of  Mrs.  Benedict  and  her  son,  the 
whole  object  and  purpose  of  this  charity  is  being  successfully 
accomplished. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  stated,  this  is  not  a reformatory 
institution,  but  a Home  for  good  and  obedient  boys.  If,  after 
fair  trial,  any  boy  received  into  it  fails  to  profit  by  its  kind 
discipline  and  wholesome  requirements,  he  will  not  be  retained, 
but  give  place  to  others  who  will. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer’s  Report  that  there  is  a 
balance  due  the  Boys’  Home  of  say  $1,438.90.  It  is  not 
desirable  that  this  balance  should  be  used  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Society,  but  retained  as  a building  fund,  in 
contemplation  at  no  distant  date  of  some  requirement  in  this 
direction.  As  our  boys  advance  in  years,  it  may  be  a wise 
thing  to  start  them  in  the  line  of  som.e  useful  industry,  and  a 
modest  building  for  that  purpose  would  be  needed.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “ Boston  Children’s 
P'riend  Society.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and  ed- 
ucation of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  boarders, 
till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; children  and 
youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  consti- 
tute life-membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  Twelve  Advisers,  and  also 
a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different  de- 
nominations of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on 
the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  ii  A.  M.,  at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills  and 
accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society ; to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  surrend- 
ers, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership ; to  keep  a list  of  all  children 
received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and 
to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts, 
approved  by  the  President,  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
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books  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys 
so  collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  Aanual 
Meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel,  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a list  of  officers,  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  per- 
son to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A Committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  to  visit  the  Institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board.  • 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child  ; and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  aw'ait  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  No- 
vember, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  Officers  chosen,  and 
such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Advisers,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual  Meeting.  They  shall  advise  with 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  Deeds,  Bonds,  Stocks,  or  other  evidences  of 
property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  thereof,  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  Annual  Meeting  .

REPORT. 


The  two  Homes  have  seen  the  year  pass  with  few  changes. 

The  general  health  has  been  good,  except  at  the  Rutland- 
Street  Home  during  the  summer,  when  there  were  many 
cases  of  illness,  but  all  yielded  quickly  to  the  good  care  which 
the  patients  received. 

The  following  figures  show  the  whole  number  at  present  in 
each  Home,  also  the  admissions  and  dismissals  during  the 
year : — 

Whole  number  at  the  Rutland-Street  Home,  69 


Admitted  during  the  year,  . . . . 38 

Dismissed  during  the  year,  ....  43 

Whole  number  at  the  Boys’  Home,  . . 30 

Admitted  during  the  year,  ....  26 

Dismissed  during  the  year,  . . . 17 


Six  children,  previously  dismissed,  have  returned  to  the 
former  Home,  and  one  child  to  the  Home  at  Dedham. 

The  Rutland-Street  Home  has  seen  great  changes  in  its 
corps  of  officers  during  the  year.  In  May,  Miss  Perkins 
resigned.  She  had  served  very  faithfully  and  acceptably  as 
Matron  for  the  past  four  years,  and  the  Manager,  with  the 
deepest  regret,  accepted  her  resignation,  which  took  effect 
July  1st.  Her  interest  in  and  sympathy  for  the  children  were 
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very  great,  and  her  desire  to  do  the  best  she  could  for  every 
child,  whether  under  her  care  for  a long  or  short  time,  gave 
every  one  full  confidence  in  her.  The  Manager  looks  back 
with  much  gratitude  upon  her  efficient  and  loving  service. 

An  amusing  story  is  told  of  the  last  Christmas  at  this 
Home.  One  of  the  children  had  received  a toy,  which  was 
soon  broken.  Its  owner  carried  it  with  great  confidence  to 
the  Matron  asking  her  to  mend  it,  but  unfortunately  she  could 
not  do  it,  whereupon  another  child  sagely  remarked,  “ Well, 
if  she  can’t  do  it  it  can’t  be  done,  unless  God,  or  Mr.  Piper 
(the  carpenter)  can.” 

Fortunately  for  the  children,  Miss  Clara  Perkins,  whose 
services  as  teacher  for  several  years  have  been  thoroughly 
acceptable,  consented  to  take  her  sister’s  place  and  the  Home 
life  has  moved  on  smoothly  and  pleasantly.  The  new  teacher, 
appointed  to  take  Miss  Perkins’  place,  began  her  work  in 
September,  while  during  the  summer  the  children  were  taught 
by  a young  girl  educated  at  the  Home. 

The  Boys’  Home  at  Dedham  has  proved  to  be  all  that  its 
friends  expected,  and  under  the  wise  management  of  its 
Matron  and  her  assistant  is  a model  Home.  Such  it  must 
seem  to  the  boys  who  come  to  it  from  poor  lodgings,  where 
they  have  suffered  for  want  of  sufficient  food  and  clothing, 
and  have  had  to  see  others  suffer  in  the  same  way.  They 
cannot  fail  to  place  the  Longwood  Minstrels,  whose  efforts  last 
winter  in  their  behalf  were  thoroughly  successful,  among  their 
most  devoted  and  helpful  friends. 

During  the  year  one  boy  showed  his  appreciation  of  this 
Home  by  voluntarily  offering  the  small  sum  which,  as  choir 
boy,  he  earned  every  month,  when  he  found  that  his  mother 
could  no  longer  pay  for  his  board  at  the  Home.  He  was 
allowed  to  have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  he  could  do 
something  toward  his  own  support. 

At  the  Rutland-Street  Home,  the  May  Day  festival  sur- 
passed those  of  former  years  in  its  results,  a fact  which  shows 
how  steadily  this  festival  is  growing  in  popular  • favor.  A 
stranger  visiting  the  pleasant  house  at  any  time  during  that 
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day,  and  watching  the  happy  children  in  their  school-room, 
and  the  smaller  children  in  the  nursery,  with  the  many  friends 
who  had  come  to  see  them,  must  have  been  impressed  very 
pleasantly  by  the  Home.  At  one  time,  the  nursery  children, 
left  alone  for  a little  time,  and  hearing  the  singing  in  the 
upper  room  where  the  older  children  were  entertaining  their 
guests,  came  towards  the  hall  door  ; one  little  fellow  placed 
his  small  chair  near  the  threshold,  two  or  three  children 
placed  themselves  near  him,  and  they  then  tried  to  sing  and 
in  their  small  way  to  rival  the  exercises  up  stairs,  evidently 
hoping  to  draw  immediate  notice  to  themselves.  They  were 
not  without  visitors  much  of  the  time,  but  found  it  difficult  to 
live  without  them  a moment.  Among  their  most  devoted 
friends  was  the  kind  man  who  gave  his  whole  day  to  the  care 
of  the  door  and  the  direction  of  guests ; whenever  he  could  be 
spared  from  his  post  in  the  hall  it  was  safe  to  look  first  for 
him  in  the  nursery,  where  he  could  often  be  found  with  the 
children  about  him. 

At  this  festival  two  new  names,  those  of  Mrs.  C.  P.  Adams 
and  Mrs.  Albert  Gay  were  added  to  the  list  of  life  members, 
and  the  net  receipts  from  the  sale  amounted  to  more  than 
seventeen  hundred  dollars. 

The  first  Christmas  at  Dedham  was  both  delightful  and 
rather  unusual  in  its  length.  It  began  some  days  before 
Christmas,  when  eight  sleds  were  received  from  a Boston 
lady ; afterwards  the  boys  were  included  in  the  celebration  at 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  where  all  were  pleasantly  remembered  ; 
then  a lady  entertained  her  Sunday  School  class,  consisting 
of  eight  or  ten  of  the  boys,  at  her  home  ; and,  finally,  came 
the  celebration  at  the  Home  itself,  where  there  was  a Christ- 
mas tree  containing  gifts  of  clothing,  toys,  books,  candy,  etc. 
This  celebration  took  place  on  the  evening  of  December  30th; 
many  friends  of  the  Home  were  present,  among  them  about 
fifty  townspeople,  and  some  friends  from  Boston,  including 
the  Longwood  Minstrels  who  delighted  all  present  with  their 
songs.*  The  boys  themselves  sang  and  recited,  their  chief 
exercise  being  a cantata,  consisting  of  queries  about  Christmas 
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and  Santa  Claus,  during  which  Santa  Claus  himself  appeared 
and  distributed  his  gifts  to  the  apparently  sleeping  children, 
who  suddenly  seemed  to  awake  from  their  sleep  ; then  they 
besieged  their  benefactor  with  questions  about  himself  and 
his  home.  Afterwards  he  sang  for  them,  and,  at  his  request, 
they  sang  for  him.  The  cantata  was  arranged  for  the  boys 
by  a lady  whose  interest  in  them  has  led  her  to  interest  many 
others  in  them  and  their  home.  Other  ladies  arranged  the 
programme  which  made  the  evening  a very  pleasant  one.  A 
collation  was  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the  town. 

In  November  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Lane  gave  the  boys  a 
party,  and  in  January  Mrs.  Hewins  gave  them  a magic- 
lantern  entertainment ; while  Mrs.  Gay  and  Mrs.  Sawyer 
helped  the  girls  to  celebrate  Washington’s  Birthday. 

In  April  it  was  decided  to  send  some  of  the  boys  at 
Dedham  to  another  Church,  thereby  interesting  another 
society  in  them.  Accordingly  a part  were  sent  to  the  Con- 
gational  Church,  in  whose  Sunday  School  they  are  taught  by 
one  of  the  ladies  on  the  local  committee  for  the  Home,  while 
the  rest  remain  at  St.  Paul’s  Church,  three  of  the  number 
being  in  its  choir.  The  rector  and  people  of  this  Church 
have  shown  their  interest  in  this  new  Home  in  many  kind 
and  helpful  ways. 

During  the  summer,  each  Home  has  enjoyed  several  excur- 
sions. The  children  at  Rutland-Street  went  with  Dr.  A.  J. 
Gordon’s  Sabbath  School  to  Shawsheen  River  Grove  ; they 
have  also  been  twice  to  Franklin  Park,  and  once  to  Nantasket 
Beach.  Through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron  they  have  received 
numerous  horse-car  tickets  and  a carriage  drive  has  been 
furnished  six  times  for  the  invalids.  Early  in  the  summer,  a 
large  part  of  the  yard  near  the  house  was  covered  with  a 
board  flooring,  and  this  part  was  shut  off  from  the  street  by  a 
high  board  fence,  so  that  the  smallest  children  could  spend 
much  of  the  hot  weather  out  doors,  undisturbed  and  unno- 
ticed by  the  passers  by. 

As  the  boys  live  in  the  country,  excursions  are  not  so 
necessary  for  them  as  for  the  children  in  the  city  Home,  but 


they,  too,  have  had  their  turn  and  have  reason  to  remember 
very  pleasantly  the  kindness  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Endicott,  of  Ded- 
ham, who  sent  them  to  Nantasket  one  day  under  Mr. 
Waldron’s  care. 

As  it  seemed  necessary  to  employ  the  boys  a portion  of 
each  day  during  the  summer  vacation,  Mr.  Benedict,  the 
Assistant  Superintendent,  has  had  a little  school  at  the  Home 
for  some  weeks. 

The  Quincy  Club  of  Dedham,  consisting  of  nine  young 
girls,  was  formed  this  year  for  the  purpose  of  working  for  the 
Boys’  Home.  Aided  by  the  Local  Committee  they  planned 
a fair  which  took  place  at  the  Home  one  afternoon  and  even- 
ing late  in  September  and  proved  a decided  success;  the 
money  received  was  invested  and  is  to  be  used  in  furnishing 
some  part  of  a new  building  to  be  erected  near  the  Home 
building. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  the  large  garden  at  the 
Dedham  Home  has  furnished,  this  summer,  almost  all  the 
vegetables  needed  by  the  family  there. 

The  Managers  feel  very  grateful  to  Drs.  Holyoke,  Walker, 
and  Jack,  for  their  services  to  the  Rutland-Street  Home,  and 
to  Drs.  Babcock  and  Chase  for  similar  services  to  the  boys ; 
also,  to  the  dentists,  Dr.  Rogers,  of  Boston,  and  Dr.  Bradley, 
of  Dedham,  for  their  services  to  the  respective  Homes.  They 
remember  with  gratitude  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Chandler,  the 
dentist,  whose  interest  in  the  Home  on  Rutland  Street 
induced  him  to  give  his  services  to  the  children  for  several 
years  until,  during  the  last  year,  he  has  moved  away  from 
that  part  of  the  City.  They  also  wish  to  ackowledge  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Charles  I.  Eaton  who,  until  this  fall,  has  for 
fifteen  years  contributed  the  medicine  needed  at  the  city 
Home.  Mr.  Murdock  has  also  given  medicine  to  the  same 
Home,  and  its  children  have  enjoyed  the  drives  which  he  has 
given  them. 

Deacon  Wilkins  has  met  the  children  at  this  Home  one 
afternoon  every  week  for  prayer  and  Bible  study:  a loving 
service  which  has  its  own  reward. 
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The  concert,  given  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Fenderson  and  their 
friends  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rutland-Street  Home,  made 
possible  some  comforts  which  had  for  a long  time  seemed 
desirable,  and  is  warmly  acknowledged  by  the  Managers  ; 
they  also  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  Mr.  Thomas  Hall  and 
Mr.  G.  H.  Quincy  for  their  gift  of  a magic  lantern  to  the 
Boys’  Home ; the  ladies  and  Sunday  School  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church  in  Dedham  for  their  generous  Lenten  contribution  to 
the  same ; and  the  friend  who  has  had  sewing  done  for  the 
Rutland-Street  Home  during  the  summer.  The  valuable 
services  of  the  press  during  the  year  are  also  acknowledged 
with  many  thanks;  especial  thanks  are  due  the  editor  of  the 
Dedham  Standard  for  extending  in  that  town  the  knowledge 
of  the  new  Home,  its  aims,  and  needs. 

All  persons  interested  in  aiding  poor  and  unfortunate 
children  know  the  importance  of  the  work  which  this  report 
has  simply  hinted  at,  and  they  can  see  in  how  many  ways  the 
work  can  be  enlarged  and  made  increasingly  useful : from  them 
a continued  and  practical  interest  is  asked  and  expected. 
Homes  like  these  can  never  have  too  much  help,  as  the  poor 
children  of  our  city,  for  our  own  good  as  well  as  their  own, 
can  never  have  too  good  care. 

Those  still  uninterested  are  most  earnestly  invited  to 
visit  these  two  Homes,  to  see  them  often,  to  study  their  aims, 
to  interest  not  themselves  only,  but  others  also  in  this  work, 
which  seems  very  important  to  those  in  charge  of  it,  and  thus 
by  their  sympathy  and  practical  support  to  make  the  work 
grow  in  all  directions,  so  that  while  the  children,  who  come  to 
this  society  for  care,  are  under  its  control,  they  may  receive 
such  a lasting  impression  that  they  may  grow  up  good  and 
useful  men  and  women. 

At  present,  the  chief  need  felt  is  that  of  an  industrial 
department  for  the  Boys’  Home.  Already,  a fund  is  being 
raised  for  this  purpose  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  many 
months  the  boys  may  enjoy  its  training. 

In  closing,  the  Managers  wish  to  thank  all  the  friends,  who, 
during  the  year,  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  happiness 
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and  well-being  of  the  children,  and  to  ask,  at  the  same  time, 
their  continued,  loving,  and  prayerful,  interest  in  the  year  just 
beginning.

Dear  Sir : — We  beg  to  report  that  as  the  result  of  the  entertainment 
given  by  the  Longwood  Minstrels,  in  February  last,  together  with  subscrip- 
tions made  at  the  time,  per  statement  herewith  and  interest  earned  — we 
hold  the  sum  of  $2,000  safely  invested,  for  which  we  hold  ourselves  respon- 
sible. The  precise  method  of  its  use  to  be  determined  later,  by  the  associa- 
tion of  young  gentlemen  who  have  done  so  much  for  our  Society.  We

CONSTITUTION 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “ Boston  Children’s; 
Friend  Society.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and 
education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member;  children  and 
youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  consti- 
tute life-membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  Twelve  Advisers,  and  also 
a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different 
denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on 
the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  ii  a.  m.,  at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills 
and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  sur- 
renders, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership ; to  keep  a list  of  all 
children  received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  pre- 
scribe; and  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The 
Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the. 
Board.  It  shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 
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Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts, 
approved  by  the  President,  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
books  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys  so 
collected  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel,  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a list  of  officers,  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  person 
to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A Committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  to  visit  the  Institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in'the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  Officers  chosen,  and 
such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Advisers,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual  meeting.  They  shall  advise  with 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  Deeds,  Bonds,  Stocks,  or  other  evidences  of 
property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  thereof,  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

REPORT. 


At  the  end  of  another  twelve  months,  all  interested  friends 
may  look  with  satisfaction  at  the  Rutland  Street  and  Dedham 
Homes,  whose  able  matrons  have  carried  the  two  establish- 
ments smoothly  and  successfully  through  the  year. 

The  most  distinct  idea  of  the  Society’s  work  may  be  had  by 
considering  separately  the  work  of  each  Home.  Looking  at 
the  original,  or  Rutland  Street  Home,  where  all  the  girls  live; 
and  the  boys  received  under  five  years  of  age,  remain  until 
old  enough  to  enter  the  Home  at  Dedham,  we  find  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  just  ended  : —

Admissions  during  the  year,  . . . . . . 31 

24  Girls.  7 Boys. 

Dismissions  during  the  year,  . . . . . . 41 

34  Girls.  7 Boys. 

Six  girls  have  been  readmitted  during  the  year,  five  surren- 
dered to  the  Society,  and  one  has  been  adopted. 

Of  the  thirty-four  girls  dismissed,  two  were  of  age,  and 
suitable  occupations  were  found  for  them  when  the  Society’s 
care  ceased.  Of  the  other  children  dismissed,  thirty-three 
went  to  parents,  while  six  were  placed  in  temporary  homes, 
the  Society  being  still  responsible  for  them. 

During  the  late  winter  and  early  spring,  scarlet  fever 
appeared  in  this  Home,  causing,  in  the  beginning,  much  un- 
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easiness;  the  first  two  cases  were  removed  to  the  City  Hos- 
pital and  everything  was  done  to  prevent  additional  illness, 
but,  as  all  the  children  in  the  house  had  been  exposed  to  the 
disease,  it  was  impossible  to  prevent  its  spread,  and  one  after 
another  yielded,  until  ten  children  were  ill ; — very  few  cases, 
when  we  remember  that  there  were  more  than  sixty  children 
in  the  Home  at  the  time.  This  small  number  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  whenever  a new  case  appeared,  the  sufferer  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  hospital  department  of  the  house, 
and  there  cared  for  by  a competent  nurse  who  carefully  fol- 
lowed Dr.  Holyoke’s  directions  ; while  no  communication 
between  that  room  and  the  children  in  the  main  house  was 
allowed.  Thanks  to  good  care,  the  cases  were  light,  and  none 
of  the  unpleasant  after-effects  of  scarlet  fever  have  appeared. 
As  in  many  previous  years.  Dr.  Holyoke’s  services  were  freely 
given,  and  the  Managers  are  very  grateful  for  his  kind  and 
thoroughly  successful  service,  at  this  time,  as  well  as  for  his 
care  of  the  children  during  the  whole  year. 

As  they  were  recovering,  and  while  still  separated  from 
their  companions  in  the  main  building,  the  children  naturally 
craved  amusement,  and  anything,  especially  new  and  rare,  was 
a great  boon.  It  so  happened  that  two  little  sisters  from  a 
neighboring  town  had  visited  the  Home  at  the  Christmas 
celebration  more  than  a year  before,  and  one  of  them,  who 
had  saved  her  money  to  buy  a large  doll  which  she  had 
dressed  in  long  clothes,  presented  it  at  that  time  to  the  chil- 
dren, for  whom  she  had  bought  it.  Such  a rare  doll  must  be 
kept  carefully  for  special  occasions  ; the  matron  put  it  away, 
until  the  best  time  should  come  for  the  children  to  play  with 
it,  and  it  was  ready  for  the  amusement  of  the  convalescents,  and 
sharing  the  honors  with  a Mikado  doll,  also  a Christmas  gift ; 
after  the  last  case  of  fever,  it  passed  through  a season  of 
fumigation. 

As  the  time  approached  to  make  final  plans  for  the  May 
Festival,  the  Managers  became  quite  hopeful  that  nothing 
would  prevent  their  holding  it,  as  usual,  at  the  Rutland  Street 
Home ; but,  just  as  they  were  almost  sure  that  it  would  be 
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safe  to  open  the  house  to  the  public,  the  last  case  of  fever 
appeared,  and  decided  the  question.  The  vestry  of  Shawmut 
Church  was  immediately  secured,  and  as  the  children  from 
this  Home  could  not  be  present  for  their  usual  exercises, 
several  of  the  Longwood  Minstrels,  the  Tremont  Club,  and 
the  boys  from  Dedham,  assisted  by  some  friends  from  that 
town,  gave  their  services  in  the  afternoon  and  evening.  The 
day  proved  very  successful  in  spite  of  threatening  weather ; 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  to  which  were  added  those  of  two 
previous  entertainments,  proved  a generous  addition  to  the 
treasury.  Of  these  entertainments,  one  was  given  in  Berkeley 
Hall,  under  the  direction  of  ladies  at  the  Clarendon  Hotel ; 
at  this,  the  artists  gave  their  services,  and  the  boys  from  the 
Dedham  Home  also  took  part ; while  Miss  Post  kindly  gave 
the  use  of  the  hall.  The  second  was  a pretty  parlor  entertain- 
ment given  by  the  Shawmut  Social  Union,  a society  of  the 
young  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Shawmut  Church. 

During  the  summer,  numerous  horse-car  tickets  were  re- 
ceived for  the  children’s  use ; all  the  older  children,  a few  at 
a time,  spent  a day  either  at  Nantasket  or  Downer’s  Landing  ; 
several  children  made  short  visits  in  the  country,  those  hav- 
ing brothers  there  making  visits  at  the  Dedham  Home ; and 
one  little  girl,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  E.  G.  Loomis,  was 
allowed  to  spend  six  weeks  in  the  country ; in  that  time  she 
proved  so  satisfactory  that  the  people  with  whom  she  was 
staying  decided  to  keep  her  with  them  through  the  winter. 
The  babies  were  comfortably  domiciled  from  the  last  of  July 
to  the  early  part  of  October  at  the  Dedham  Home. 

Through  the  year.  Dr.  Fenderson  has  done  all  the  needed 
dentistry,  charging  only  for  materials  used,  and  Dr.  Jack  has 
freely  cared  for  those  needing  his  services.  The  Managers 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  these  gentlemen. 

One  afternoon  in  every  week.  Deacon  Wilkins  has  held  a 
service  of  prayer  and  Bible  study  with  the  children,  as  he  has 
done  for  many  years. 

A children’s  club  in  Dorchester  called  the  Pansy  Club  has 
given  five  dollars,  made  from  a sale  of  holders,  for  the  Home 
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kindergarten  ; the  Primary  department  of  the  Sabbath  School 
of  Immanuel  Church,  Roxbury,  has  also  contributed  the 
same  amount  for  the  same  object,  and  the  social  interests  of 
the  Home  have  not  been  overlooked,  for  a little  friend  on  his 
fifth  birthday  a short  time  ago,  contributed  fifty  cents  to  give 
the  babies  a party. 

At  Dedham  the  boys  have  passed  a pleasant  year,  in  excel- 
lent health.

Of  those  dismissed,  ten  returned  to  parents,  while  one 
went  to  a temporary  home. 

Improvements,  designed  to  make  the  general  wo-rk  easier, 
have  been  made  in  the  house,  and  the  stable  has  been  altered, 
having  now,  on  its  first  floor,  a store-room  for  fruit  and  vege- 
tables, while  on  the  second  floor  there  is  now  a room  used  as 
a play-room,  except  in  the  summer  vacation,  when  it  may  be 
used  for  the  school ; a second  room  on  this  floor  contains 
benches  and  tools  for  the  much  desired  industrial  training ; 
here  the  boys  have  already  done  some  work,  while  at  intervals 
during  the  summer,  they  have  had  recitations  in  the  new 
school-room,  the  town  loaning  desks.  During  the  school  year 
they  have  regularly  attended  the  public  school. 

Drs.  Babcock  and  Chase,  of  Dedham,  have  been  ready,  as 
in  other  years,  to  care  for  the  boys  in  case  of  illness  ; and  the 
Managers  thankfully  acknowledge  their  kindness. 

On  Thanksgiving  day,  those  boys  having  sisters  in  the 
City  Home,  dined  with  them.  The  Christmas  celebration 
at  the  Dedham  Home,  as  at  the  Rutland  Street,  was  made  as 
homelike  as  possible.  The  boys  were  also  included  in  the 
Christmas  exercises  of  the  Congregational  and  Episcopal 


Churches  of  the  town,  and  a few  days  after  Christmas  they 
gave  the  Sleigh-ride  Symphony,  and  a recitation  in  which 
Mrs.  L.  A.  W.  Fowler  had  trained  them,  as  their  contribution 
to  a church  entertainment  at  East  Dedham. 

The  third  annual  concert  of  the  Longwood  Minstrels  was 
given  in  Music  Hall  two  successive  evenings  in  January,  to 
audiences  who  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  entertaining  and  finely 
performed  programme,  and  appreciated  the  kindness  shown 
by  these  gentlemen  in  devoting  much  time,  thought  and 
money  to  help  the  boys  at  Dedham.  As  in  the  two  previous 
years,  a generous  sum  was  the  result  of  these  concerts. 

In  May,  twenty  boys  visited  the  Soldiers’  Home  in  Chelsea 
and  gave  the  veterans  a concert,  concluding  with  a series  of 
war  songs  given  to  the  accompaniment  of  piano,  cornet,  drum 
and  triangle.  Asked  to  join  with  the  boys  in  these  songs, 
the  soldiers  said  it  was  a greater  pleasure  to  them  to  listen 
to  their  young  friends.  After  their  concert  the  boys  were 
taken  over  the  building,  going  finally  to  the  dining-room, 
where  they  found  a lunch  awaiting  them. 

A year  ago  last  June,  a lawn  party  was  planned  at  the 
annual  festivity  for  this  Home,  but  scarlet  fever  in  the  house 
prevented  its  fulfilment.  This  year  the  plan  was  carried  out, 
and  at  the  same  time  there  was  a sale  of  fancy  articles  in  the 
house,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Quincy  Club."^  The  whole 
entertainment,  considering  the  newness  of  the  undertaking, 
realized  a very  satisfactory  sum. 

This  summer,  Mr.  H.  B.  Endicott  of  Dedham  added  to  his 
kindness  of  last  year  by  giving  all  the  boys  a day  at  Nan- 
tasket  ; the  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  gave  tickets  also  for  Nan- 
tasket ; and  Mr.  E.  G.  Loomis  sent  one  boy  to  New  Hampshire 
for  several  weeks.

Its  own  orchard  and  garden  have  supplied  the  Home  with 
fruit  and  vegetables  through  the  summer,  and  the  Rutland 
Street  Home  has  received  contributions  from  the  same. 

In  August,  this  Home  was  visited  by  the  New  England 
Women’s  Press  Association,  whose  members  were  greatly 
interested  in  the  boys  and  their  surroundings,  as  well  as  in 
their  performance  of  the  Sleigh-ride  Symphony. 

In  September,  Mr.  C.  M.  Benedict,  assistant-superintendent 
of  the  Home,  sent  in  his  resignation,  which  was  accepted. 

Both  homes  received  papers  and  cards  at  Easter  time  from 
the  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron. 

As  the  Society  enters  upon  a new  year,  its  managers 
acknowledge  with  hearty  thanks  the  kind  assistance  of  friends 
during  the  past  year,  and,  desiring  that  those  interested  in 
this  work  may  become  its  real  friends,  they  cordially  invite 
all  who  can  to  visit  the  two  homes  and  to  see  for  themselves 
what  is  done  for  those  children,  in  our  City,  who  could  other- 
wise receive  little  care  or  guidance.  They  ask  those  friends, 
who  realize  what  the  Society  has  already  done,  and  in  the 
coming  year  can  do,  with  additional  help,  to  consider  the  Plan 
presented  herewith*  by  a committee  of  Advisers  and  Man- 
agers, and  to  help  the  officers  in  that  way  if  they  will,  or  in 
any  other  way,  to  make  these  Homes  more  and  more  useful.

CONSTITUTION 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care  and 
education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; children  and 
youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  consti- 
tute life-membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  pow’er  to  appoint 
collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  Twelve  or  more  Advisers, 
and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the 
different  denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on 
the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  ii  A.  m.,  at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills 
and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society ; to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  sur- 
renders, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership  ; to  keep  a list  of  all 
children  received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  pre- 
scribe ; and  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The 
Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board.  It  shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 
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Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts, 
approved  by  the-President,  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys  so 
collected  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel,  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a list  of  officers,  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  person 
to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A Committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  to  visit  the  Institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child  ; and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admittted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  Officers  chosen,  and 
such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Advisers,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual  meeting.  They  shall  advise  with 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  Deeds,  Bonds,  Stocks,  or  other  evidences  of 
property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  thereof,  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  Annual  Meeting.

REPORT. 


Almost  fifty-six  years  ago,  in  December,  1833,  this  Society 
was  organized.  Mrs.  Burns,  a lady  greatly  interested,  began 
the  work  by  caring  for  two  neglected  children  at  her  home, 
in  the  early  fall  of  that  year,  and  when  the  Society  was  fully 
organized  she  continued  as  before,  until,  with  three  little  girls, 
she  began  the  more  formal  work  in  a house  on  Sheafe  Street, 
which  was  loaned  the  Society  for  three  months.  Thus  the 
work  commenced  : it  has  increased  as  its  means  permitted 
substantial  growth,  its  supporters  desiring  to  have  it  estab- 
lished on  so  sure  a foundation,  that  its  steady  growth  might 
be  assured. 

At  the  close  of  this  fifty-sixth  year,  the  two  Homes,  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  one  children,  are  in  a flourishing 
condition,  as  they  have  been  through  the  entire  year. 

At  the  Rutland  St.  Home,  the  whole  number  at  present  is  72

The  boys  in  this  Home  attend  the  public  school,  six  of 
them  having  reached  the  master’s  room  this  year,  to  the  great 
delight  of  their  friends. 

Two  boys  and  the  same  number  of  girls  have  been  sur- 
rendered to  the  Society,  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

The  chief  occasions  of  interest  for  the  Rutland  Street  Home 
have  been  the  Christmas  Celebration  ; the  May  Day  Festival, 
held  again,  this  year,  in  the  Home ; the  vacation  at  Goodwill 
Farm,  and  the  day  spent  at  Nantasket,  through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Asa  P.  Potter.  The  day  of  the  Christmas 
Celebration,  although  rainy  and  dismal,  out  of  doors,  was  a 
happy  time  in  the  school-room  where  the  children  with  their 
parents  and  friends  enjoyed  the  tree  and  its  gifts ; two 
children  had  sent  a gift  and  a bag  of  candy  for  every  child  ; 
there  were  many  other  gifts,  and  the  children  collectively, 
rejoiced  in  a large  doll’s  house,  given  by  a young  lady  who 
had  treasured  it  from  her  childhood,  finally  giving  it  to  the 
children  in  perfect  order  and  completely  equipped,  even  to  a 
little  figure  of  Santa  Claus  on  the  roof. 

The  day  at  Nantasket  in  July,  is  one  of  very  happy  mem- 
ory. The  children,  with  the  matron  and  some  of  the  Mana- 
gers, on  reaching  the  wharf  at  Nantasket,  found  a barge  in 
waiting  to  take  the  children  and  others  so  inclined  to  the 
beach,  while  the  rest  of  the  party  drove  to  Mr.  Potter’s  house, 
at  once.  At  the  shore,  the  children,  provided  with  shovels 
and  pails,  had  a thoroughly  good  time  in  the  sand,  after  which 
they  drove  to  the  house  where  they  equally  enjoyed  a bounti- 
ful dinner,  and  spent  the  rest  of  the  afternoon  in  looking 
about  the  place.  Everything  was  arranged  for  the  comfort 
and  enjoyment  of  the  guests  in  going  to  and  returning  from, 
as  well  as  while  at  Nantasket,  and  the  children  and  Society 
look  upon  this  as  one  of  their  Red  Letter  Days. 

The  May  Day  Festival  would  have  been  a happy  occasion, 
but  for  the  serious  illness  at  that  time  of  Mrs.  E.  E.  Poole, 
one  of  its  most  earnest  and  efficient  supporters. 

The  vacation  at  East  Fairfield,  Maine,  was  brought  about 
through  the  Boys’  Home,  and  was  participated  in  by  the  two 
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Homes.  A Baptist  clergyman,  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinckley,  whose 
home  is  in  Maine,  visited  the  boys  at  Dedham  last  spring.  He 
was  planning  to  start  a Home  for  Boys  at  the  time.  After 
buying  a farm  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres,  for  this 
purpose,  which  he  named  “Goodwill  Farm,”  he  sent  a most 
cordial  invitation  to  the  Managers  to  send  some  children 
there  for  the  summer,  desiring  to  keep  the  boys  sent  as  a 
nucleus  for  his  new  Home.  The  generous  invitation  was 
accepted  for  twelve  girls  and  three  boys,  two  young  women 
who  had  been  reared  in  the  Home,  going  with  them  to  take 
care  of  the  children,  while  the  matron  of  the  city  Home  went 
with  the  party  to  see  it  comfortably  started  in  its  new  quar- 
ters. Passes  each  way  were  provided  on  the  roads  by  Mr.  G. 
C.  Lord  of  the  Boston  & Maine  railroad,  and  Payson  Tucker, 
Esq.,  of  Portland,  and  the  trains  going  and  returning  were 
stopped  in  front  of  the  cottage  for  the  greater  convenience 
of  the  travellers.  The  children  found  there  a beautiful  tent 
sent  them  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Quincy  of  Boston.  As  the  house 
and  furniture  were  provided  by  Mr.  Hinckley,  while  the  entire 
supplies  were  bountifully  provided  by  the  people  of  Fairfield 
and  vicinity,  through  the  efforts  of  Rev.  N.  D.  Curtis  and 
family,  the  expense  to  the  Society,  of  this  outing  of  six 
weeks,  was  very  trifling.  Several  of  the  smaller  girls  were 
taken  into  private  homes  in  hMirfield,  while  the  little  colony 
was  at  Goodwill  cottage ; of  these  children,  one  was  seriously 
ill  at  the  house  of  the  Rev.  N.  D.  Curtis  : she  received  every 
attention  from  these  new  friends,  as  well  as  from  the  doctor 
who  visited  her,  the  latter  sending  in  a receipted  bill  when 
his  little  patient  no  longer  needed  his  services.  With  this 
one  exception,  the  children  were  greatly  benefited  in  health, 
by  the  change  of  air  and  scene. 

Mr.  Endicott  of  Dedham,  gave  the  boys  of  the  Home  a 
day’s  pleasure  at  Nantasket  this  summer,  as  he  has  done  the 
past  two  years.  All  the  older  children  at  the  city  Home 
who  neither  went  to  East  Fairfield,  nor  to  visit  friends  in  the 
country,  had  another  day  at  Nantasket,  through  the  agency 
of  the  Rev,  D.  W.  Waldron,  who  likewise  has  provided  sev- 
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eral  carriage  drives,  and  horse-car  rides  for  the  children 
during  the  summer,  and  has  distributed  cards  in  each  Home 
at  Christmas  as  well  as  at  Easter  time. 

The  babies  were  at  the  Dedham  Home  from  the  early  part 
of  July  to  the  middle  of  September,  when  they  returned  to 
the  Rutland  Street  Home. 

Deacon  Wilkins  has  met  the  children  at  the  city  Home 
once  a week,  as  usual,  for  the  study  of  the  Bible ; while  the 
Rev.  J.  B.  Seabury  of  Dedham,  pastor  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  has  met  the  boys  once  a fortnight  for  the  same 
purpose. 

Miss  Lovejoy,  a lady  interested  in  the  latter  Home,  spent 
two  summer  months  there,  teaching  the  boys  in  the  summer 
school  and  helping  them  in  their  industrial  work.  A lady  of 
Dedham  has  given  one  of  the  boys  lessons  on  the  violin  the 
past  year. 

The  Longwood  Minstrels  have  again  given  a concert  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Boys’  Home,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  as 
a nucleus  for  a special  fund,  or  for  building.  At  this  concert 
two  boys  from  the  Home  sang. 

In  June,  the  Quincy  Club,  of  Dedham,  held  a sale  at  the 
Home  for  its  benefit,  followed  by  an  entertainment  in  the 
evening. 

While  some  friends  arrange  for  pleasant  summer  excur- 
sions, and  others  to  extend  a knowledge  of  the  two  Homes, 
still  others  interest  themselves  in  the  children’s  reading. 
The  Rutland  Street  Home  receives  from  Dr.  Holyoke  the 
“Wide  Awake,”  “Little  Men  and  Women,”  and  “Baby- 
land.”  Mrs.  Krebs  provides  “St.  Nicholas”;  and  a friend 
sends  “The  Youth’s  Companion.”  The  Boy’s  Home  receives 
“The  Watchman  ” from  Dr.  Olmstead  ; the  “ Youth’s  Com- 
panion ” from  Mr.  D.  S.  Ford;  “The  Watchword”  from 
Rev.  A.  J.  Gordon ; and  “ The  Beacon  ” from  its  pub- 
lisher. 

As  in  other  years,  Drs.  Holyoke,  Walker,  Jack  and  Fen- 
derson,  in  town,  and  Drs.  Babcock  and  Chase,  of  Dedham, 
have  been  ready  to  respond  to  all  calls  for  their  services. 
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During  the  year,  several  one  hundred  dollar  subscriptions* 
have  been  received  ; this  system  of  giving  brings  the  contri- 
butors into  closer  sympathy  with  the  life  of  the  Homes  than 
the  ordinary  general  subscription,  as  every  family  or  indi- 
vidual so  giving,  pledges  the  sum  for  the  care,  for  one  year, 
of  one  child  selected  as  its  beneficiary,  and  is  thus  especially 
interested  in  the  life  and  progress  of  its  child. 

The  most  interested  workers  of  the  Society  have  been 
greatly  encouraged  to  continue  in  well-doing,  by  the  last  days 
of  one  who  had  been  trained  in  the  Rutland  Street  Home. 
She  passed  more  than  ten  years  of  her  young  life  in  the 
Home,  then  left  it  for  a short  time,  after  which  she  returned 
and  was  emplo3^ed  in  the  Home  until  she  went  out  to  service 
at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  While  a child,  she  had  been  taken 
from  the  Home  several  times  by  people  who  might  have 
adopted  her,  but  her  troublesome  temper  discouraged  these 
friends  and  she  was  as  many  times  returned  to  the  Society’s 
care.  She  did  not  seem  particularly  interested  in  the  Home 
life  nor  in  its  teachings,  yet  the  friends,  who  labored  for  her, 
were  to  find  their  efforts  rewarded  in  a most  stimulating  way. 
After  working  for  a few  years  this  young  woman  was  obliged 
to  stop  because  of  increasing  ill-health  ; hearing,  last  fall,  of 
her  illness,  the  matron  and  some  of  the  Managers  visited  her; 
they  found  that  her  great  desire  was  to  die  in  the  only  home 
she  had  ever  known,  and  the  Managers  carefully  considered 
the  subject  ; at  first,  the}^  thought  it  unwise  to  take  one 
incurably  ill  into  the  Home,  but  there  was  no  other  place 
where  they  could  care  for  her  so  well,  and,  as  the  children 
were  well  and  the  hospital  consequently  vacant,  they  finally 
decided  to  gratify  this  wish.  She  returned  to  her  old  home 
with  great  delight,  early  in  January,  very  feeble  but  contin- 
ually grateful.  It  was  thought  when  she  came  that  she 
could  live  only  a few  weeks,  but  she  lingered  until  the  last  of 
June,  suffering  greatly  much  of  the  time.  The  troublesome 
temper  seemed  to  have  disappeared  and  only  the  genial  side

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of  her  nature  remained.  She  gave  many  evidences  of  being 
a simple,  earnest  Christian.  Continually  thanking  the 
matron  and  Managers  for  what  they  had  done  and  were 
doing  for  her,  she  also  loved  to  remind  the  children  of  the 
Home  of  their  advantages.  She  was  heard  repeating  Psalm 
after  Psalm  which,  when  questioned,  she  said  she  had  learned 
in  the  Home ; the  answer  surprised  those  who  had  known 
her  in  other  years,  when  she  seemed  heedless  of  such  teach- 
ings, but  she  said  “ I had  to  learn  them,  and  glad  enough  I 
am  now.” 

Much  to  the  regret  of  her  fellow-workers,  Mrs.  E.  H. 
Sprague,  who  has  been  a Manager  for  many  years,  has  sent 
in  her  resignation.  Her  quiet,  efficient  and  loving  service 
has  been  highl}^  valued  by  her  associates,  and  her  influence 
will  long  be  felt. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  working  force  of 
the  Rutland  Street  Home.  Miss  Hooper,  its  teacher,  after 
a faithful  service  of  two  years,  resigned  in  the  summer  on 
account  of  ill-health,  and  Miss  Fitch,  its  seamstress,  resigned 
about  the  same  time,  to  go  to  Burmah,  as  a missionary  of 
the  Baptist  Missionary  Societ}^  of  Nova  Scotia,  feeling  that 
there  were  few  to  take  up  that  distant  work,  but  more,  ready 
to  do  the  work  at  home. 

While  the  children  have  received  much,  they  have  also 
been  taught  to  do  something  for  others.  Some  of  them  have 
taken  part  in  several  entertainments,  among  others  in  the 
exercises  of  the  Norfolk  County  Temperance  Union,  at  Nor- 
wood, while  they  gave  a programme  of  action  songs  and  toy 
symphonies  at  the  rooms  of  the  Woman’s  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union.  In  the  summer,  boys  from  the  Home  at 
Dedham  went  regularly  to  the  City  Hospital  for  two  months 
to  sing.  In  March,  Mrs.  Fowler  took  all  the  boys  and  fifteen 
little  girls  to  the  Soldier’s  Home  in  Chelsea,  to  sing  to  the 
veterans,  who  proved  a most  interested  and  appreciative 
audience.  After  performing  their  little  programme,  the 
children  were  taken  over  this  large  Home,  going  finally  to 
the  dining-room  where  a collation  awaited  them.  H.  D.

Hyde,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Oliver  provided  fares  for  the 
horse-car  rides,  and  the  Old  Colony  R.  R.  again  gave  the 
children  free  trips  to  and  from  the  city.  On  this  occasion, 
Mr.  Minis  provided  a generous  lunch  for  the  boys  at  one  of 
the  Oak  Grove  Restaurants,  as  they  were  obliged  to  come  in 
town  early  in  the  day.  Each  boy  carried  home  with  him  a 
suit  of  new^  clothes  and  a cap,  the  gift  of  Mr.  George  Talbot, 
President  of  the  Standard  Clothing  Company,  as  well  as  the 
consciousness  that  virtue  is  its  own,  but  not  always  its  only 
reward. 

The  donations  for  the  year  have  been  generous  and  very 
acceptable ; one  great  need,  a carpet  for  the  reception  room 
at  Rutland  Street,  has  been  supplied  through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  G.  W.  Chipman.  A donation,  always  welcome  and 
always  needed,  has  diminished  during  the  last  few  years, 
namely,  new  or  partly  worn  clothing ; friends  of  the  Home 
in  remembering  its  needs  are  asked  to  remember  this  one 
particularly,  during  the  coming  year. 

In  closing,  the  Managers  desire  to  thank  all  who  have  in 
word  or  deed  helped  them  in  the  work  of  the  past  year. 
Looking  forward  to  the  coming  months,  with  confidence  that 
the  same  helpful  interest  and  material  support  will  be  given 
by  those  friends  who  know  what  the  Society  has  acomplished 
and  can  do,  they  ask  these  old  friends,  to  introduce  this  work, 
far-reaching  in  its  results,  to  as  many  new  friends  as  possible.

CONSTITUTION 


Article  t.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care  and 
education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  board- 
ers, till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; children  and 
youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  consti- 
tute life-membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  aad  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  Tw'elve  or  more  Advisers, 
and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  dif- 
ferent denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on 
the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  1 1 A.  M.,  at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills  and 
accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  sur- 
renders, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership  ; to  keep  a list  of  all 
children  received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  pre- 
scribe ; and  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The 
Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board.  It  shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices.

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts 
approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys 
so  collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel,  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a list  of  officers,  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  person 
to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  Institution  one  or  more  times  every  week  ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child  ; and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  No- 
vember, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and 
such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Advisers,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting.  They  shall  advise  with 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  Deeds,  Bonds,  Stocks,  or  other  evidences  of 
property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  thereof  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  Annual  Meeting.

REPORT. 


This  Society  begins  its  fifty-seventh  year  with  eighty-six 
children  under  its  immediate  care,  the  general  health  at  each 
Home  being  good. 

The  following  figures  show  the  present  numbers  and  the 
changes  during  the  year  : —

Two  girls  dismissed  from  the  Rutland  Street  Home  had 
reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years  ; and  one  of  the  boys  dis- 
missed from  the  Home  at  Dedham  was  sent  to  Goodwill 
Farm,  the  new  Home  for  boys  at  East  Fairfield,  Maine, 
started  a year  ago  by  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinckley.  The  two 
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children  who  died  during  the  year,  both  inmates  of  the  Rut- 
land Street  Home,  were  Zelma  Domine  and  Owen  Eaton  ; 
Zelma,  who  had  lived  at  this  Home  five  and  a half  years,  was 
seventeen  years  of  age  ; she  died  of  consumption  Dec.  i, 
1889,  passing  peacefully  away;  her  faith  was  simple  and 
earnest.  Owen  Eaton,  one  of  the  nursery  children,  died  of 
scarlet  fever  at  the  City  Hospital,  April  25,  1890,  at  the  age  of 
two  years  and  ten  months. 

In  addition  to  the  above  facts,  some  members  of  the 
Society  may  be  interested  to  know  that  a number  of  children, 
who  have  been  under  the  direct  care  of  this  Society,  are  liv- 
ing in  homes,  generally  in  New  England,  where  they  are  loved 
and  cared  for  as  members  of  the  families  in  which  they  live ; 
at  any  time  they  may  be  returned  to  the  Home,  as  the  Society 
is  still  responsible  for  them,  since  they  have  not  been  formally 
surrendered  to  these  families,  but  practically  they  are  very  sel- 
dom returned,  if  a few  months’  trial  proves  them  satisfactory 
to  their  new  friends. 

During  the  winter,  each  Home  suffered  from  the  prevail- 
ing influenza,  but  there  were  no  serious  cases.  The  Rutland 
Street  Home  had  several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  early  in  the 
spring,  all,  with  the  one  exception  already  mentioned,  prov- 
ing light  and  easily  managed ; there  have  also  been  at  this 
Home,  during  the  year,  some  cases  of  whooping-cough  and 
other  diseases  common  among  children. 

The  Managers  take  this  opportunity  to  express  their  grate- 
ful thanks  to  Dr.  Holyoke,  of  Boston,  and  Drs.  Babcock  and 
Chase,  of  Dedham,  for  their  untiring  care  of  the  children  at 
the  respective  Homes,  also  to  Drs.  F.  L.  and  E.  E.  Jack  for 
their  occasional  services,  in  their  different  departments,  to 
children  at  the  city  Flome.  Thanks  are  likewise  due  to  Dr. 
Woodward,  a lady,  who,  during  the  past  year,  has  given  her 
services,  as  dentist,  to  the  children  of  the  same  Home. 

As  the  appearance  of  scarlet  fever  made  it  necessary  to 
hold  the  May  Day  Festival  away  from  the  Rutland  Street 
Home,  the  vestry  of  Shawmut  Church  was  secured  for  the 
purpose,  and  the  fair  held  there  realized  more  than  thirteen 
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hundred  dollars  for  the  two  Homes.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
subscription  papers  which  are  soon  to  be  circulated  will  meet 
with  a hearty  reception.  The  statement  heading  each  paper 
sufficiently  explains  its  object  and  reads  as  follows  : — 

“ To  relieve  the  lady  Managers  of  the  Children’s  Friend  Society  from  the  great 
amount  of  work  and  anxiety  in  holding  a fair  in  connection  with  the  annual 
May  Day  Festival,  and  to  provide  otherwise  for  the  needed  means  for  the  support 
of  the  work,  we,  the  undersigned,  agree  to  pay  the  following  sums  set  against  our 
names. 

“ We  will  also  solicit  from  our  friends,  contributions  of  money,  instead  of  arti- 
cles for  the  fair,  or  send  the  names  of  friends,  likely  to  respond,  to  the  Com- 
mittee.” 

Deacon  S.  C.  Wilkins,  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  and  Rev.  J. 
B.  Seabury  have  shown  their  interest  as  usual  during  the 
year  ; Deacon  Wilkins  meeting  the  children  at  the  Rutland 
Street  Home  once  a week  for  the  study  of  the  Bible  ; Rev. 
J.  B.  Seabury  meeting  the  boys  once  a month  for  the  same 
purpose  ; and  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  contributing  to  each  Home, 
sending  donations  of  provisions  at  Thanksgiving,  cards  and 
papers  at  Christmas,  and  Easter  cards  in  the  spring;  for  the 
children  in  the  city  Home,  Dr.  Waldron  sent  street-car 
tickets  and  tickets  for  Nantasket,  and  Deacon  Wilkins  sent 
tickets  to  Franklin  Park,  during  the  summer. 

Even  valentines  have  not  been  forgotten  ; every  child  at 
the  Rutland  Street  Home  received  one, — a gift  from  The 
Young  People’s  Missionary  Society  of  the  Shawmut  Univer- 
salist  Church,  — and  some  of  the  boys  at  Dedham  received 
them  from  a friend. 

The  tvvo  Homes  have  exchanged  gifts  during  the  year,  the 
Home  in  town  contributing  clothing,  and  that  at  Dedham 
vegetables  and  fruit  from  its  garden. 

On  the  walls  of  the  Committee-room  at  the  city  Home 
have  been  placed,  this  year,  the  portrait  of  Mr.  S.  T.  Snow, 
until  the  past  year  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  twenty-two 
years ; also  some  early  manuscripts  relating  to  the  origin  and 
the  work  of  the  first  year  of  the  Society,  and  interesting  on 
that  account ; these  manuscripts,  carefully  preserved  by  one 
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of  the  Managers,  were  suitably  framed  for  this  room  by  a 
former  Manager.  The  school-room  of  this  Home  possesses  a 
new  piano  given,  within  a few  months,  by  a few  of  the  Man- 
agers and  other  friends.  The  parlor  of  the  Boys’  Home  con- 
tains a model  of  the  Eiffel  Tower,  a gift,  received  the  past 
year,  from  Mr.  C.  F.  Quincy. 

Some  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  play-yards  of  the 
Rutland  Street  Home  recently,  and  a large  box  to  contain 
sand  was  built  in  one  corner  of  the  little  children’s  yard, 
while  two  tents,  given  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Quincy,  were  placed  in 
this  and  another  yard  ; the  sand,  with  two  dozen  pails  and 
shovels  for  the  sand  garden,  was  given  by  The  Playground  and 
Sand  Garden  for  Children  of  the  Massachusetts  Emergency 
and  Hygiene  Society,  at  the  solicitation  of  one  of  the  Man- 
agers. 

At  a little  entertainment  given  for  the  older  girls  in  June, 
the  matron,  in  charge,  was  surprised  by  some  charades  and 
songs  prepared  expressly  for  her  pleasure  by  the  girls. 

Although  Mr.  Hinckley,  of  Maine,  kindly  proposed  again 
this  year  to  make  arrangements,  as  he  did  last  year,  for  a 
summer  outing  in  that  State  for  a few  children  from  each 
Home,  it  was  not  considered  advisable,  because  of  the  dis- 
tance, to  accept  his  offer,  and  the  majority  of  the  children 
have  passed  the  summer  at  the  Homes  ; some,  however,  have 
visited  friends.  The  tickets  given  the  Rutland  Street  Home 
enabled  all  the  children  to  visit  Franklin  Park  once,  while 
the  smaller  children  went  there  several  times ; the  older  girls 
went  once,  at  least,  to  Nantasket,  some  of  them  went  more 
than  once.  At  the  time  of  the  Grand  Army  parade,  one  of 
the  Managers  provided  a room  from  which  the  older  girls 
could  see  the  procession. 

The  boys  at  Dedham  began  their  outings  in  March  with  a 
sleigh-ride  which  Rev.  Mr.  Seabury’s  kindness  provided  for 
them.  In  June,  one  of  the  Managers  arranged  boat-rides 
for  them,  on  four  successive  evenings.  In  August,  Mr.  H. 
B.  Endicolt,  of  Dedham,  sent  all  the  boys  to  Nantasket 
for  a day’s  pleasure ; while  there  the  owner  of  a roller-coaster 
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gave  them  sixteen  free  rides  on  the  coaster.  In  September, 
some  boys  from  this  Home  were  sent  to  the  Mechanics’ 
Fair,  by  their  friend,  Mr.  G.  H.  Quincy.  In  the  spring,  Mrs. 
Wolcott,  of  Dedham,  sent  the  boys  a gift  of  fifty  geranium 
plants  for  their  garden.  Mr.  G.  L.  Conner,  of  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad,  has  generously  given  all  the  boys  passes  on  that 
road  a number  of  times,  thus  adding  much  to  their  pleasure. 

For  several  years  the  boys  of  this  Home,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  one  of  the  Managers,  have  sung  on  various  occasions, 
in  Dedhara  and  elsewhere;  this  year  proves  no  exception, 
since  they  have  sung  at  an  entertainment  given  by  the 
Women’s  Industrial  and  Educational  Union  in  Boston,  and  at 
several  Sunday-school  concerts  and  a lawn  party  in  Dedham  ; 
they  also  sang  temperance  songs  two  Sundays  in  August,  at 
the  Dedham  Temporary  Asylum,  to  the  great  delight  of  the 
poor  women  there,  who  expressed  much  interest  when  they 
learned  that  the  boys  were  from  the  Home  in  Dedham,  of 
which  they  had  heard. 

Aside  from  the  two  deaths  among  the  children,  this 
Society  has  been  saddened  the  past  year  by  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
B.  F.  Sturtevant,  one  of  the  Board  of  Advisers,  and  a very 
warm  friend  and  liberal  benefactor,  of  Mr.  Ezra  Farnsworth, 
an  Auditor  of  the  Society  and  Mr.  Francis  Jones,  who  had  for 
many  years  expressed  their  interest  in  the  Society’s  growth 
most  sincerely  and  substantially ; and  of  Mrs.  S.  C.  Vogel, 
a member  of  the  Women’s  Press  Club,  who  had  interested 
herself  in  the  Boys’  Home. 

A number  of  resignations  have  been  received  the  past 
month.  Mrs.  G.  B.  Drake,  officially  connected  with  the  So- 
ciety for  eleven  years,  first  as  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
for  the  last  six  years  as  Manager,  has  found  it  necessary,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  to  bring  her  long  and  faithful  service  to 
a close.  Mrs.  E.  A.  Chase,  for  four  years  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  has  lately  resigned ; the  ladies  with 
whom  she  has  been  associated  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
helpful  interest  she  has  shown  during  this  time.  Mr.  Don 
Gleason  Hill,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Advisers,  who  has 


been  chiefly  interested  in  the  Boys’  Home  for  two  years, 
has  also  resigned ; the  Managers  desire  to  express  their  thanks 
at  this  time  for  his  kind  services.  Mr.  Samuel  N.  Brown,  for 
fifteen  years  an  Auditor  of  the  Society,  has  felt  it  necessary 
to  bring  his  long  services  to  a close.  Miss  A.  P.  Smith,  for 
the  past  year  the  teacher  at  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  has 
also  resigned. 

Thanks  are  due,  at  this  time,  to  the  various  newspapers 
which  have  generously  given  the  use  of  their  columns  for  the 
good  of  this  Society,  and  to  all  friends  whose  donations,  help- 
ful thoughts,  or  encouraging  words  have  contributed  to  make 
this  a successful  year. 

As  the  successful  close  of  one  year  is  generally  synony- 
mous with  the  hopeful  opening  of  the  next,  and  is  so  in  this 
particular  case,  the  Managers  desire  to  follow  their  expression 
of  thanks  with  the  earnest  request  that  the  friends  of  the 
past  will  continue  their  helpful  interest  in  the  new  year,  and 
that  new  friends  will  join  them,  all  working  together  to  in- 
crease the  strength  and  usefulness  of  these  two  Homes.

CONSTITUTION 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend 
Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and 
education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  board- 
ers, till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman  sub- 
scribing and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member;  children  and  youths, 
one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  life- 
membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies  Avho,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Col- 
lectors, to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  twelve  or  more  advisers,  and 
also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different 
denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on  the 
first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  at  the  Society’s 
house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her 
absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  admit  and  approve  all  bills 
and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  sur- 
renders, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership;  to  keep  a list  of  all  chil- 
dren received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; 
and  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts 
approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
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meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys  so 
collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and  such  r'ther 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

x\rt.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers;  and  should  any  vacancy 
occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  person  to  fill 
the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every  week; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly 
meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Novem- 
ber, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and  such 
other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of 
the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  deeds,  bonds, 
stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

The  death  of  our  dear  friend  and  vice-president,  Mrs. 
Francis  Jones,  has  filled  our  hearts  with  deep  sorrow ; sorrow 
for  our  great  bereavement,  yet  joy  in  the  thought  that  her 
great  physical  sufferings  are  ended  and  that  she  is  now  in  the 
presence  of  the  King,  where  pain  is  forever  excluded. 

We  shall  never  again  see  her  pleasant  face  at  our  meetings, 
but  we  shall  cherish  the  memory  of  her  faithful  service,  her 
wisdom  and  loving,  cheerful  spirit  in  our  work,  for  more  than 
twenty-five  years. 

Any  story  of  suffering  or  need  concerning  children,  or 
widows  with  dependent  children,  was  heard  by  her  with  quick 
sympathy,  and  her  voice  was  one  of  the  first  heard  to  propose 
relief ; if  the  story  was  of  oppression  or  wrong,  to  such  her 
indignation  was  strong  and  outspoken.  She  appreciated 
keenly  anything  done  to  please  children,  and  gladly  helped  in 
such  efforts  ; one  of  her  sweetest  ministries  in  this  direction 
occurred  on  the  Thanksgiving  succeeding  the  death  of  her 
husband,  and  only  three  months  after  that  event ; in  her 
loneliness,  she  invited  three  little  girls  from  the  Home  to  dine 
with  her,  and  devoted  the  day  to  their  entertainment.

REPORT. 


As  we  look  back  through  the  twelve  months,  just  past,  to 
see  what  their  contribution  is  to  the  Society’s  history,  we  find 
much  reason  for  satisfaction  and  can  go  forward  hopefully 
into  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  this  work.  No  illness  of  any 
importance  has  caused  uneasiness  in  either  Home ; the  chil- 
dren, under  the  care  of  most  efficient  and  devoted  matrons, 
have  been,  in  general,  well  and  happy,  and  numerous  friends 
have  tried  by  their  interest  and  gifts  to  make  ‘their  develop- 
ment so  general  that  they  may  be  able  to  take  their  places  in 
the  world,  when  the  time  comes,  and  carry  on  its  work  as 
more  favored  children  are  trained  to  do,  in  their  own  homes. 

The  Society  has  under  its  care  one  hundred  children  ; sixty 
girls,  forty  boys.  The  number  at  present  in  each  Home  and 
the  changes  during  the  year  are  as  follows  : —

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Most  of  the  children  dismissed  have  returned  to  their  par- 
ents. Two  boys  have  been  dismissed  from  the  Rutland  Street 
Home  to  the  Home  at  Dedham,  as  they  had  reached  the  limit 
of  age  allowed  at  the  former  Home,  and  two  other  boys  were 
dismissed  from  the  Boys’  Home  to  friends  in  Maine  and  Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard,  respectively. 

The  Rutland  Street  Home  rejoices  this  year  in  a new 
school-room  for  the  kindergarten  department.  This  room, 
opening  by  folding  doors  into  the  large  school-room,  is  bright 
and  cheerful,  and  relieves  the  main  room  which  had  become 
crowded  with  the  two  departments.  Like  the  rest  of  the 
house,  this  new  room  has  been  supplied  with  apparatus  for 
hot-water  heating,  this  summer. 

Although  the  boys  of  the  other  Home  have  been  away  from 
the  house  during  school  hours,  as  all  attend  the  public  school 
of  the  town,  they  have  had  some  regular  training  in  their 
gymnasium  since  the  middle  of  March,  when  this  department 
was  opened.  A room  in  the  “ Annex  ” was  fitted  up  for  their 
use  with  a most  generous  gift  of  apparatus  from  Mr.  Rufus 
F.  Greeley ; in  connection  with  this  arrangement,  the  Society 
fitted  up  a dressing-room  and  supplied  two  shower-baths  in 
adjoining  rooms,  and  a friend,  whose  gifts  are  many  and  fre- 
quent, gave  the  twenty-nine  boys,  then  in  the  Home,  their 
gymnasium  suits.  A young  man,  who  had  taken  a systematic 
course  of  physical  training  and  was  employed  for  a few  months^ 
as  assistant  superintendent,  gave  the  boys  this  regular  train- 
ing. At  one  time,  in  the  winter,  there  was  so  much  spare 
time  between  the  two  daily  sessions  of  school  that  those  in 
charge  of  the  boys  used  the  time  to  train  them  in  the  useful 
arts  of  waiting  on  table  and  washing  and  wiping  their  own 
dishes. 

One  boy  received  a diploma  from  the  grammar  school  last 
June,  and  has  entered  the  Dedham  High  School  this  fall,  to 
the  great  satisfaction  of  his  friends.  He  has  not  only  the 
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honor  of  being  the  first  boy  from  the  Home  to  enter  this 
school,  but  also  that  of  being  the  youngest  boy  ever  admitted 
to  it. 

Among  the  friends  who  have  visited  the  Homes  for  the 
purpose  of  interesting  or  instructing  the  children,  may  be 
mentioned  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinckley,  who  told  the  boys,  last  Feb- 
ruary, about  his  farm  in  Maine  where  some  of  their  number 
went  to  live,  two  or  three  years  ago  ; Rev.  C.  W,  Wilder,  who 
gave  the  boys  a talk  on  minerals  early  in  the  summer,  and 
added  a number  of  specimens  to  the  collection  which  they 
had  begun  ; Rev.  J.  B.  Seabury,  who  has  met  the  boys  once 
a month  to  talk  to  them  on  such  subjects  as  “Manners,” 
“ The  Little  Things  of  Life,”  “ Moments  of  Time,  and  their 
Importance  ” ; and  Deacon  Wilkins,  who  has  continued  his 
regular  Bible  talks  with  the  children  of  the  city  Home,  once  a 
week,  through  the  year. 

Among  other  means  of  educating  the  children  are  the  gifts 
of  books,  magazines,  and  papers,  received  throughout  the  year  ; 
the  visit,  through  the  kindness  of  friends,  of  fifteen  children 
from  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  and  all  the  boys  of  the  other 
Home,  to  the  Mechanics  Fair  last  fall ; also  the  singing  les- 
sons received  by  one  of  our  boys  from  a gentleman  living  in 
Jamaica  Plain. 

The  special  pleasures  of  the  year  are  the  delightful  even- 
ings spent  at  the  homes  of  two  of  the  managers  by  some  of 
the  older  girls  ; the  Thanksgiving  Day  enjoyed  by  three  girls 
at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Francis  Jones  ; the  Christmas  tree  at  the 
two  Homes  ; and  the  afternoon  of  Christmas  Day  at  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Kendall’s  house,  where  the  boys  from  Dedham  found  a tree 
with  a gift  for  every  one  and  a pleasant  time,  awaiting  them. 

Among  the  many  donations  of  the  year,  the  boys  have  re- 
ceived a printing-press  and  a camera,  two  bicycles  and  a type- 
writer, and  a gift  of  one  hundred  dollars  has  been  given  to  be 
used  in  improving  the  workshop  in  which  the  boys  have  done 
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some  work  ; Mr.  J.  S.  Spaulding  has  furnished  this  Home  for 
the  past  two  years  with  all  the  syrup  and  granulated  sugar 
needed,  and  another  friend  has  recently  given  it  ten  barrels 
of  flour.  In  the  spring,  a boat  was  given  by  this  same  friend  ; 
from  it  much  pleasure  was  anticipated,  but  since  those  own- 
ing landings  on  the  Charles  River  could  find  no  place  for  it, 
and  the  pond,  on  which  it  was  finally  launched,  was  consid- 
ered unsafe  for  the  boys  to  row  on,  their  pleasure  in  this  direc- 
tion proved  only  a pleasure  of  the  imagination.  A circle 
of  King’s  Daughters  has  clothed  one  girl  most  bountifully 
this  year,  as  well  as  last,  at  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  and  a 
member  of  this  circle  has  this  year  provided  the  clothing  for 
another  girl.  In  June,  a lady,  now  living  in  New  York,  pro- 
vided ice-cream,  strawberries  and  cake  for  this  latter  Home, 
on  the  occasion  of  her  son’s  marriage.  The  two  Homes  have 
sent  gifts  to  each  other,  that  in  town  giving  clothing,  the 
other,  fruit,  vegetables,  and  some  picture  books  ; several  boys 
have  sent  in  special  gifts  from  their  own  gardens. 

All  the  boys  and  twelve  girls  went  again  this  year  with 
Mrs.  Fowler  to  the  Soldiers’  Home  at  Chelsea,  where  they 
gave  exercises  and  songs  as  before.  On  their  way  from 
Dedham  to  Chelsea  the  boys  found  last  year’s  experience  re- 
peating itself,  for  Mr.  Millis  kindly  gave  them  a lunch  at  the 
Oak  Grove  restaurant  on  Washington  Street,  and  Mr.  Talbot 
made  every  boy  happy  by  giving  him  a new  suit  of  clothes. 

This  year,  the  May  Day  Festival  took  place  at  the  Rutland 
Street  Home,  no  illness  like  that  of  the  past  two  years  pre- 
venting this  arrangement.  To  relieve  the  managers  of  the 
numerous  cares  which  a fair  involves,  it  was  decided  to  have 
only  a cafe  and  a candy  table,  friends  being  asked  to  contrib- 
ute to  them,  or  to  give  donations  of  money,  or  of  articles  of 
use  in  either  Home.  The  house  was  open  to  friends  through 
the  day  and  evening,  and  the  older  children  entertained  them, 
at  frequent  intervals,  with  the  May-pole  dance,  songs,  and 
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recitations,  all  showing  their  excellent  training ; while  the 
boys  from  Dedham,  who  were  present,  showed  the  benefit  they 
had  received  from  their  physical  training  by  the  exercises 
they  gave.  The  babies  in  their  nursery  enjoyed  the  atten- 
tions of  many  friends  ; in  fact,  the  whole  day  passed  off  pleas- 
antly, even  to  the  enforced  picnic  lunch  and  supper  which 
most  of  the  children  took  in  the  large  basement  play-room, 
their  own  dining-room  being  used  for  the  cafe. 

As  the  spring  opened,  the  boys  were  trained  to  work  on 
the  lawns  and  in  the  garden.  Every  boy  had  a little  piece  of 
ground  given  him ; the  older  ones  devoted  their  gardens  to 
vegetables  and  the  younger  boys  to  flowers  ; a few  fowls  and 
some  pigs  were  given  to  the  Home,  and  certain  boys  were 
appointed  to  take  the  care  of  them.  All  these  enterprises 
have  been  successful,  consequently  the  workers  must  have 
learned  much. 

On  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  boys  saw  the  sports  and  races 
given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Dedham  Club.  They  had 
races  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Home,  receiving  as  prizes  fire- 
works, for  which  several  donations  of  money  had  been 
received ; in  the  evening,  at  the  invitation  of  one  of  the 
managers,  they  witnessed  a neighborhood  display  of  fireworks. 

During  the  summer,  some  children  from  the  Homes  visited 
friends ; the  babies  were  at  the  Home  at  Dedham  ; and  the 
boys  who  w^ere  at  this  Home  worked  in  the  large  garden  and 
in  their  individual  ones.  Mr.  Waldron  arranged  a day  at 
Franklin  Park  for  the  city  children,  every  child  receiving  a 
box  of  candy  on  that  occasion  ; he  also  gave  the  greater 
number  of  the  same  children  a trip  to  Nantasket  Beach,  and 
provided  this  Home,  from  the  “Fresh  Air  Fund,”  with  three 
hundred  rides  in  the  horse  cars.  For  the  boys,  Mr.  H.  B. 
Endicott,  of  Dedham,  continued  his  kindness  of  the  past 
three  years,  sending  all  of  them  to  Nantasket  Beach  for  the 
day.  The  Institute  Sea-Shore  Home  at  Beachmont  enter- 
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tained,  at  the  invitation  of  Rev.  M.  R.  Denning,  six  boys  for 
three  days  in  August,  four  girls  for  a week  early  in  September ; 
and  twenty-seven  other  children,  all  from  the  city  Home,  a 
little  later  in  the  month  ; the  last  delegation  of  children 
being  under  the  care  of  a lady  who  is  often  with  them.  The 
drives  and  bathing  were  delightful  to  the  children,  and  their 
stay  at  Beachmont  is  a very  pleasant  memory. 

This  has  been  in  many  respects  a very  bright  year,  but  it 
has  been  greatly  saddened  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Francis 
Jones,  for  many  years  a most  loving  and  faithful  worker  as 
manager,  and  later  as  vice-president ; the  memory  of  her 
sympathy  and  most  efficient  service  will  long  be  remembered 
by  her  associates  in  this  work. 

We  deeply  regret  that  we  must  record  the  resignations  of 
Mrs.  S.  T.  Snow,  Mr.  George  Henry  Quincy,  and  Mrs.  Arthur 
Sawyer.  Mrs.  Snow  has  been  a valued  worker  for  more  than 
twenty-five  years,  serving  as  secretary,  manager,  and  for  the 
last  few  years  as  vice-president,  and  has  been  always  ready  to 
further  the  interests  of  the  Society  by  wise  counsel  or  most 
efficient  and  unostentatious  service.  Mr.  Quincy,  whose 
interest  in  and  work  for  the  Society  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Advisers,  have  been  most  constant,  indefatigable, 
and  valuable,  has  been  obliged  to  resign  because  of  poor 
health.  He  is  especially  identified  with  the  successful  effort 
to  secure  and  carry  on  the  Boys’  Home  at  Dedham,  to  which 
work  he  has  given  his  whole  heart  and  strength.  Mrs.  Sawyer, 
after  serving  on  the  Board  of  Managers  for  several  years,  has 
also  resigned  on  account  of  poor  health. 

The  Managers  desire  to  express  at  this  time  their  warm 
appreciation  of  the  kind  services  of  Dr.  Holyoke  and  Drs. 
F.  L.  and  E.  E.  Jack  to  the  children  of  the  city  Home,  also 
of  the  services  of  Miss  Woodward  who,  as  dentist,  has  cared 
for  the  same  children  during  the  summer.  To  Drs.  Babcock 
and  Chase,  of  Dedham,  and  to  Dr.  Ware,  who  kindly  took 
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Dr.  Babcock’s  place  on  one  occasion,  their  hearty  thanks  are 
likewise  due,  as  well  as  to  the  newspapers  which  have  gener- 
ously and  often  given  the  use  of  their  columns  for  the  benefit 
of  these  Homes. 

All  friends  who  have  helped  in  any  way  to  carry  on,  or  to 
widen  and  strengthen  this  work  are  assured  of  the  gratitude 
and  appreciation  of  the  Managers,  who  ask  that  all  the  interest 
and  help  of  the  past  may  go  with  them  into  the  coming  year ; 
and  as  their  cares  and  responsibilities  become  more  complex, 
as  they  must  while  this work  continues  to  grow,  that  new 
helpers  may  come  forward  to  work  with  those  long  interested 
in  the  two  Homes.  Every  year  presents  the  same  general 
needs  and  has  also  its  own  special  needs  ; the  same  general 
donations  will  be  just  as  acceptable  as  they  were  last  year. 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas,  very  near  us  now,  make  their 
special  appeals,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  liberal  Christmas 
donations  of  money  received  last  year  will  be  repeated  for 
the  coming  holiday.  A special  need  for  this  year  is  that  of 
a well-equipped  industrial  department  for  the  Boys’  Home,  for 
which  a donation,  already  alluded  to,  has  been  received  ; this 
department  under  wise  management  would  be  of  great  value 
to  the  boys. 

In  closing,  the  Managers  extend  a cordial  and  urgent  invi- 
tation to  old  friends  and  new  to  visit  the  two  Homes  and 
learn  by  personal  acquaintance  with  them  their  present  con- 
dition, as  well  as  their  present  and  future  needs.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend 
Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and 
education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  boarders, 
till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman  sub- 
scribing and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; children  and  youths, 
one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  life- 
membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Col- 
lector, to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general 
business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  twelve  or  more  advisers, 
and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  dif- 
ferent denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on  the 
first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  at  the  Society’s 
house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her 
absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills 
and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society ; to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  sur- 
renders, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership;  to  keep  a list  of  all  chil- 
dren received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe  ; 
and  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts 
approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
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of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys 
so  collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers  ; and  should  any  vacancy 
occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  person  to  fill 
the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child ; and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly 
meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Nov- 
ember, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and  such 
other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of 
the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  deeds,  bonds, 
stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

RKPORT. 


The  year  just  ended  has  been  a satisfactory  and  uneventful 
one  at  our  two  Homes  ; so  uneventful,  in  fact,  that  there  is 
little  of  special  interest  for  our  annual  report.  Good  health 
has  been  and  continues  to  be  the  rule  in  both  Homes. 

The  Rutland  Street  Home  contains  at  -present  sixty 
children,  fifty-three  girls  and  seven  boys ; fourteen  children, 
twelve  girls  and  two  boys,  have  been  admitted,  one  girl  and 
one  boy  readmitted  ; while  twenty-five  children,  nineteen  girls 
and  six  boys,  have  been  dismissed.  Three  of  these  boys 
have  been  dismissed  to  the  Boys’  Home,  the  other  children  to 
parents  and  friends.  No  children  have  been  surrendered  to 
the  Society  in  either  Home.  One  girl  from  the  Rutland 
Street  Home,  who  had  been  living  in  a family  as  one  of  its 
members,  for  several  years,  was  indentured  to  this  family 
during  the  past  year.  Two  girls  have  reached  the  limit  of 
age,  one  of  whom  has  been  dismissed  and  is  learning  the 
dressmakers’  trade,  the  other,  learning  the  same  trade,  re- 
mains at  the  Home  for  a time,  and  is  also  doing  some  work 
there. 

The  May  Day  Festival,  held  at  the  Rutland  Street  Home 
was  a success  ; the  sale  of  fancy  articles,  omitted  last  year, 
was  resumed  and  the  children’s  exercises,  at  regular  intervals, 
were,  as  usual,  a well  patronized  part  of  the  programme. 

During  the  summer,  many  of  the  children  have  been 
away  for  short  visits  with  their  friends,  or  relatives,  returning, 
if  they  wished  to  remain  in  the  Home,  in  time  for  the  opening 
of  its  school. 

Among  the  donations  received,  are  vegetables  and  fruit  from 
the  Boys’  Home,  gifts  from  Rev.  Dr.  Waldron  and  Mr.  S.  C. 
Wilkins,  at  Thanksgiving  time,  also  Christmas  and  Easter 
cards  and  papers  from  Dr.  Waldron,  and  a baby  house  from  a 
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young  lady  friend.  A lady  in  New  York,  long  interested  in 
this  Home,  gave  the  children  ice-cream  and  cake  for  the 
Fourth  of  July.  In  April,  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Chris- 
tian Union  contributed  five  tickets  for  carriage  rides  ; later, 
Mr,  Lewis,  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  donated  one  hundred 
tickets  for  car  rides,  and,  in  August,  Rev.  Dr.  Waldron  con- 
tributed forty  tickets  to  Nahant,  also  numerous  car  tickets. 
In  June,  twenty-five  happy  children  spent  a delightful  week 
at  Beachmont,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Deming, 
who  gave  them  the  same  pleasure  last  year.  He  also  invited 
the  boys  at  Dedham,  but  as  their  school  year  had  not  ended, 
they  were  obliged  to  forego  this  pleasure. 

Mr.  S.  C.  Wilkins  has  continued  his  Bible  talks  with  the 
children  every  week  throughout  the  year,  and  to  him  our 
thanks  are  due  for  this  beautiful  and  long-continued  service. 

The  Boys’  Home  at  Dedham  contains  at  present  twenty- 
nine  boys;  during  the  year  four  have  been  admitted  and  seven 
dismissed.  Of  those  dismissed  three  were  graduated  this 
summer  from  the  grammar  schools,  two  of  the  three  have 
gone  into  stores  in  Boston  and  board  in  town,  while  the  third 
is  engaged  for  a year  to  work  on  a farm  in  this  State.  Of  the 
other  boys  dismissed  one  has  gone  to  his  sister’s  home,  an- 
other, who  has  been  employed  for  some  time  in  a store  in 
town,  has  come  into  the  city  to  board  ; the  remaining  two 
have  found  homes,  for  the  present,  in  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont  respectively. 

Some  of  the  donations  received  at  this  Home  are  clothing 
from  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  an  odd  scrap-book  from  the 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  the  first  Congregational 
Church  in  Derry,  New  Hampshire,  tickets  to  an  exhibition 
of  the  Boston  Art  Club  from  members  of  the  Society,  an  out- 
fit of  Homoeopathic  remedies  with  book,  from  Mr.  J.  W. 
Clapp,  and  hospital  supplies  from  Mr.  George  C.  Goodwin  ; 
the  Window  Garden  Society  through  Mrs.  Wolcott  has  sent 
plants,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Waldron  has  given  Christmas  and  Easter 
cards  and  papers.  Mr.  Talbot  has  repeated  his  gift  of  last 
year  in  a suit  of  new  clothes  for  every  boy.  On  July  4, 
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Mrs.  Cummings  gave  the  boys  ice-cream,  and  Mr.  Quincy 
delighted  their  hearts  by  a gift  of  fireworks. 

The  following  notice  in  the  Dedham  Transcript^  this  year, 
explains  itself  : — 

“ As  a result  of  the  recent  entertainment  given  in  Canton 
by  Col.  Fletcher  Webster  Camp  47,  S.  of  V.,  ^350  was 
cleared,  which  sum  will  be  donated  to  the  Boys’  Home  on 
East  Street,  this  town,  for  the  support  of  a son  of  a deceased 
veteran.” 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Kendall  again  entertained  the  boys,  one  after- 
noon in  the  Christmas  holidays,  at  her  home. 

Some  of  the  boys  took  part  in  the  exercises  at  the  May 
Day  Festival  ; they  were  entertained  by  two  of  the  ladies 
present,  and  carried  home,  to  those  who  did  not  come,  a gift 
from  the  candy  table.  The  boys  have  also  taken  part  in 
several  Sunday-school  or  other  entertainments  and  have  done 
credit  to  the  excellent  training  given  them. 

Each  home  has  received  gifts  of  numerous  papers  and 
magazines,  always  very  welcome.  At  present  there  is  need 
of  more  books  at  the  Boys’  Home,  those  already  there  having 
been  read  several  times. 

Almost  all  the  boys  have  visited  friends  for  a short  time 
during  the  summer  and  have  returned  from  these  visits  well 
and  happy.  On  the  thirtieth  of  August,  the  whole  family 
enjoyed  a day  at  Nantasket,  as  they  have  for  several  summers, 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Endicott  of  Dedham  ; the 
boys  fished  from  the  high  rocks  and,  aside  from  the  pleas- 
ure obtained,  were  so  successful  that  they  carried  home  fish 
enough  for  the  next  day’s  dinner. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Seabury  of  Dedham,  who  has  given  at  this  Home,  once  a 
month,  a talk  on  temperance,  to  which  the  boys  have  looked 
forward  with  interest ; likewise  the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hinckley  of  Good  Will  Farm,  Maine,  in  giving  the  boys  an 
illustrated  lecture  during  his  short  stay  at  the  Home.  We 
are  also  indebted  to  Rev.  J.  B.  Mower,  of  Skowhegan,  Maine, 
for  the  same  kindness,  and  to  Mr.  Taft  and  the  superintendent 
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of  the  Congregational  Sabbath  school  of  Dedham,  to  Rev.  Dr. 
Starr,  Mr.  Joyce,  and  Mr.  Burdette,  also  of  Dedham,  and  Mr. 
Samuel  Russell  of  Boston,  for  their  talks  to  the  boys. 

Although  there  has  been  very  little  illness  at  either  home, 
yet,  whenever  their  services  have  been  needed.  Dr.  Holyoke 
and  Dr.  Babcock  have  cheerfully  responded,  and  Doctors 
F.  L.  and  E.  E.  Jack  have  kindly  served  in  their  special 
departments.  Miss  Woodward  has  also  very  generously 
given  her  services  as  dentist  to  the  Rutland  Street  Home. 
To  all  of  these  friends  we  extend  our  most  hearty  thanks. 

In  December,  last,  Mrs.  Benedict  who  has  served  faithfully 
and  efficiently  as  matron  of  the  Boys’  Home  from  its  opening 
in  June,  1886,  resigned,  as  she  thought  the  best  interests  of 
this  Home  could  be  gained  if  a man  and  his  wife  were  placed 
in  charge  of  it.  Accordingly,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ham,  of  Maine, 
who  had  for  some  time  known  of  and  been  interested  in  this 
Home,  were  invited  to  become  its  superintendents.  They 
accepted  the  invitation  and  began  their  service  in  January, 
Mrs.  Benedict  remaining  through  the  month  to  make  the 
change  of  administration  as  smooth  as  possible  for  all  con- 
cerned. Mrs.  Benedict’s  deep  and  motherly  interest  in  the 
boys,  placed  in  her  care,  is  warmly  appreciated,  and  our  best 
wishes  follow  her  in  whatever  she  undertakes  in  the  future. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ham  have  wisely  carried  on  the  work  so  faith- 
fully begun.  They  find  that  the  boys  are  capable  and  obedi- 
ent and  that  they  rank  somewhat  above  the  average  pupils  in 
the  public  schools. 

In  April,  the  boys  under  Mr.  Ham’s  direction  and  with  his 
assistance,  prepared  the  garden  for  summer,  and  with  very 
little  outlay  of  money,  excellent  results  have  been  obtained,  a 
proof  of  careful  and  faithful  work  on  the  boys’  part. 

Extensive  repairs  at  the  two  homes  have  not  been  neces- 
sary this  year.  Probably  before  this  time,  the  buildings  at 
Dedham  will  have  been  painted,  and  a new  furnace  will  add 
to  the  comfort  of  the  house. 

We  have  accepted  with  regret  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  W. 
W.  Whitcomb,  who  has  served  most  efficiently  for  twelve 
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years  as  a manager  ; of  Miss  E.  A.  Wales,  for  eight  years  an 
able  assistant  treasurer ; of  Mrs.  G.  E.  Brown,  for  two  years  a 
manager,  and.  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Whitcomb,  who  has  manifested 
his  interest  in  our  work  by  serving  for  eleven  years  as  an 
adviser.  Miss  Wales,  we  are  happy  to  say,  will  continue  her 
work  for  these  homes  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

It  is  perfectly  safe  to  say  that  the  needs  of  the  two  homes 
for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  much  like  those  of  the  past,  and 
that  all  gifts  from  friends  will  be  gratefully  received.  Just 
now,  there  is  need  of  larger  donations  of  clothing  at  the  Rut- 
land Street  Home,  as  gifts  of  this  nature  have  not  been  as 
large,  the  last  two  years,  as  heretofore  ; cotton  cloth  for  sheets 
and  pillow  cases  is  also  much  needed. 

In  closing,  we  desire -to  thank  all  friends,  including  the 
press  of  Boston  and  Dedham,  for  any  and  all  services  ren- 
dered the  two  homes,  for  all  gifts  received,  and  all  interest  felt 
and  expressed,  asking  that  we  may  be  helped  in  the  same  way 
during  the  coming  year.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend 
Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care,  and  edu- 
cation of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as  boarders,  till 
suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art,  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman  sub- 
scribing and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member;  children  and  youths, 
one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  life- 
membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer  and 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  ladies  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Col- 
lectors, to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general  busi-  ^ 
ness  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and 
also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different 
denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  on  the 
first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  at  the  Society’s 
house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or,  in  her 
absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also  be  her 
duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve  all  bills 
and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including  sur- 
renders, indentures,  and  certificates  of  life-membership ; to  keep  a list  of  all  chil- 
dren received  and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; 
and  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and  accounts 
approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Collectors’ 
books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall  receive  all  moneys  so 
collected,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 
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Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and  such  other 
heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  request. 
They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who  have  attained 
the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare  and 
report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers;  and  should  any  vacancy 
occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suitable  person  to  fill 
the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every  week; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support  and 
instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with  the 
Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  institution,  and  report  at  the.  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if,  after  the 
necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the 
Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate,  it  may  be 
admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the  monthly 
meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  No- 
vember, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and  such 
other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  disposition  of 
the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its  deeds,  bonds, 
stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority  of  the 
members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

The  death  of  Mrs.  P.  S.  C.  Olmstead,  for  many  years  active 
in  the  management  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society,  and 
until  her  death  interested  in  its  work,  and  a generous  contributor 
to  its  support,  calls  for  an  expression  of  our  love  for  this  Chris- 
tian friend  and  associate,  and  our  feeling  of  loss  in  her  sudden 
removal. 

Therefore,  the  Board  of  Managers  hereby  place  upon  record 
their  deep  and  abiding  sense  of  her  long  and  devoted  service,  her 
uniform  and  cheerful  alacrity  in  responding  to  any  demand  upon 
her  time  and  talents,  and  the  happy  spirit  of  consecration,  the  re- 
membrance of  which  she  has  left  with  us,  as  an  example  and 
encouragement. 

Gone  to  rest,  dear  friend  and  sister;

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Beach. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Beach,  a former  Matron  of  this 
Home,  calls  for  a tribute  of  grateful  remembrance.  She  was  the 
widow  of  Rev.  J.  P.  Beach,  and  was  left  while  young,  wdth 
limited  means,  to  care  for  arid  support  her  three  fatherless  chil- 
dren. This  she  did  with  a self-sacrifice  and  a rare  tenderness  of 
devotion  which  proved  her  to  be  especially  fitted  for  the  position 
of  mother  in  such  a family  as  ours.  She  was  elected  to  the 
olfice  of  Matron,  November,  1863,  and  continued  with  us  fourteen 
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years,  until  failing  strength  and  nervous  exhaustion,  from  the 
prolonged  responsibility,  compelled  her  to  resign,  and  hencefor- 
ward find  a home,  with  needed  rest,  in  the  homes  of  her  daughters, 
where  she  received  the  most  watchful  care  and  loving  ministra- 
tions till  her  recent  decease,  in  Auburndale,  Jan.  25,  1893,  at  the 
age  of  seventy-eight  years. 

We  desire  to  record  the  continuous  confidence  and  satisfaction 
of  the  Managers  and  Advisers  of  the  Society  during  all  the  years 
of  Mrs.  Beach’s  service  with  us.  Her  administration  was  charac- 
terized by  an  unselfish  devotion  to  the  interests  and  efficiency  of 
the  work.  She  was  always  dignified,  wise,  and  gentle,  command- 
ing both  affection  and  respect.  She  was  also  especially  motherly 
and  loving  to  the  children,  so  many  of  whom  knew  little  of  what 
a Christian  mother  could  be  to  childhood  in  its  tender  years. 

The  memory  of  her  life  and  work  remains,  to  be  a blessing  and 
inspiration  to  all  who  were  in  any  way  associated  with  her.

REPORT. 


It  is  well  to  stop  for  a little  while,  as  the  year  closes,  to  con- 
sider the  growth  of  our  work  in  the  past,  before  we  go  forward 
to  the  coming  year  and  the  more  distant  future.  This  review  is 
now  made  a very  easy  matter,  for  in  1883,  Miss  Isabel  D.  Snow, 
whose  brief  Secretaryship,  closed  by  death  in  the  following  year, 
has  left  a lasting  and  very  loving  impression  with  her  associates, 
wrote  the  semi-centennial  report ; it  is  a carefully  prepared  history 
of  the  Society’s  life  from  1833  to  the  date  above  mentioned. 
Glancing  through  it  we  learn  that  Miss  Mary  Webb,  pondering 
upon  the  unhappy  fate  of  children  whose  natural  protectors  either 
could  not,  or  would  not,  care  for  them, -and  on  the  future  danger 
to  a community  from  such  citizens,  with  steadfast  purpose  and 
unfailing  hope,  in  spite  of  many  discouragements,  actually  started 
this  Society  in  1833, — her  friend,  Mrs.  Burns,  taking  into  her 
house  in  the  autumn  of  that  year  the  three  little  girls  who  formed 
the  nucleus  of  the  new  institution.  From  Mrs.  Burns’s  house 
the  Home  moved  to  an  old  house  on  Sheafe  Street,  which  Mr. 
Henry  J.  Oliver  offered  free  to  the  Society,  Mrs.  Burns  herself 
still  acting  as  matron.  In  1834  the  Society  was  incorporated, 
the  list  of  subscribers  showed  signs  of  growth  and  more  children 
were  admitted.  After  a few  months  the  house  83  Prince  Street 
was  rented ; it  was  occupied  as  a rented  house  for  eight  years, 
when  it  was  bought,  the  officers  thinking  it  best  to  own  their 
Home.  It  soon  became  too  small,  and  after  four  years  w^as  sold, 
the  Society  then  renting  a house  in  Somerville.  While  this  new 
arrangement  had  many  advantages,  the  Home  proved  to  be  too 
far  from  the  city  for  the  Managers  to  care  for  its  interests  con- 
veniently, whereupon  it  was  moved  to  a house  on  Washington 
Street ; which,  in  turn,  proved  too  small,  and  again  the  great 
desire  of  the  officers  to  erect  a building  embodying  their  own 
ideas  was  considered.  After  many  efforts  they  were  encouraged. 
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in  1845,  by  a grant  of  ten  thousand  feet  of  land  from  the  city; 
and  with  renewed  exertion  they  succeeded  in  completing  for 
occupancy,  in  1848,  the  Home  on  Rutland  Street,  which  is  still 
used. 

Starting  with  three  children,  the  numbers  increased,  until  the 
average  cared  for  in  this  institution  numbered  thirty,  for  some 
years  after  the  house  on  Prince  Street  was  taken ; then  it  varied 
from  thirty  to  fifty  until  the  present  Home  was  built,  from  which 
time  until  1883  it  averaged  seventy-five.  At  one  time  there 
were  one  hundred  and  two  children  in  the  Home  ; however,  it 
has  been  found  best,  from  considerations  of  health  and  safety,  to 
accommodate  no  more  than  eighty,  although  the  building  was 
planned  to  accommodate  one  hundred  children  at  a time.  In 
general  the  health  of  the  family  has  been  good  through  all  these 
years,  proving  that  the  children  have  had  wise  care.  In  1866  the 
two-stoiy  wing  was  built,  to  be  used  as  a hospital ; later,  when 
we  decided  to  admit  children  under  three  years  of  age,  the  lower 
room  in  this  wing  w^as  taken  for  a nursery,  and  is  still  so  used. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  family  at  Rutland  Street  has 
averaged  sixty-seven ; the  largest  number  being  eighty-three,  the 
smallest  forty-seven.  The  children  brought  to  the  two  Homes  in 
these  years,  as  for  nearly  twenty  years  preceding  1883,  have 
been  orphans ; or,  more  commonly,  children  who  have  lost  one 
parent  by  death  or  desertion,  and  have  been  placed  in  our  care 
by  the  other,  who  is  then  free  to  find  some  means  of  support, 
feeling  that  the  child  is  not  neglected  in  the  working  hours.  Oc- 
casionally a child  is  surrendered  to  us  immediately  after  the 
three  months’  trial  required,  and  sometimes  a parent,  finding  that 
he  can  no  longer  care  for  his  child,  gives  it  up  to  us,  having 
originally  entered  it  as  a boarder ; but  the  majority  of  our  children 
enter  the  Homes  as  boarders.  Of  course,  the  great  event  of  the 
last  decade  is  the  establishment  of  the  Boys’  Home  at  Dedham. 
As  soon  as  it  was  decided,  in  1885,  to  take  no  more  boys,  as  the 
accommodations  for  them  at  the  Rutland  Street  Home  were  in- 
sufficient, and  as  they  had  always  been  largely  in  the  minority, 
and  when  this  decision  was  announced  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
that  year,  the  friends  of  the  Home,  who  are  especially  the  friends 
of  needy  boys,  and  other  friends  of  boys  throughout  our  city, 
came  forward  with  generous  offers  of  assistance  if  we  would 
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rescind  the  vote  passed  at  a meeting  of  the  Managers  a short  time 
before,  by  which  boys  were  not  to  be  admitted  to  our  Home. 
When  another  house  was  promised  for  the  boys,  the  vote  was 
gladly  withdrawn.  By  the  middle  of  the  following  April  the 
house  at  Dedham  was  bought,  and  many  in  this  audience  remem- 
ber the  beautiful  afternoon  in  June  when  it  was  dedicated.  At 
first  only  a few  boys  were  admitted ; but  very  soon  thirty  boys, 
the  largest  number  allowed  there,  were  established  in  this  pleas- 
ant home.  This  number  is  generally  to  be  found  there. 

No  very  serious  illness  has  visited  either  the  Rutland  Street 
Home  during  the  past  ten  years,  or  the  other  Home  during  its 
existence  ; there  have  been  some  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  but  they 
were  generally  very  mild,  and  readily  yielded  to  treatment. 

A kindergarten  department  has  been  established  in  the  school 
at  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  and  a pleasant  room  built  for  it  off 
the  large  schoolroom,  during  these  ten  years. 

Although  the  history  of  one  year  in  our  Homes  is  much  like 
that  of  the  twelve  months  preceding  it,  there  have  been  this  year 
more  changes  than  usual.  Miss  Clara  Perkins,  the  beloved  Matron 
of  our  city  Home,  has  been  absent  for  the  past  three  months,  try- 
ing to  gain  strength  sufficient  to  continue  her  work,  after  a sum- 
mer of  illness  and  sorrow.  We  have  sympathized  most  deeply 
with  her  in  the  loss  of  her  sister.  Miss  Fanny  Perkins,  wffiose 
sweet  influence  had  made  her  much  beloved  in  the  Home,  where 
she  had  lived  and  worked  with  her  sister  for  several  years.  The 
boys  at  our  Dedham  Home  had  been  under  the  care  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ham,  who  came  to  take  charge  of  the  Home  at  the  close  of 
Mrs.  Benedict’s  faithful  service.  The  new  Superintendent  and  his 
wife  were  deeply  interested  in  this  work,  and  would  have  con- 
tinued in  our  service  had  not  a most  earnest  and  unexpected  call 
come  to  them  from  Mr.  Ham’s  parents,  making  it  necessary  for 
him  to  leave  us,  and  for  us  to  look  again  for  a Superintendent  and 
his  wife.  Mrs.  Benedict  consented  to  care  for  the  boys  during 
the  time  that  we  had  no  Superintendent,  two  months  or  more,  and 
to  stay  for  one  month  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gleason,  who  came  to 
fill  the  vacant  places  last  May.  As  they  have  been  connected  with 
the  work  of  Good  Will  Farm,  where  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinckley 
has  his  home  for  boysj  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gleason  are  familiar 
with  work  of  this  sort,  and  they  come  highly  recommended  by 
Mr.  Hinckley. 
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The  children  of  both  Homes  have  had  little  illness  during  the 
year.  While  the  babies  were  at  the  Dedham  Home  this  last  sum- 
mer, there  were  several  cases  of  chicken  pox  among  them  ; and 
later,  after  their  return  to  Boston,  little  Frank  Tingley,  one  of 
their  number,  died  of  meningitis  at  the  Children’s  Hospital, 
where  he  had  been  sent  for  especial  care.  Whenever  needed. 
Dr.  Holyoke  has  responded  most  generously  to  calls  from  the 
Rutland  Street  Home,  and  Dr.  Babcock  to  calls  from  the  Boys’^ 
Home.  Dr.  F.  L.  Jack  has  kindly  given  his  services  when 
called  upon,  and  Miss  Woodward,  a dentist,  has  also  given  her 
services  to  the  children  of  the  City  Home ; while  Dr.  George  F. 
Jelly  and  Dr.  G.  A.  Southgate,  when  called  in  for  consultation 
on  one  occasion,  at  the  Boys’  Home,  would  take  no  compensation 
for  their  time  and  advice.  To  all  these  friends  our  most  hearty 
thanks  are  due,  as  well  as  to  Mr.  S.  C.  Wilkins,  for  his  service 
for  the  children  of  the  Rutland  Street  Home  one  hour  a week, — 
this  being  only  one  of  many  years  in  which  he  has  showm  similar 
interest  in  the  children;  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Seabury,  of  Dedham, 
we  are  likewise  indebted  for  his  monthly  talks  with  the  boys  ; and 
also  to  the  Rev.  F.  D.  Kelsey,  of  Helena,  Montana,  who  ad- 
dressed the  boys  last  June.  Mr.  Howard,  of  Boston,  has  given 
them  gymnastic  training  several  times.

Homes,  and  some  idea  of  the  changes  during  the  year  : —

One  girl  has  been  surrendered  to  the  Society,  and  one  little 
boy,  already  mentioned,  has  died  during  the  year.  Among  the- 
children  dismissed  is  Zabel  Ayvazian,  the  little  Armenian,  in 
whose  care  many  of  the  Society  were  especially  interested.  She 
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had  been  cared  for  in  our  Home  nine  years,  and  has  just  been 
dismissed  to  her  father,  who  is  a physician  at  the  quarantine 
station  in  New  York  Harbor,  and  is  now  able  and  glad  to  take 
the  whole  care  of  her. 

All  the  children  from  the  City  Home,  except  the  babies,  spent 
the  greater  part  of  June,  in  response  to  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Deming’s 
cordial  invitation,  at  his  summer  home  for  children,  near  Beach- 
mont.  The  babies  were  at  the  Dedham  Home  for  five  or  six 
weeks  in  the  summer.  Several  of  the  boys  of  this  latter  Home 
have  taken  two  or  three  weeks  vacation  during  the  summer.  The 
boys  have  generally  assisted  in  the  care  of  the  garden,  whose 
products  have  several  times  been  sent  in  to  the  Rutland  Street 
Home.  On  the  Fourth  of  July  the  children  of  the  latter  Home 
enjoyed  Mrs.  Wright’s  gift  of  ice  cream,  strawberries,  and  cake. 
A similar  gift  has  been  received  from  the  same  friend  for  several 
years,  in  memory  of  her  father,  Mr.  Lyman  Nichols.  A gener- 
ous invitation  was  received  in  June  from  Mr.  Blodgett, — whose 
sister,  now  dead,  was  much  interested  in  our  Society, — for  the  en- 
tire family  of  this  Home  to  visit  his  place  in  Lincoln,  Mass.,  on 
a certain  day  in  strawberry  time.  As  the  children  were  then  at 
the  seashore,  we  were  forced  to  decline  this  tempting  invitation. 

• One  especially  interesting  feature  of  the  year’s  work  has  been 
the  disposition  of  the  older  boys.  Mr.  Quincy,  who  is  always 
very  actively  interested  in  the  present  and  future  welfare  of  these 
boys,  has  arranged  this  year  to  send  five  of  the  older  ones  to 
Good  Will  Farm,  where  they  can  be  taught  useful  trades,  and 
thus  be  prepared  to  take  care  of  themselves.  Four  boys  have 
been  already  transferred  to  Mr.  Hinckley’s  care  ; another,  through 
the  influence  of  Mr.  Quincy  and  another  friend,  has  gone,  to  learn 
a trade,  to  a manufacturing  town  in  our  own  State ; and  a sixth 
has  left  the  Home  to  work  on  a Massachusetts  farm.  The  boys 
of  the  Home  have  generally  ranked  well  in  the  public  schools  of 
Dedham. 

We  deeply  regret  that  we  must  announce  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Alexander  Stowell,  whose  service  of  ten  years  on  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  for  the  past  two  as  Vice  President,  has  been  both 
wise  and  gracious. 

Many  friends  have  passed  away  since  our  last  annual  meeting : 
Mrs.  Olmstead,  of  whom  a full  notice  has  been  prepared  by  one 
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who  knew  her  well,  a Manager  for  eighteen  years  and  an  Hono* 
rary  Manager  for  eight  years;  Mrs.  Beach,  for  fourteen  years 
Matron  of  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  of  whom  a special  notice 
has  likewise  been  prepared ; Bishop  Brooks,  who  showed  his 
interest  in  our  Society  by  becoming  a life  member ; Mr.  Henry 
R.  Glover,  a life  member,  who  has  encouraged  our  work  most 
substantially  for  a number  of  years;  Mr.  William  Fosdick,  also 
a life  member ; Miss  Krebs,  whose  bright,  cheerful  presence  and 
efficient  service  we  looked  for  at  our  annual  festival  in  May,  has 
died  within  the  year,  and  Miss  Fanny  Perkins,  of  whom  we  have 
already  spoken. 

Nine  new  names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  life  members 
this  year. 

The  annual  donation  festival,  postponed  this  year  because  of 
serious  illness  in  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  is  to  be  held  there 
on  the  9th  of  this  month,  when  it  is  hoped  that  a large  attendance 
and  generous  outlay  on  the  part  of  our  friends  will  relieve  our 
present  need  of  money  and  other  necessaries. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  generous  donations  of  money 
and  other  articles  received  during  the  year,  the  kind  services  of 
the  press,  and  the  kind  acts  and  words  of  our  many  friends,  and 
at  the  same  time  we  ask  that  we  may  depend  on  similar  support 
in  the  year  now  opening,  and  thus  enter  upon  its  work  with 
courage.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or 
as  boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentle- 
man subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member; 
children  and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at 
one  time  shall  constitute  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice  Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  or  more  ladies,  who, 
together,  shall  constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen 
annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies 
in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the 
Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a 
Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different 
denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning, 
at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice  President,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the 
Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be 
opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents.  It  shall 
also  be  her  duty — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice  President — to  audit  and 
approve  all  bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend 
to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers, 
including  surrenders  and  indentures ; to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received 
and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and  to 
make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board.  It  shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 
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Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice  President;  and  shall  exhibit 
at  every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, with  the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall 
take  charge  of  the  Collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  sub- 
scribers. She  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  fill  certificates  of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and 
such  other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers may  request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for 
the  boys  who  have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  pre- 
pare and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers ; and 
should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nomi- 
nate a suitable  person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times 
every  week;  to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made 
for  the  support  and  instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron, 
and,  if  needful,  with  the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods 
for  promoting  the  interests  of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child ; and  if, 
after  the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds 
are  adequate,  it  may  be  admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of 
the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers 
chosen,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before 
the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or 
dispqsition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of 
its  deeds,  bonds,  stocks  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from 
regular  attendance  at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member 
thereof  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

The  children  are  divided  into  the  three  following  classes  : thirty- 
eight  girls  are  in  the  schoolroom,  twelve  boys  and  girls  in  the 
kindergarten,  and  there  are  seven  babies.  The  ages  of  the  chil- 
dren range  from  two  to  eighteen  years. 

If  we  follow  the  past  year  at  this  Home  chronologically,  we 
find  the  first  item  of  importance  on  the  calendar  is  the  annual 
donation  festival,  held  in  November,  its  usual  celebration  in 
May  being  prevented  by  sickness  in  the  Home.  Ladies  from 
the  different  churches  presided  over  the  tables,  and  the  children 
sang  their  songs,  recited  their  pieces,  and  went  through  their  ex- 
ercises with  great  delight  and  enthusiasm.  We  cannot  urge  our 
friends  too  heartily  to  visit  the  Home  on  this,  our  annual  festival 
day,  and  to  see  for  themselves  the  happy  faces  of  the  children  in 
their  pleasant  and  sunny  surroundings. 

The  new  year  had  scarcely  opened  when  a case  of  scarlet  fever 
appeared.  This  was  followed  by  one  case  after  another,  until  in 
all  twenty- six  children  had  the  fever.  It  was  not  until  the  sec- 
ond week  in  July  that  the  Home  was  considered  free  from  the 
disease,  and  no  children  were  admitted  until  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber. What  a siege  this  was  for  the  Matron  we  can  perhaps 
faintly  imagine.  She  had  the  aid  of  two  trained  nurses  and  two 
assistant  nurses,  and  it  speaks  well  for  the  care  the  children  re- 
ceived when  we  say  that  not  a case  was  lost. 

As  a consequence  of  so  much  sickness  the  children  have  had 
very  few  outings  during  the  summer.  For  this  reason  it  was 
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necessary  to  decline  Rev.  M.  R.  Deming’s  kind  invitation  for 
all  the  children  except  the  babies  to  spend  June  at  his  summer 
home  for  children  in  Beachmont.  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  invited 
the  children  to  spend  a day  at  Franklin  Park,  but  this  pleasure 
was  lost  because  the  day  was  stormy.  Later  in  the  summer  Mr. 
Waldron  sent  tickets  for  a trip  down  the  harbor.  A number  of 
the  older  girls  were  able  to  go  on  this  excursion,  and  it  is  un- 
necessary to  say  that  the  afternoon  gave  them  much  pleasure. 
June  29th  was  a happy  day  at  the  Home.  The  children  then 
enjoyed  Mrs.  Wright’s  annual  gift  of  ice  cream,  strawberries, 
and  cake,  which  she  sends  to  them  on  this  day  in  remembrance  of 
the  birthday  of  her  father,  Mr.  Lyman  Nichols.

The  oldest  boy  is  thirteen  years  old  and  the  youngest  six. 

“Misfortunes  never  come  singly,”  it  is  said  ; and  not  only  has 
it  been  a hard  year  at  Rutland  Street,  but  a very  trying  one  has 
been  passed  at  Dedham.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gleason,  who  were  in 
charge  of  the  Home,  left  in  December,  and  Mrs.  Deane  and 
Miss  Russel  became  the  Matrons.  They  have  been  serving  most 
acceptably  since  then.  Early  in  December  scarlet  fever  broke 
out  in  this  Home.  There  were  seven  cases,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  have  the  services  of  a nurse.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  all  who 
had  the  fever  recovered ; but  this  was  a trying  time  in  many 
ways  for  the  Matrons.  They  at  least  knew  where  the  sick  boys 
were,  but  it  was  more  difficult  to  be  quite  certain  what  was 
occupying  the  attention  of  the  twenty  or  more  well  boys,  who,  of 
course,  could  not  attend  the  public  schools  while  the  fever 
lasted. 

There  was  more  or  less  sickness  at  the  Home  during  the 
spring,  and  at  one  time  one  of  the  teachers  was  very  ill.  Think- 
ing there  must  be  a cause  for  so  much  illness  the  plumbing  was 
examined,  and  found  to  be  in  a shocking  condition.  The  Board 
of  Health  was  consulted,  and  said  that  everything  must  be  over- 
hauled. Consequently  the  plumbing  has  been  entirely  refitted. 
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and  is  now  in  thorough  order,  though  it  has  taken  the  greater 
part  of  the  summer  for  this  to  be  accomplished. 

The  Managers  living  in  Boston  and  elsewhere  found  it  very 
difficult  to  visit  this  Home  with  the  regularity  necessary,  and  in 
order  to  aid  the  two  Managers,  Mrs.  Fowler  and  Mrs.  Hitch- 
ings,  who  have  done  so  much  for  the  boys,  it  was  decided  to 
increase  the  Committee  on  the  Boys’  Home  by  the  addition 
of  five  ladies  also  residing  in  Dedham  ; and  Mrs.  H.  P.  Quincy, 
Miss  S.  K.  Burgess,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Delano,  Mrs.  F.  J.  Stimson, 
and  Miss  C.  M.  Worthington  have  been  placed  on  this  com- 
mittee, aj^id  have  proved  a most  able  addition  to  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

To  more  thoroughly  awaken  interest  among  the  friends  of  this 
Home,  and  especially  among  the  people  of  Dedham,  this  com- 
mittee arranged  for  the  celebration  of  “ Donation  Day,”  on  the 
afternoon  of  October  17th.  Tea  was  served,  various  articles 
were  for  sale,  and  an  opportunity  was  given  the  guests  to  see  the 
boys  in  their  home. 

We  have  many  kind  friends  whom  we  wish  to  thank  for  their 
services  during  the  year.  Dr.  Holyoke  has  been  untiring  in  his 
visits  at  Rutland  Street  through  the  months  of  scarlet  fever,  and 
Dr.  F.  E.  Babcock’s  faithful  services  were  most  thoroughly 
appreciated  at  the  Dedham  Home,  when  there  was  so  much  ill- 
ness there.  Dr.  F.  L.  Jack  has  kindly  responded  to  any  calls. 
At  Rutland  Street  Dr.  Marion  Woodward  has  taken  the  entire 
charge  in  dentistry.  When  we  stop  and  think  that  this  means  the 
care  of  nearly  sixty  children’s  teeth  at  the  most  critical  time  in 
their  lives,  we  gain  some  idea  of  what  Dr.  Woodward’s  services 
have  been.  Among  those  who  have  given  us  their  time  profes- 
sionally, we  miss  the  name  of  Dr.  J.  E.  Walker,  whose  death 
occurred  in  June.  He  was  for  many  years  attending  physician 
at  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  and  when  he  no  longer  served  in 
this  way,  always  held  himself  ready  to  be  called  in  consultation. 

We  are  indebted  to  Deacon  S.  C.  Wilkins  for  his  weekly 
service  with  the  children  at  Rutland  Street,  and  to  Rev.  J.  B. 
Seabury  for  his  visits  to  the  boys  at  Dedham,  and  for  his  talks 
with  them.  Dr.  H.  P.  Quincy  and  Mr.  E.  Worthington,  Jr., 
have  been  most  kind  in  giving  much  tipie  and  attention  in  look- 
ing after  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  Dedham. 
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We  deeply  regret  that  we  are  obliged  to  announce  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Katie  M.  Mason,  who  has  been  the  faithful  and 
efficient  Corresponding  Secretary  for  the  past  eight  years.  We 
regret  most  earnestly  that  our  pleasant  relations  have  been 
severed,  and  that  we  have  lost  her  assistance,  which  has  been  of 
such  value  to  us. 

During  the  year  two  of  our  Managers  have  found  it  necessary 
to  resign.  Miss  Abbie  C.  Howes  and  Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Wales, 
whose  able  co-operation  we  shall  greatly  miss. 

We  would  thank  all  our  friends  for  their  many  kindnesses 
during  the  year ; for  their  gifts  of  money  ; for  their  donations  of 
food  and  clothing,  and  for  the  encouragement  which  their 
presence  has  given  us  at  our  annual  meeting  and  festivals ; and 
we  do  not  forget  the  press  and  its  kind  offices. 

The  past  year  has  been  a trying  one  financially,  with  so  much 
sickness  and  the  extensive  repairs ; and  we  earnestly  hope  that 
those  who  have  been  our  friends  in  the  past  will  be  as  loyal  in 
the  months  to  come,  and  that  many  who  have  not  known  the 
work  of  this  Society  will  become  our  friends,  because  they  love 
the  children  and  want  to  help  them.  '

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or 
as  boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentle- 
man subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member; 
children  and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at 
one  time  shall  constitute  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice  Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a^ 
Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  or  more  ladies,  who, 
together,  shall  constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen 
annually.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies 
in  their  own  number,  and  to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the 
Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board  of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a 
Nominating  Committee  of  four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different 
denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning, 
at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice  President,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the 
Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be 
opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents.  It  shall 
also  be  her  duty — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice  President — to  audit  and 
approve  all  bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend 
to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers, 
including  surrenders  and  indentures;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received 
and  discharged,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe;  and  to 
make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board.  It  shall  also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 
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Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice  President;  and  shall  exhibit 
at  every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, with  the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall 
take  charge  of  the  Collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  sub- 
scribers. She  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  fill  certificates  of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and 
such  other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers may  request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for 
the  boys  who  have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  pre- 
pare and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers ; and 
should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nomi- 
nate a suitable  person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times 
every  week;  to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made 
for  the  support  and  instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron, 
and,  if  needful,  with  the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods 
for  promoting  the  interests  of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if, 
after  the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds 
are  adequate,  it  may  be  admitted  into  the  familj^  and  await  a decision  of 
the  case  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers 
chosen,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before 
the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or 
disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of 
its  deeds,  bonds,  stocks  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from 
regular  attendance  at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member 
thereof  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

RESOLUTIONS  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  MR.  GEORGE  H.  QUINCY,  PASSED 

AT  A MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS,  JULY  5,  1895. 

The  death  of  Mr.  George  H.  Quincy  has  brought  a sense  of  grief  and  loss 
to  the  Managers  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society,  which  only  those 
who  have  known  of  his  unselfish  and  unwearied  efforts  can  enter  into.  His 
cheerful  co-operation,  his  generous  and  timely  gifts,  his  consecrated  service  as 
founder  of  the  Dedham  Home,  call  for  our  recognition  of  his  character,  and 
an  expression  of  the  high  appreciation  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  officers  of 
both  Homes. 

Therefore,  they  would  place  in  the  records  this  testimony  of  their  pro- 
found respect  and  gratitude  for  his  noble  service,  and  with  it  the  hope  that 
hands  as  faithful  and  devoted  may  take  up  the  work  he  loved  so  well. 

And  deeply  sensible  of  their  loss,  we  tender  to  his  bereaved  family 
our  most  heartfelt  sympathy,  in  sending  them  a copy  of  this  slight  tribute  to 
his  memory. 


REPORT. 


During  the  sixty-second  year  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend 
Society,  the  officers  have  endeavored  to  continue  the  work  of 
this  Society  with  the  same  high  standard  of  service  which  has 
been  developed  by  years  of  efficient  management. 

As  the  foreign  element  in  the  population  of  Boston  has  in- 
creased, so  the  nationality  of  the  children  at  the  Rutland  Street 
Home  has  changed.  In  the  first  years  of  this  Society  the  children, 
almost  without  exception,  were  of  American  ancestry,  while  today 
many  are  of  foreign  parentage,  but  always  Protestant  in  religion. 
These  children  are  none  the  less  worthy  of  considerate  care. 
Their  parents,  who  ask  for  aid  and  sympathy  today,  are  as  deserv- 
ing as  those  of  an  earlier  date,  and  are  fully  as  faithful  in  bearing 
a part  of  the  burden  of  caring  for  their  children,  for  of  the  sixty-six 
children  now  at  the  Rutland  Street  Home,  only  ten  are  entirely 
dependent  upon  this  Institution  for  support. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  reports  that  thirty-one  have 
been  admitted  in  the  last  year  and  twenty-seven  dismissed.  Of 
the  number  dismissed  two  girls,  who  were  sisters,  have  been 
placed  in  a most  attractive  home  in  Northborough.  A brother  had 
been  taken  to  this  place  a year  ago,  so  that  three  of  a family  of 
four  children  now  live  together.  One  of  the  older  girls  who  has 
lived  at  this  Home  for  fifteen  years,  and  filled  the  position  of 
seamstress,  has  been  very  happily  married.  But  another  girl,  who 
has  lived  with  us  even  longer,  died  of  consumption.  She  was  the 
Kindergarten  teacher. 

The  Committee  on  Repairs  has  found  it  necessary  to  make 
great  changes  in  the  plumbing,  by  renewing  many  of  the  pipes 
which  had  become  soft,  and  by  placing  new  tanks  and  several 
traps  where  they  were  needed. 

To  Dr.  W.  C.  Holyoke  we  would  express  our  gratitude  for 
his  attendance  upon  the  usual  cases  of  sickness,  but  especially  for 
his  kind  and  efficient  care  during  an  epidemic  of  measles. 
More  than  a third  of  the  children  were  ill,  and  at  such  an  un- 
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fortunate  time  as  to  prevent  for  the  third  year  the  May  Day 
Sale.  We  would  acknowledge  the  services  of  Dr.  F.  L.  Jack  and 
Dr.  E.  E.  Jack,  each  of  whom  performed  an  operation.  Dr. 
Marion  Woodward  has  given  not  only  her  skill  as  a dentist,  but 
also  all  the  needed  materials. 

Washington’s  Birthday  is  not  the  only  one  celebrated  by  the 
children.  There  is  the  birthday  of  Mr.  Lyman  Nichols,  which 
Mrs.  John  H.  Wright  commemorates  every  year  in  a most  accept- 
able way,  with  ice  cream,  cake,  and  strawberries.  Mrs.  Frank 
Fitz  invited  the  children  to  Wakefield  on  the  birthday  of  her  son. 
Besides  these  festival  occasions.  Dr.  Waldron  took  them  to  Frank- 
lin Park ; Mrs.  J.  Converse  Gray  entertained  several  at  Christmas  ; 
and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  sent  one  thousand  electric  car  tickets. 

The  year  at  Dedham  has  been  a quiet  and  happy  one,  with- 
out any  event  to  interfere  with  the  regular  life  of  the  Home, 
where  there  are  twenty-seven  boys,  four  of  whom  are  surrendered 
until  they  are  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Eleven  have  been  admit- 
ted and  eight  dismissed  during  the  year. 

Nearly  all  of  the  boys  have  been  free  from  sickness,  yet  Dr. 
Babcock  has  attended  a case  of  rheumatic  fever  and  two  of 
diphtheria.  The  cause  of  these  latter  cases  was  infection,  and 
was  not  due  to  any  sanitary  imperfection  in  the  building.  The 
Boston  Dental  College  sent  two  students,  who  gave  a day’s  service 
at  this  Home. 

Messrs.  Patenaude  and  Jacobs  provided  turkeys  for  the 
Thanksgiving  dinner.  The  Congregational  Church,  of  Dedham, 
gave  a Christmas  feast ; and  Mrs  Fowler  invited  the  boys  to  a 
Christmas  tree  at  her  home.  Miss  Worthington  collected  money 
to  buy  fireworks,  so  that  the  boys  could  celebrate  the  Fourth  of 
July;  and  through  the  thoughtfulness  of  Mr.  George  H.  Quincy 
they  attended  the  testimonial  to  Rev.  S.  F.  Smith,  D.D.,  at  Music 
Hall.  In  addition,  the  Matron  has  taken  two  or  three  boys  for  an 
outing,  as  a reward  for  some  good  conduct. 

The  educational  work  has  been  carried  on  as  usual  at  both 
Homes.  At  Rutland  Street,  the  children  attend  school  in  the 
building,  while  the  boys  of  the  Dedham  Home  go  to  the  Public 
School.  We  thank  Deacon  S.  C.  Wilkins  for  his  weekly  talks  at 
Rutland  Street,  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Seabury,  who  has  been  a constant 
and  faithful  friend  to  the  boys. 
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For  industrial  development,  every  girl  over  ten  years  of  age 
assists  the  Matron  in  some  way,  and  when  she  is  fourteen,  each 
one  follows  the  rule  of  three  months  in  the  laundry,  three  months 
with  the  chamber  work,  and  three  months  in  the  kitchen ; besides 
which,  she  does  her  own  mending.  As  the  boys  leave  us  when 
they  are  fourteen,  one  cannot  expect  much  skilled  labor  from 
them,  yet  each  one  is  trained  to  be  useful  in  the  household,  and 
to  do  well  what  he  undertakes,  if  it  is  only  to  make  a bed  or 
sweep  the  floor. 

As  the  ladies  of  every  Christian  denomination  are  interested 
in  that  form  of  work  undertaken  by  sewing  circles,  we  would 
suggest  that  when  these  circles  meet  to  plan  for  the  new  year 
and  arrange  to  fill  barrels  for  the  Western  missionary,  that 
barrels  be  procured  also  for  the  Rutland  Street  and  Dedham 
Homes,  to  be  filled  with  fresh  clothing  and  groceries,  and  that 
some  material  be  given  for  the  girls  to  cut  and  sew.  Instead  of 
the  communion  set  donate  some  crockery,  and  in  place  of  the 
pulpit  Bible,  some  books  for  the  school  room. 

The  passing  of  the  years  is  marked  in  a sad  way  by 
the  death  of  many  upon  whom  we  have  looked  with  trust  for 
active  service  as  officers  of  this  Society.  Today  we  miss  the 
efficient  aid  of  Mrs.  C.  B.  Wilson,  who  has  filled  the  offices  of 
Vice-President  and  Honorary  Director  from  1871  to  1894.  We 
mourn  also  the  loss  of  Mrs.  W.  W.  Whitcomb  who  was  with 
us  for  so  many  years ; nor  can  we  any  longer  depend  upon  the 
exceptional  fund  of  information  and  the  helpfulness  which  Miss 
Abbie  C.  Howes  so  willingly  gave.  We  have  lost  two  of  the 
Board  of  Advisers  : Mr.  Charles  S.  Kendall,  who  served  for  years 
on  the  Finance  Committee,  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Daniels  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Repairs.  Mr.  Alexander  Stowell  was  a generous  con- 
tributor. 

Yet  the  list  is  not  complete,  for  we  would  express  a sincere 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr.  George  H.  Quincy.  He 
realized  the  need  of  a home  for  boys,  and  founded  the  Dedham 
Home ; but  he  did  not  consider  that  this  self-imposed  task  was 
completed  until  he  had  placed  this  Home  on  a firm  financial 
basis,  w'ith  the  assistance  of  the  Longwood  Minstrels  and  other 
helpers.  As  a token  of  appreciation  which  would  be  pleasing  to 
him,  twelve  of  the  older  boys  of  the  Dedham  Home  attended  his 
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funeral  services.  Although  the  boys  had  the  first  place  in  his 
heart,  he  did  not  forget  the  other  children  at  Rutland  Street, 
where  he  was  seen  last  Christmas,  happy  because  they  were 
happy,  and  pleased  with  everything  that  delighted  them.  During 
all  the  time  that  he  has  been  associated  with  this  Institution  he 
has  shown  himself  to  be  a man  of  rare  generosity,  giving  liberally 
not  only  of  his  money,  but  also  of  his  thought,  his  time,  and  his 
sympathy. 

Now  the  work  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society  calls 
upon  its  remaining  supporters  for  a broader  spirit  of  charity,  and 
an  increase  of  gifts  beyond  that  of  any  other  year,  for,  notwith- 
standing that  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  five 
legacies,  yet  the  income  from  this  source  is  not  sufficient  to 
enlarge  the  work  or  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses. 

Although  our  corps  of  helpers  has  been  reduced,  we  begin 
another  year  with  hope  and  confidence,  looking  to  each  one  of 
you  for  some  needed  assistance,  for  that  encouragement  which 
you  will  give  by  your  hearty  co-operation  with  us,  and  for  that 
interest  in  this  work  of  beneficence  which  will  be  shown  by  the 
new  friends  whom  you  will  bring  with  you, — friends  who  will 
make  this  Society  more  widely  known,  and  who  will  fill  in  some 
measure  the  places  of  those  who  have  gone.

Must  not  be  over  nine  years  old,  if  a boy. 

Must  not  be  over  twelve  years  old,  if  a girl. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  meet  every  Monday  morning, 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  twelve  o’clock ; and  must  see 
each  child  before  it  is  admitted.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentle- 
man subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; chil- 
dren and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treas- 
urer and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  .sixteen  or  more  ladies  who,  together, 
shall  constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number, 
and  to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect 
a Board  of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of 
four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different  denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning, 
at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the 
Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be 
opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall 
also  be  her  duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and 
approve  all  bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend 
to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  ; to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including 
surrenders  and  indentures;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received  and  dis- 
charged, with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Secretary 
shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It  shall 
also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 


Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President ; and  shall  exhibit  at 
every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
with  the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take 
charge  of  the  collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers. 
She  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and 
fill  certificates  of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and 
such  other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers 
may  request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys 
who  have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare 
and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers ; and  should 
any  vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year,  they  shall  nominate  a suit- 
able person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every 
week ; to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the 
support  and  instruction  of  the  family  ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if 
needful,  with  the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if, 
after  the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are 
adequate,  it  may  be  admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case 
at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen, 
and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  dis- 
position of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its 
deeds,  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  reg- 
ular attendance  at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

His  gentle  loving  manner,  his 
kindly  smile  and  hopeful  words,  won  the  hearts  of  the  little 
ones.  He  loved  children,  and  they  loved  him  in  return. 

The  managers  hereby  record  their  feeling  of  loss  in  the 
departure  of  one  upon  whom  they  constantly  called  with  great 
confidence  in  his  skill  and  readiness  to  help.  Many  have 
gone  out  from  this  home  during  all  these  years  who  will 
hear  with  grief  of  this  friend’s  death,  and  bless  with  us  his 
memory. 


REPORT. 


The  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society  offers  the  following 
report  of  its  sixty-third  year  of  service  spent  in  sheltering  and 
caring  for  children  whose  parents  were  unable  to  provide  a suit- 
able home. 

The  Society,  consisting  of  patrons  and  officers,  still  conducts 
the  Homes  on  Rutland  Street  and  in  Dedham  according  to  the 
design  of  the  founders,  the  principles  of  which  are  the  same  as 
govern  family  life  and  have  an  aim  and  an  influence  essentially 
different  from  those  of  a public  institution.  It  gives  to  children 
of  little  or  no  means  of  support  the  advantages  of  a private  school 
and  yet  requires  of  them  that  kind  of  work  which  is  done  at  home. 
The  children  confided  to  its  care  are  surrounded  by  the  Christian 
influences  of  church  and  Sunday  school  and  are  taught  those 
refinements  of  life  for  which  the  home  is  eminently  distinguished. 

This  governing  principle  of  a family  life  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  constancy  of  our  patrons,  sixty  of  whom  have 
contributed  annually  for  the  last  twenty-five  years,  while  many 
others  who  had  given  liberally  during  life  still  provide  money 
through  their  legacies.  Furthermore,  the  family  life  has  been 
fostered  by  the  many  years  of  service  given  by  its  officers  who, 
because  of  their  long  terms,  become  well  acquainted  with  the 
children  and  take  a personal  interest  in  their  lives.  During 
sixty-two  years  there  have  been  only  five  presidents  and  but  five 
treasurers  since  the  Society  was  founded.  Thirteen  persons  have 
served  upon  the  board  of  officers  for  a period  of  thirty  years  and 
twice  that  number  of  persons  for  twenty-five  years.  Mrs.  Martin 
L.  Hall  has  been  the  recording  secretary  for  twenty  consecutive 
years. 

These  many  years  of  gratuitous  work,  if  calculated  in  dollars 
and  cents  alone,  represent  an  immense  saving  to  the  institution 
and  in  consequence  an  enlarging  of  the  field  of  labor.  In  this 
connection  the  Society  is  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  C.  Holyoke,  M.  D., 
for  his  professional  services,  which  have  been  rendered  with  great 
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ability  and  given  with  untiring  devotion  for  twenty  years.  The 
Society  is  also  indebted  to  Miss  Marion  Woodward,  D.D.S.,  for  den- 
tal services.  Nor  will  we  forget  those  officers  who  would  gladly  have 
continued  as  active  helpers  if  their  lives  had  been  spared.  Such 
was  Mrs.  Frederic  J.  Stimson,  one  of  the  managers  for  the  Dedham 
Home,  who  died  this  summer  in  Venice.  May  these  few  names 
suggest  those  of  other  persons  who  have  rendered  valuable 
assistance,  some  of  whom,  by  long  continued  kindness  and 
thoughtfulness,  have  given  the  children  many  happy  holidays  and 
have  made  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  days  to  be  anticipated. 

At  the  Rutland  Street  Home  there  have  been  only  a few 
changes  during  the  year.  Miss  Hattie  A.  Hooper  has  returned, 
after  a few  years  absence,  to  take  charge  of  the  school.  It  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  a teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Lynn, 
after  examining  some  of  the  girls,  said  that  our  children  were 
advanced  farther  in  their  studies  than  scholars  of  the  same  age 
who  attend  the  public  schools  of  that  city.  Miss  Bertha  Koenig, 
who  has  lived  in  this  Home  for  fourteen  years,  has  been  educated 
to  be  a kindergarten  teacher  and  conducts  that  department  of  the 
school.

Of  the  number  dismissed  three  boys  have  gone  to  the  Dedham 
Home,  but  the  other  children  have  returned  to  a parent  or  some 
other  near  relative. 

There  has  been  but  little  sickness.  Several  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  taken  immediately  to  the  City  Hospital,  so  the  disease 
did  not  spread  among  the  children.  These  cases  were  due 
probably  to  the  carelessness  of  a visitor,  but  the  Home  will  be  in 
danger  always  from  this  source,  as  it  is  impossible  to  deny  the 
parents  and  friends  of  the  children  an  opportunity  to  visit  them. 

Taking  the  year  as  a whole,  there  is  great  cause  for  thankful- 
ness that  during  these  months  when  personal  incomes  have  been 
reduced  The  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society  has  not  been 
obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  applicants  from  any  inability  to 
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provide  for  them.  Our  May  Day  Sale,  which  has  been  prevented 
for  the  three  last  years  by  sickness  among  the  children,  was 
resumed,  and  gave  the  patrons  an  opportunity  to  see  the  children, 
besides  adding  $750  to  the  treasury. 

Although  the  form  of  work  undertaken  by  this  Society  cannot 
claim  the  popular  enthusiasm  which  is  given  to  some  forms  of 
charitable  endeavor,  yet  it  appeals  to  the  noblest  motives  for  its 
support ; for  who,  remembering  the  joys  of  his  own  household  and 
the  blessings  of  his  family  life,  can  refuse  or  neglect  to  give 
toward  the  support  of  a home  for  those  who  otherwise  would  have 
no  family  life  ? Or  who,  remembering  the  ties  which  bind  parents 
and  children,  brothers  and  sisters,  can  be  insensible  to  the  appeal 
of  these  unfortunate  but  rarely  unworthy  children.  We  trust  to 
receive  the  continued  support  of  those  friends  already  interested 
in  the  w’ork,  and  expect  that  the  design  of  the  founders  will  be 
carried  on  for  years  to  come  by  the  addition  of  many  new  annual 
and  life  members.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEDHAM  HOME. 


The  members  of  the  committee  for  the  Dedham  Home  are 
pleased  to  report  this  Home  in  a healthy,  prosperous  condition. 
We  wish  all  the  friends  of  the  boys  could  see  them  as  we  do, 
playing  around  the  grounds,  helping  in  the  garden  and  house,  or 
gathered  in  the  playrooms  at  their  games,  while  their  faces  show 
the  good  home  and  care  the  matrons  are  giving  them. 

They  receive  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools,  and  the 
Sabbath  finds  them  at  church  and  Sunday  school.  We  are  very 
much  indebted  to  Mr.  Seabury  for  his  talks  and  interest  in  the 
boys,  to  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  his  church,  some  of 
whose  members  visit  the  Home  every  Sunday  afternoon  to  sing 
with  the  boys,  and  also  to  his  Sunday  school,  which  contributes 
the  Christmas  dinner. 

On  Christmas,  presents  of  games  or  books,  candy  and  nuts, 
were  given  to  each  boy.  Thanksgiving  and  Fourth  of  July  were 
celebrated  each  in  its  appropriate  way.  During  the  summer 
vacation  every  boy  had  an  outing.  Some  made  visits  to  their 
friends  and  others  were  taken  to  City  Point,  where  they  spent 
a pleasant  afternoon.  Two  boys  had  this  latter  pleasure  given 
them  as  a reward  for  excellent  composition  on  George  Washing- 
ton. This  prize  Mrs.  Dean  offered,  as  an  inducement  to  study 
and  quiet  occupation  during  the  hot  summer  days. 

We  have  many  kind  friends  to  thank  for  their  interest  in  this 
Home.  Among  others,  we  would  thank  Dr.  Babcock  for  his 
services,  which  he  so  freely  and  generously  gives  us  ; also  our 
Dedham  storekeepers,  for  the  advantages  and  gifts  they  have 
given  us.  This  autumn  the  Dedham  Electric  Company  wished 
to  place  a row  of  poles,  with  cables,  along  our  street.  As  half 
of  it  is  the  property  of  the  Home,  the  board  of  advisers  were 
able  to  make  an  agreement  with  the  Electric  Company,  which 
will  be  a financial  help  to  us  for  ten  years. 

Our  garden  and  orchard  have  been  particularly  productive 
this  year,  adding  much  to  the  variety  of  the  tables  of  both  homes. 
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Twelve  boys  have  been  dismissed  this  year.  Eight  returned 
to  their  parents,  one  went  to  a relative,  while  waiting  for  room  at 
Good  Will  Farm,  and  three  of  our  surrendered  boys  have  been 
sent  to  good  homes,  which  we  have  been  able  to  find  them, 
one  in  Florida,  another  in  Maine,  and  the  other  in  Vermont. 
They  all  go  to  school  and  give  satisfaction  to  their  new  friends. 
Their  letters  to  Mrs.  Dean  and  the  boys  show  them  to  be  happy 
and  contented.  As  most  of  these  boys  dismissed  were  our  older 
ones,  it  has  made  a great  change  in  the  Home.  The  matrons 
greatly  miss  the  help  the  older  boys  were  able  to  give,  but  are 
trying  to  train  the  new  ones  to  take  their  places.  We  have 
admitted  nine,  so  have  at  present  but  twenty-eight  in  the  Home, 
there  being  two  vacancies.  Can  we  not  feel  encouraged  by  this 
year’s  work  ? 

At  the  meetings  of  the  managers  the  presence  and  help  of 
Mrs.  F.  J.  Stimson  is  greatly  missed.  For  the  last  two  years  she 
has  bought  our  Christmas  presents.  Her  plants  are  among  those 
which  help  make  the  sitting-room  cheery  and  homelike.  We  feel 
that  her  death  is  a great  loss  to  our  Home,  a vacancy  which  can- 
not be  easily  filled.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentle- 
man subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member;  chil- 
dren and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  a life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treas- 
urer and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  or  more  ladies  who,  together, 
shall  constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number, 
and  to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect 
a Board  of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of 
four  persons,  who  shall  represent  the  different  denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning, 
at  the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the 
Board.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be 
opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall 
also  be  her  duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and 
approve  all  bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend 
to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society ; to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including 
surrenders  and  indentures;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received  and  dis- 
charged, with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Secretary 
shall  keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It  shall 
also  be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit  at 
every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
with  the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take 
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charge  of  the  collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers. 
She  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and 
fill  certificates  of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and 
such  other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers 
may  request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys 
who  have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare 
and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers ; and  should 
any  vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year  they  shall  nominate  a suit- 
able person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every 
week ; to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the 
support  and  instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if 
needful,  with  the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if, 
after  the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are 
adequate,  it  may  be  admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case 
at  the  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen, 
and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  dis- 
position of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its 
deeds,  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  reg- 
ular attendance  at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting. 
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RULES  GOVERNIKO 

THE 

ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN 

TO  THE- 

BOSTON  CHILDREN’S  FRIEND  SOCIETY,

The  object  of  this  Charitable  Institution  is  to  aid  destitute 
children.  They  can  be  surrendered  to  the  care  of  the  Society  ; or, 
by  payment  of  a nominal  price  for  board,  will  be  cared  for  until 
their  friends  can  provide  for  them. 

Board  must  be  paid  two  weeks  in  advance,  on  entering ; and 
deserted  children  will  be  placed  in  the  care  of  the  city. 

Only  Protestant  children  are  received,  as  there  are  many 
Catholic  Homes,  and  we  have  more  Protestant  applicants  than 
we  can  help. 

Only  orphans  and  children  who  have  but  one  parent  living, 
and  able  to  work,  are  received. 

To  be  admitted,  a child 

Must  be  in  good  health ; 

Must  be  able  to  walk ; 

Must  have  been  vaccinated  ; 

Must  not  be  over  nine  years  old,  if  a boy ; 

Must  not  be  over  twelve  years  old,  if  a girl. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  meet  every  Monday  morning, 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  twelve  o’clock,  and  must  see 
each  child  before  it  is  admitted. 


Boston,  December,  1890. 
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REPORT. 


The  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society  has  added  the  sixty- 
fourth  year  to  its  history,  and  although  the  year  has  not  been 
marked  by  any  unusual  gain  or  advance,  it  has  been  one  of 
prosperity  and  success.  Even  if  the  amount  of  money  received 
has  not  been  enough  to  enlarge  the  work  of  this  Society,  it  has 
been  sufficient  to  care  for  the  usual  number  of  children.  There 
has  been  some  serious  illness,  yet  the  health  of  those  who 
lived  in  the  Homes  has  been  good  generally.  And,  while 
there  have  been  some  changes  in  the  classification  of  the  officers, 
those  persons  who  have  been  associated  with  this  Society  for 
many  years  as  its  officers  still  conduct  its  management. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Holyoke,  who  was  the  attending  physician  at  the 
Rutland  Street  Home  for  twenty  years,  died  a few  days  after 
our  last  annual  meeting.  His  individual  character,  his  skilful 
advice,  his  faithful  attendance  upon  the  children,  which  nothing 
prevented,  cannot  be  esteemed  too  highly,  and  he  will  always  be 
held  in  grateful  and  honored  remembrance.  Dr.  S.  H.  Ayer  has 
generously  consented  to  accept  the  position  of  attending  physi- 
cian, and  his  valuable  services  have  already  endeared  him  to  all. 
Among  sixty  children  there  is  usually  some  one  who  is  more 
or  less  ill,  especially  as  many  of  the  younger  children  are  not 
well  and  strong  when  they  are  brought  to  the  Home.  Such  a 
one  was  Ethel  Chittick,  who,  a short  time  after  her  admission, 
developed  a case  of  diphtheria.  She  was  taken  to  the  City  Hos- 
pital, where  she  died. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  building  48  Rut- 
land Street,  during  1896  and  1897.  The  work  on  the  plumbing, 
which  was  begun  in  1896,  was  continued  in  this  fiscal  year,  until 
all  the  plumbing  was  renewed,  and  it  is  now  in  perfect  condition. 
The  method  used  for  heating  the  building  was  insufficient, 
and  in  some  respects  was  considered  dangerous ; so  the  furnace, 
with  its  attachments  and  appliances,  was  removed,  and  steam 
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heating  apparatus  introduced.  Mr.  Wales,  Mr.  Gray,  and  Mrs. 
Potter  received  several  estimates,  and  awarded  the  contract  to 
the  Walworth  Company,  whose  bid  was  most  favorable  to  this 
Society.  Mr.  Wales  gave  special  attention  to  the  work  as  it 
progressed.  Furthermore,  the  City  Building  Commissioners  have 
issued  an  order  that  a fire  escape  be  placed  on  the  outside  of  the 
building.  The  officers  felt  that  if  any  accident  should  happen 
from  a fire  the  management  might  be  censured  for  this  omission ; 
so  Mr.  Wales  is  now  making  arrangements  for  this  addition  to 
the  house,  which  he  hopes  soon  to  have  completed.  All  these 
improvements  have  added  much  to  the  expenses  of  the  Rutland 
Street  Home ; but  no  other  important  alterations  have  been  made, 
nor  any  changes  in  its  administration  or  government. 

Kind  friends  have  given  the  children  the  customary  enter- 
tainment at  Thanksgiving  and  gifts  at  Christmas,  and  during  the 
summer  months  have  taken  them  to  drive  and  to  visit  in  the 
country. 

The  total  number  at  the  Home  remains  about  the  same  as 
last  year,  sixty-six.  Twenty-six  have  been  dismissed,  twenty-nine 
admitted,  and  two  re-admitted.  In  admitting  children  to  the 
Homes  the  committee  were  many  times  perplexed  and  hindered 
by  one  of  the  rules  of  the  Society,  which  read  that  “ only 
orphans  and  children  who  have  but  one  parent  living  and  able 
to  work  should  be  received.”  Often  an  application  for  admission 
is  made  for  a child  with  both  parents  living,  but  whose  father  is 
unwilling,  although  perhaps  not  unable,  to  support  it,  and  who 
is  living -in  some  unknown  locality.  This  places  the  child  in  the 
position  he  would  hold  if  his  father  were  dead ; so  the  Managers 
voted  to  efface  this  rule  and  leave  the  decision  of  each  case  to 
the  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge. 

Two  of  the  older  girls  have  reached  the  age  of  eighteen, 
when  they  are  free  to  leave  the  Home  if  they  wish  to  do  so,  or 
they  can  remain  and  receive  some  remuneration  for  their  services. 
Both  the  girls  prefer  to  remain,  and  they  assist  with  the  work  at 
the  Home  while  they  are  preparing  to  support  themselves.  One 
has  been  admitted  to  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music 
for  a year’s  study,  free  of  charge,  and  the  other  one  is  attending 
Burdett  College.  Her  tuition  is  paid  by  the  Hon.  Elijah  A. 
Morse. 
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The  education  of  the  children  progresses  satisfactorily. 
Miss  Hooper,  who  returned  last  year  to  take  charge  of  the 
school,  remains  this  year  as  the  teacher,  with  a small  increase  in 
her  salary.  Miss  Koenig,  who  came  to  this  Home  when  a child, 
continues  with  the  care  of  the  kindergarten  department. 

Among  the  children  in  the  kindergarten  department  and  in 
the  nursery  there  are  constant  changes,  as  only  half  the  number 
who  come  stay  more  than  a year.  But  sixteen  of  the  older  girls 
have  lived  in  the  Home  three  years,  and  only  nine  among  the 
sixty-six  have  remained  five  years  or  more. 

This  statement  illustrates  the  peculiar  work  of  the  Boston 
Children’s  Friend  Society.  Children  are  surrendered  to  this  So- 
ciety and  homes  are  found  for  them.  This  is  done  also  by  such 
institutions  as  the  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers  and 
the  Children’s  Aid  Society  ; yet  this  is  not  the  chief  purpose,  but 
rather  an  exceptional  instance. 

The  chief  purpose  of  this  Society  is  to  assist  worthy  parents 
with  the  care  of  their  children.  The  parents,  even  when  quite 
poor,  generally  pay  something  for  the  support  of  their  children, 
although  it  is  an  inadequate  amount.  The  fact  that  this  amount 
is  so  small,  together  with  the  other  statement  that  the  children 
remain  so  short  a time  at  the  Home,  indicate  that  in  most  cases 
the  parents  need  and  are  worthy  of  the  assistance  given,  for  they 
do  not  intend  to  have  their  children  live  at  the  expense  of  the 
general  public.  The  people  who  make  applications  for  their 
children  are  poor  and  unfortunate,  but  in  the  main  honest  and 
self-respecting ; and  if  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society  as- 
sumes the  charge  of  the  children  of  such  parents,  this  Society 
should  provide  for  them  proper  care,  a suitable  education,  and 
such  practical  training  as  he  or  she  is  capable  of  receiving.  Most 
especially  they  should  have  a religious  instruction  and  a spiritual 
guidance  that  will  endure,  as  the  later  years  in  the  life  of  the  chil- 
dren may  be  passed  under  very  different  influences. 

What  are  the  financial  resources  for  such  a charitable  enter- 
prise ? Most  of  the  legacies  are  received  to  be  invested,  and  the 
interest  only  is  to  be  used.  The  income  from  this  source  pays 
about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  expenses.  The  other  legitimate 
sources  of  income  are  as  follows  : board  paid  by  parents  for  chil- 
dren, annual  subscriptions,  life  membership  fees,  donations,  and 
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the  May  day  sale.  The  amount  received  for  the  board  of  children 
and  from  annual  subscriptions  has  decreased,  while  the  amount 
from  the  May  day  sale  has  remained  for  several  years  about  $750, 
until  this  year,  when  it  increased  to  $830.  These  sources  have  not 
been  sufficient  for  the  last  five  years  to  meet  the  expenses,  which 
have  increased  about  $1,000  each  year,  to  say  nothing  of  the  extra 
expenses  in  1896  and  1897,  on  account  of  the  extensive  repairs. 
For  the  last  five  years  there  has  been  an  annual  difference  of 
$3,000  between  the  legitimate  income  and  the  expenses  of  the  two 
Homes.  This  Society  has  been  able  to  pay  its  debts  because  of 
undesignated  legacies,  which  have  been  received  and  used  for 
current  expenses.  This  year  such  legacies  were  paid  from  the 
estates  of  Mrs.  Sarah  D.  Wilson,  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Learned,  and  Mrs. 
Sarah  B.  Hyde.  This  source  of  income  is  uncertain,  and  if  this 
Society  is  to  be  placed  on  a firm,  financial  basis,  the  invested 
reserve  fund  must  be  increased,  or  the  amount  of  cash  receipts 
from  the  regular  sources  must  be  enlarged.  This  can  be  done. 
And  we  ask  the  patrons  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society 
to  place  its  aim  before  the  public,  to  bring  the  beneficent  purpose 
to  the  attention  of  acquaintances,  to  spread  its  reports  among 
charitable  persons  and  among  those  who  can  use  them  in  the 
settlement  of  estates.  Then  this  Society  will  be  able  to  increase 
its  funds  and  to  extend  its  operations.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEDHAM  HOME. 


Again  the  Dedham  committee  can  report  our  boys’  Home  in 
a good  condition.  We  have  had  but  little  sickness  this  past  year. 
A few  of  the  boys  had  whooping  cough,  which  left  one  of  the 
little  ones  in  rather  a delicate  condition,  but  his  mother  at  that 
time  claimed  him,  so  we  were  relieved  of  the  care  of  him. 

Our  kind  doctor.  Dr.  Babcock,  makes  frequent  visits,  doing 
a great  deal  for  the  healthfulness  of  the  Home. 

During  the  year  seven  boys  have  been  dismissed  to  their 
parents,  leaving  room  for  seven  new  ones,  one  of  whom  came 
from  the  Rutland  Street  nursery  to  join  two  brothers  already  with 
us.  We  have  given  the  last  one  of  the  surrendered  boys  to  the 
care  of  the  Children’s  Aid  Society,  feeling  that  they  were  better 
able  to  care  for  him  than  we  were. 

One  of  our  matrons  has  recently  visited  the  public  schools, 
which  the  boys  attend.  She  reported  from  the  teachers  that  they 
were  the  cleanest  boys  in  the  school,  as  well  as  the  most  studious, 
respectful,  and  the  best  behaved.  One  of  the  teachers  said  she 
would  like  to  tell  the  directors  what  nice  boys  came  from  the 
Home.  We  had  this  summer  a vacation  school.  A schoolroom 
was  improvised  in  the  hospital,  where  for  three  hours  a day  the 
boys  were  kept  out  of  the  hot  sun,  busy  and  amused  by  Miss 
Smith,  a graduate  of  the  Bridgewater  Normal  School. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  features  of  the  summer  months  is  the 
interest  the  boys  take  in  their  garden  plots.  A few  feet  of  land 
is  assigned  to  each  boy,  which  he  plants  as  he  pleases.  Marigolds 
and  mignonette  seem  to  be  favorites.  Michael,  our  gardener, 
found  it  necessary  to  restrict  them  to  flowers,  as  raw,  green  vege- 
tables seem  to  be  considered  a great  luxury  by  the  boys. 

We  celebrated  our  anniversary  the  nth  of  June  by  a fete,  in 
the  form  of  a garden  party,  by  which  we  were  able  to  add  a good 
sum  to  the  treasury,  through  the  kindness  of  many  friends. 

Our  Christmas  donations,  after  giving  the  boys  their  usual 
Christmas  treat,  were  spent  in  putting  two  of  the  dormitories  and 


the  upper  entry  in  good  repair : pulling  off  the  old  defaced  paper, 
painting  the  walls,  and  covering  the  floor  with  linoleum,  making 
them  much  cleaner  and  more  attractive. 

Again  we  would  thank  Mr.  Seabury  and  the  members  of  his 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  for  their  interest  in  talking  and  sing- 
ing with  the  boys. 

The  aim  of  our  work  is  found  in  its  name.  The  Boy’s  Home, 
Mrs.  Dean  and  Miss  Russell  trying  for  the  time,  very  success- 
fully, to  be  mothers  to  the  boys.  This  large  dwelling,  formerly 
a private  house,  now  furnishes  a happy  home  for  thirty  boys,  who 
might  otherwise  have  to  care  in  a great  measure  for  themselves.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentle- 
man subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; chil- 
dren and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  constitute  a life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treas- 
urer and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  or  more  ladies  who,  together,  shall 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and 
to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board 
of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  per- 
sons, who  shall  represent  the  different  denominations  of  the  Board.  • 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  at 
the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  The 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also 
be  her  duty  — or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President  — to  audit  and  approve 
all  bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including 
surrenders  and  indentures;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received  and  dis- 
charged, with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It  shall  also  be 
her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit  at 
every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  with 
the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of 
the  collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall 
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receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and  fill  certificates 
of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and  such 
other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who 
have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare 
and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers ; and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year  they  shall  nominate  a suitable 
person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support 
and  instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with 
the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if,  after 
the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate, 
it  may  be  admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the 
monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  first  week  of  Novem- 
ber, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and  such 
other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  dis- 
position of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its 
deeds,  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof 'by  the  unan- 
imous vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

They  can  be  surrendered  to  the  care  of  the  Society;  or, 
by  payment  of  a nominal  price  for  board,  will  be  cared  for  until 
their  friends  can  provide  for  them. 

Board  must  be  paid  two  w^eeks  in  advance,  on  entering ; and 
deserted  children  will  be  placed  in  the  care  of  the  city. 

Only  Protestant  children  are  received,  as  there  are  many 
Catholic  ■ Homes,  and  we  have  more  Protestant  applicants  than 
we  can  help. 

To  be  admitted,  a child 

Must  be  in  good  health ; 

Must  be  able  to  walk ; 

Must  have  been  vaccinated  ; 

Must  not  be  over  nine  years  old,  if  a boy ; 

Must  not  be- over  twelve  years  old,  if  a girl. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  meet  every  Monday  morning, 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  twelve  o’clock,  and  must  see 
each  child  before  it  is  admitted.

MRS.  MARTIN  L.  HALL. 

The  sudden  death  of  Mrs.  M.  L.  Hall,  of  327  Commonwealth 
Avenue,  is  a great  loss  to  this  church,  how  great  only  they  know 
who,  like  the  pastor,  have  had  long  and  intimate  acquaintance 
with  her.  Her  loyalty  to  this  church,  associated  as  it  is  with  the 
princely  benefactions  of  her  husband,  was  perfect.  Its  life  and 
work  lay  very  near  her  heart.  She  was  always  one  of  the  readiest 
to  respond,  with  free  and  beautiful  generosity,  to  every  call  for 
pecuniary  help.  Her  steady  stream  of  benefactions,  given  through 
the  pastor,  to  men  and  women  who  knew  not  who  their  friend  was, 
has  never  ceased  to  flow.  She  gave  time  and  strength,  as  well  as 
money,  to  the  Children’s  Friend  Society,  the  Young  Women’s 
Christian  Association,  and  other  city  charities.  There  was  no  spirit 
of  self-indulgence  or  self-display  in  her.  Everything  she  did  was 
done  quietly  and  persistently.  She  had  a bright  intelligence,  an  in- 
quiring mind,  a warm  heart,  an  independent  judgment,  and  a 
sensitive  conscience.  How  much  they  have  lost  who  constituted 
her  own  immediate  household,  they  only  know.  Our  sympathies 
are  with  them  in  their  great  sorrow  — specially  with  the  aged  mother 
who  has  for  so  long  been  her  daughter’s  loving  care. 

Mrs.  Hall  appeared  to  grow  more  tender  and  beautiful  in  charac- 
ter every  year.  Her  inquiring  mind  never  lost  its  freshness  nor  its 
youthfulness.  But  as  the  days  passed,  they  left  something  of  gen- 
tleness and  sweetness  behind  them,  so  that  she  seemed  to  have 
come  to  the  Indian  summer  of  her  life.  Suddenly  she  has  dis- 
appeared from  view.  The  church  has  lost  one  of  its  most  loyal 
members  — the  pastor  one  of  his  best  and  truest  friends. 

“ There  was  an  old  belief  that  in  the  embers 
Of  all  things  their  primordial  form  exists, 

And  cunning  alchemists 
Could  re-create  the  rose  with  all  its  members 
From  its  own  ashes,  but  without  the  bloom, 

Without  the  lost  perfume." 

These  few  “ In  Memoriam  ” words  will  be  little  to  those  who  did 
not  know  intimately  Mrs.  M.  L.  Hall.  The  pastor,  as  he  writes 
them,  knows  how  much  they  fail  to  give  adequate  expression  to  the 
strength  and  beauty  which  grew  year  by  year  into  clearer  evidence 
in  the  character  of  her  who  was,  and  is,  joined  with  us  “ In  the 
fellowship  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.”  — Reuen  Thomas.

4 Another  year  of  service  in  the  cause  of  the  children  has  just 

4 been  completed,  and  we  have  arrived  at  the  dignity  of  our  sixty- 

5 fifth  anniversary. 

{ The  work  which  our  Society  can  accomplish  in  any  one  year 

^ seems  small  in  amount,  when  we  consider  how  many  unfortunate 

* and  overburdened  parents  there  are  in  this  large  city  in  need  of 

5 ■ just  such  a home  and  just  such  care  for  their  little  ones  as  we  can 

' offer  to  but  a limited  number ; but  w'hen  we  come  to  realize  the 

I results  achieved  through  sixty-five  years  of  faithful  service,  during 

jl  which  our  Home  has  continued  to  shelter,  year  after  year,  from 

twenty-five  to  seventy  children,  and  has,  furthermore,  succeeded 
in  bringing  up  many  of  the  girls  to  noble  or  worthy  womanhood, 
we  know  that  the  good  accomplished  is  greater  than  can  be 
estimated,  and  that  the  work  is  worthy  of  our  most  faithful 
devotion. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-nine  children  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Home,  two  readmitted,  and  eighteen  dismissed. 
The  number  in  the  Home  at  present  is  seventy,  practically  a full  roll. 

The  children  are  classified  in  three  departments ; the  nursery, 
the  kindergarten,  and  the  school  department. 

In  the  nursery  twelve  baby  boys  and  girls,  from  two  to  four 
years  of  age,  may  be  seen,  under  Mrs.  Page’s  motherly  care,  sit- 
ting at  their  low  table,  learning  to  drink  milk  and  broth  properly, 
learning  to  talk  plainly  and  to  walk  ;securely,  playing  with  blocks 
and  dolls,  singing  their  little  songs  for  the  visitors,  whom  they 
receive  with  so  much  delight,  or  riding  gloriously  on  rocking-horses. 

We  next  visit  the  kindergarten,  which  we  find  in  a cosy  room 
decorated  with  gaily  colored  paper  designs  and  figures  sewed  upon 
cardboard,  the  work  of  the  children  ; and  here  Miss  Koenig  has 
the  care  of  seventeen  little  people,  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
six,  and  is  teaching  them,  through  play,  to  use  their  little  minds 
and  bodies  in  accordance  with  Froebel’s  beautiful  system. 
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From  this  little  class  the  boys  are  sent  to  the  Dedham  Home, 
while  in  the  school  department  Miss  Hooper  exercises  full  sway 
over  thirty-nine  girls,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen,  instruct- 
ing them  in  the  various  courses  of  study  adapted  to  primary  and 
grammar  school  grades.  Miss  Hooper  is  admirably  fitted  for 
this  work,  and  has  had  the  greatest  success  in  conducting  it. 

The  school  room  contains  a small  library,  and  also  a cabinet, 
where  Miss  Hooper  has  started  a collection  of  specimens,  includ- 
ing minerals,  the  cotton  plant,  and  other  curiosities  from  different 
countries,  which  are  of  value  in  illustrating  the  text  books.  Ad- 
ditions to  this  collection  would  be  greatly  appreciated  and  would 
add  materially  to  its  usefulness. 

Two  older  girls,  who  have  completed  the  school  course,  and 
who,  for  the  present,  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Home,  complete 
the  number. 

In  visiting  these  departments  one  is  impressed  with  the  whole- 
some, homelike  atmosphere,  which  is  that  of  a well  regulated 
household  rather  than  that  of  a public  institution.  The  greatest 
care  is  taken  to  influence  and  mould  the  characters  of  the  children, 
as  well  as  to  develop  their  minds  and  bodies,  so  that  each  child 
may,  so  far  as  lies  in  our  power,  become  a useful,  respected  and 
self-respecting  member  of  any  community.  If  there  are  any 
refractory  children,  not  amenable  to  the  ordinary  discipline  of 
home  life,  they  are  transferred  to  one  of  the  institutions  for  unruly 
children  provided  by  the  State ; but  fortunately  such  cases  are  of 
very  rare  occurrence. 

The  Home  extends  its  motherly  care  and  supervision  over 
the  older  girls,  who,  when  they  reach  the  age  of  eighteen,  may,  if  they 
wish,  leave  the  Home  and  become  self-supporting  in  any  available 
position  for  which  they  are  fitted.  If  not  at  first  successful,  the 
Home  reopens  its  doors  to  them  until  they  can  be  safely  established 
in  some  useful  position.  One  of  our  girls,  who  received  instruc- 
tion at  Burdett  College  during  the  past  year,  is  now  earning  her 
own  living  as  a typewriter  and  stenographer. 

At  about  this  time  a year  ago  forty  cases  of  mumps  assailed 
the  children,  preventing  them  from  attending  our  annual  meeting. 
Since  then,  throughout  the  year,  the  best  of  health  has  prevailed, 
thanks  to  the  good  care  of  our  attending  physicians. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  friends,  Thanksgiving  was  appropri- 
ately celebrated  with  a bountiful  gift  of  turkeys,  and  Christmas 
with  a tree  and  Christmas  gifts. 

During  the  summer  a number  of  delightful  outings  for  the 
children  were  planned  and  successfully  carried  out.  Among  these, 
thirty-two  children  were  entertained  by  Mrs.  Tyler,  Mrs.  Wood, 
and  Mrs.  King,  at  a lawn  party  given  under*  the  auspices  of  the 
Jamaica  Plain  News  Co.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Waldron, 
the  children  enjoyed  a day  at  Westwood  Park,  while  tickets 
which  he  had  furnished  for  another  picnic,  which  was  given  up 
in  consequence  of  stormy  weather,  were  utilized  at  different  times 
during  the  hot  weather  for  rides  into  the  country.  On  another 
occasion  twenty-three  children  were  taken  by  Mr.  Deming,  of 
Tremont  Temple,  to  Beachmont,  and  through  the  influence  of 
Miss  Pratt,  of  the  Shawmut  Church,  an  excursion  to  Long  Island 
was  also  made.  This  excursion  took  place  at  the  invitation  of 
Mayor  Quincy,  the  expenses  of  the  trip  being  provided  from  the 
Randidge  Fund. 

A small  bequest  left  by  Miss  Henrietta  Wiley,  who  for  several 
years  had  taught  classes  of  our  girls  in  the  Sunday  School  of  the 
Shawmut  Church,  made  it  possible  for  several  children  to  enjoy 
the  unusual  pleasure  and  benefit  of  a few  weeks  at  the  seashore. 
Miss  Wiley  had  taken  a personal  interest  in  many  of  our  children, 
bringing  flowers  to  the  sick,  taking  them  out  for  walks  and  rides, 
and  giving  them  many  little  gifts  and  souvenirs.  Her  unselfish 
life  was  an  example  which  the  children  will  not  soon  forget. 

A delightful  concert,  which  realized  for  the  Home  the  sum 
of  $740,  was  given  last  spring,  in  Steinert  Hall,  in  place  of  the 
usual  May-day  sale.  The  committee  of  arrangements,  of  which 
Mrs.  Proctor  was  chairman,  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  co-opera- 
tion of  Miss  Gertrude  Edmands,  Mrs.  Homer  Sawyer,  and  other 
artists,  who  most  generously  gave  their  services. 

The  secretary’s  report  fifty  years  ago  records  the  pleasure 
and  satisfaction  with  which  the  Society  took  possession  of  its  new 
and  substantial  brick  building.  No.  48  Rutland  Street,  which  had 
just  been  completed.  After  all  these  years,  the  building  still 
remains  a suitable  and  attractive  home  for  the  Society,  although 
the  extensive  and  necessary  repairs  made  during  the  last  few 
years  have  been  a serious  drain  upon  its  treasury. 
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This  year,  while  the  actual  repairs  have  been  somewhat  less 
than  usual,  the  imperative  need  of  a fire  escape,  ordered  by  the 
fire  commissioners,  loomed  up  like  a threatening  cloud  upon  the 
horizon  of  our  fiscal  year.  A careful  inquiry  into  the  matter, 
however,  conducted  by  Mr.  Wales,  Mr.  Gray,  and  Mr.  Converse, 
reduced  the  original  estimate  of  expense  from  $-5,000  to  an  actual 
cost  of  $1,820,  and  resulted  in  the  erection  of  a fire-escape,  con- 
sisting of  iron  balconies  built  outside  of  each  floor,  connected  with 
a tower  of  non-combustible  material,  containing  an  iron  stairway 
running  from  the  top  of  the  building  to  the  ground.  This  was  a 
costly  addition  for  the  Society  to  make,  but  it  places  the  Home 
beyond  criticism  in  this  respect. 

The  Society  is  now  enjoying  the  convenience  of  a telephone, 
which  was  placed  in  the  Home  last  spring. 

During  the  past  year  an  unusual  number  of  changes  have 
taken  place  among  the  officers  of  the  Society.  Miss  Leland  has 
resigned  from  the  position  of  corresponding  secretary,  which  she 
so  ably  filled,  and  Mrs.  Joshua  Lincoln  has  retired  from  the  office 
of  president,  which  she  held  for  so  many  years.  Her  faithful 
service  and  never  failing  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Home 
will  long  be  remembered.  She  was  an  officer  of  the  Society  as 
early  as  the  year  1867,  and  her  connection  with  its  management 
has  continued  until  the  present  year  — a noble  record  of  which 
she  may  well  be  proud.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  she  will  still 
be  associated  with  us  as  an  honorary  manager. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Society  and  the  children 
have  lost  two  of  their  most  staunch  and  devoted  friends,  Mrs. 
Martin  L.  Hall,  and  Hon.  Jonathan  A.  Lane.  At  the  time  of  her 
death  Mrs.  Hall  had  but  recently  resigned  from  the  office  of 
recording  secretary,  which  she  had  held  for  twenty  consecutive 
years.  She  not  only  attended  conscientiously  to  her  official 
duties,  but,  with  open  purse  and  thoughtful  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children,  her  deeds  of  kindness  flowed  in  a steady 
stream  into  the  daily  life  of  the  Home. 

In  the  death  of  its  honored  co-worker,  Mr.  Lane,  the  Society 
has  met  with  an  irreparable  loss.  He  had  served  nineteen  years 
upon  the  board  of  advisers,  and  for  nearly  as  long  a time  as  a 
member  of  the  finance  committee.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Boys’  Home  in  Deham.  His  wise  counsel  and 
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generous  gifts  never  failed  us  in  time  of  need,  and  made  him  a 
veritable  pillar  of  strength  upon  which  the  Society  could  safely  rest. 

In  looking  forward  to  another  year  of  work  we  may  well 
question  the  possibility  of  making  good  to  the  Home  what  it  has 
lost  in  these  loyal  friends.  Let  us  find  in  their  lives  our  example 
and  inspiration  for  future  work,  and  let  us  follow  in  their  foot- 
steps, striving,  with  redoubled  efforts,  to  interest  new  friends  in 
the  Society,  and  endeavoring,  with  earnest  zeal,  to  make  the 
future  worthy  of  the  past.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEDHAM  HOME. 


The  attention  of  the  Children’s  Friend  Society  is  again 
called  to  the  Boys’  Home  in  Dedham. 

The  number  at  present  in  the  Home  is  more  than  complete, 
as  one  of  our  former  boys  has  temporarily  returned  to  us.  Dur- 
ing the  year  five  boys  have  been  dismissed  and  their  places  filled 
by  five  new  comers,  one  from  the  Rutland  Street  Home. 

We  have  had  more  sickness  than  usual  this  year,  and  we  are 
therefore  especially  indebted  to  Dr.  Babcock  for  his  kind  care 
and  attention.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  with  one  exception 
all  are  now  well  and  regularly  attending  school. 

During  the  summer  various  outings  were  enjoyed.  Fifteen 
boys  visited  friends,  while  those  who  remained  at  the  Home  were 
taken  .to  ride  in  the  electrics  and  upon  trips  to  the  Park  and  the 
woods. 

Our  gardener  and  man-of-all-work  has  been  very  successful 
with  the  garden,  and  has  supplied  both  Homes  with  fresh  vege- 
tables. The  orchard  has  yielded  an  abundance  of  pears  and 
forty  barrels  of  apples,  which  will  also  be  used  to  supply  both 
Homes. 

The  Home  itself  is  in  fairly  good  condition,  although  some 
of  the  rooms  still  need  to  be  renovated.  The  barn,  which  serves 
as  an  Annex  and  hospital,  has  been  newly  shingled,  and  is  now 
in  good  repair. 

Each  year  we  feel  more  grateful  to  the  matrons,  who  try  so 
hard  to  make  a pleasant  home  for  the  boys.  We  wish  to  express 
our  thanks  to  Miss  Darling,  our  substitute  matron,  who  did  so 
much  for  the  pleasure  of  the  boys  during  the  hot  days  of  the 
summer. 

And  so  the  work  goes  on  : we  have  our  discouraging  times, 
but  we  are  frequently  cheered  by  good  reports  from  several  of 
the  boys  who  have  gone  from  the  Home.  Two  or  three  are  doing 
well  right  here  in  Boston,  working  through  the  day  and  at  night 
attending  evening  schools. 

We  have  with  us  at  present  several  boys  for  whom  we  are 
trying  to  find  homes,  and  we  should  be  glad  of  any  help  in  this 
direction.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2,  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member ; children 
and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall 
constitute  a life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treas- 
urer and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  or  more  ladies  who,  together,  shall 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and 
to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board 
of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  per- 
sons, who  shall  represent  the  different  denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  at 
the  Society's  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  The 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also 
be  her  duty,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  to  audit  and  approve  all 
bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including 
surrenders  and  indentures;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received  and  dis- 
charged, with  such  particulars  as  the  board  may  prescribe;  and  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It  shall  also 
be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit  at 
every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  with 
the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of 
the  collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall 
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receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and  fill  certificates 
of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and  such 
other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who 
have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare 
and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers;  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year  they  shall  nominate  a suitable 
person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every  week ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support 
and  instruction  of  the  family;  to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with 
the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  inter- 
ests of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child;  and  if,  after 
the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate, 
it  may  be  admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the 
monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  first  week  of  Novem- 
ber, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and  such 
other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  dis- 
position of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its 
deeds,  bonds,  slocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof  by  the  unan- 
imous vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

The  object  of  this  Charitable  Institution  is  to  aid  destitute 
children.  They  can  be  surrendered  to  the  care  of  the  Society  ; or, 
by  payment  of  a nominal  price  for  board,  will  be  cared  for  until 
their  friends  can  provide  for  them. 

Board  must  be  paid  two  weeks  in  advance,  on  entering ; and 
deserted  children  will  be  placed  in  the  care  of  the  city. 

Only  Protestant  children  are  received,  as  there  are  many 
Catholic  Homes,  and  we  have  more  Protestant  applicants  than 
we  can  help. 

To  be  admitted,  a child 

Must  be  in  good  health  ; 

Must  be  able  to  walk ; 

Must  have  been  vaccinated  ; 

Must  not  be  over  nine  years  old,  if  a boy ; 

Must  not  be  over  twelve  years  old,  if  a girl. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  meet  the  third  Friday  of 
each  month,  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  twelve  o’clock,  and 
must  see  each  child  before  it  is  admitted.

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REPORT. 


It  gives  us  much  pleasure  upon  our  sixty-sixth  anniversary 
to  welcome  our  friends  in  this  cheerful  house  that  has  been  the 
home  of  our  Society  for  more  than  half  a century. 

The  work  of  the  Home  has  been  successfully  carried  on  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  notwithstanding  rather  limited  resources  in  the 
treasury.  There  have  been  rather  fewer  admissions  and  dismis- 
sals, the  children  remaining  in  the  Home  for  a longer  period  of 
time  than  usual.  This  is  an  advantage  to  the  Society  in  many 
ways,  and  makes  the  work  done  among  the  children  more  effective. 
There  are  now  fifty-eight  children  in  the  Home,  forty  girls  in  the 
school,  eleven  boys  and  girls  in  the  kindergarten,  five  babies  in 
the  nursery  and  two  older  girls.  During  the  year  eleven  have 
been  admitted,  two  re-admitted,  one  has  died,  fourteen  have  been 
dismissed,  and  five  have  been  transferred  from  our  kindergarten 
to  the  Boys’  Home  in  Dedham. 

The  health  of  this  large  family  of  children  has  been  excellent, 
with  the  exception  that  colds  prevailed  universally  during  the 
extremely  cold  weather  of  last  winter,  and  an  epidemic  of  measles 
broke  out  between  the  last  of  May  and  the  middle  of  August. 
There  were  twenty-nine  ill  with  measles,  all  of  whom  recovered 
except  one  delicate  little  fellow,  Walter  Scott,  whose  attack  was 
followed  by  pneumonia  and  heart  failure. 

During  the  summer,  when  the  illness  was  at  its  height.  Dr. 
Ayer  was  unable  to  give  us  all  the  attention  required,  as  he  was 
absent  from  the  city  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  but  he  kindly  se- 
cured for  us  the  services  of  Dr.  P.  H.  Thompson  and  of  Dr.  Keppler 
of  St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospital,  to  both  of  whom  we  are  indebted  for 
their  generous  aid  in  our  time  of  need.  They  rendered  all  pos- 
sible assistance,  and  Dr.  Thompson  was  especially  kind  and 
attentive  in  the  case  of  the  little  boy  who  died. 

In  consequence  of  this  illness  among  the  children  there  are 
not  as  many  summer  outings  and  picnics  to  report  as  usual.  Mr. 
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Deming,  of  Tremont  Temple,  took  the  children  to  Beachmont  for 
one  happy  day,  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  the  Con- 
gregational Church  of  Wakefield  invited  them  to  a picnic,  which 
gave  the  children  a great  deal  of  pleasure.  The  children  who 
were  convalescing  from  the  measles  each  enjoyed  a delightful 
drive  of  two  hours  in  the  Parks,  and  on  their  behalf  we  wish  to 
express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union 
for  the  timely  gift  of  five  tickets  for  carriage  drives. 

For  about  fifty  years  the  Society  has  attended  the  Shawmut 
Church  and  Sunday  School,  and  many  are  the  kindnesses  and  the 
advantages  that  have  come  to  our  children  through  this  connec- 
tion, especially  through  the  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School.  Last 
spring  the  Shawmut  Church  found  it  necessary  to  change  the  hour 
for  Sunday  School  to  the  afternoon,  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
Sunday  School  from  the  Shawmut  Chapel,  recently  abandoned. 
This  change  proved  a serious  inconvenience  to  the  carefully 
planned  routine  of  the  Home,  and  after  careful  consideration  of 
the  matter  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make  a change.  The 
Society  now  attends  church  and  Sunday  School  at  the  Union 
Church,  and  we  cannot  speak  too  warmly  of  the  cordiality  with 
which  its  members  have  been  received  by  Dr.  Samuel  L.  Loomis 
and  his  congregation. 

The  children  are  making  good  progress  in  the  schoolroom. 
Miss  Hooper  strives  to  keep  the  studies  well  up  to  the  public 
school  standards,  and  carefully  saves  any  small  sums  that  may  be 
especially  donated  for  the  school  to  buy  some  needed  book  or 
appliance.  This  year  she  is  saving  up  to  buy  a reading  chart. 

Twelve  of  our  girls  were  invited  last  spring  to  assist  at  the 
anniversary  of  the  Junior  Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  the  Eliot 
Church  by  giving  their  well-known  May-Pole  Exercise.  Their 
expenses  were  paid,  they  had  a good  time,  and  brought  home  $2 
for  the  schoolroom  fund. 

The  managers  have  had  occasion  many  times  to  thank  the 
good  friends  of  the  Home  who  have  given  sums  of  money  and 
useful  articles  of  every  description,  but  one  gift  sent  to  the  man- 
agers calls  for  special  mention,  for  it  touched  them  very  deeply — 
a fine  portrait  of  their  former  friend  and  adviser,  Mr.  George 
Henry  Quincy,  presented  by  Mrs.  Quincy.  The  portrait  has  been 
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hung  in  the  parlor  of  the  Home,  where  the  Board  meetings  are 
held. 

There  have  been  a number  of  changes  among  our  officers  and 
managers  during  the  past  year.  Three  of  our  active  managers 
have  resigned,  and  one  of  our  honorary  managers,  Mrs.  C.  D. 
Gould,  has  died.  Mrs.  Gould  became  one  of  our  Board  of  Man- 
agers in  1869  ; the  following  year  she  was  made  a vice-president, 
and  in  this  capacity  served  the  Society  for  sixteen  years.  In  1886 
she  resigned,  and  the  Society,  in  appreciation  of  her  many  years 
of  activity,  elected  her  an  honorary  manager. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Mr.  John 
C.  Lane,  who  was  taken  ill  upon  the  very  day  that  his  name  was 
placed  upon  our  finance  committee  in  the  place  left  vacant  by  the 
death  of  his  father. 

In  the  death  of  Deacon  Samuel  C.  Wilkins  the  children  have 
lost  one  of  the  best  of  friends,  and  Boston  one  of  its  most  faithful 
and  devoted  workers  among  the  poor  and  needy.  It  was  Deacon 
Wilkins’  custom  to  visit  our  children  every  Monday  afternoon, 
read  the  Bible,  talk  and  pray  with  them,  and  tell  them  stories. 
Last  year  about  Thanksgiving  time  he  was  telling  them  about  the 
death  of  a friend  whom  they  knew.  He  told  them  that  they  must 
not  think  that  death  is  sad  and  dreadful,  but  that  it  is  beautiful. 
The  sick  man  had  seemed  to  be  dying,  but  upon  rallying  was 
asked  how  he  felt,  and  if  he  were  afraid?  He  smiled  and  said, 
“ I feel  like  a boy  who  has  been  away  and  is  going  home  to 
Thanksgiving  with  mother.”  This  story  was  recalled  to  the  chil- 
dren when  one  Monday  afternoon,  about  the  time  of  his  usual 
visit,  a beautiful  wreath  of  flowers,  sent  by  the  Shawmut  Church 
after  his  funeral,  was  placed  in  the  schoolroom,  and  the  children 
said,  “ Deacon  Wilkins  has  gone  home  to  Thanksgiving.” 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  value  of  the  work  accom- 
plished by  this  Home.  We  assist  parents  who  have  been  unfortu- 
nate through  sickness,  death,  or  reverses  of  fortune,  to  give  their 
children  the  advantages  of  a well-ordered  Christian  home  during 
those  early  years  when  their  little  lives  are  most  susceptible  to 
influences  and  are  held,  as  it  were,  in  the  balance  between  good 
and  evil.  In  bringing  up  these  children  to  be  good  men  and 
women  we  are  not  only  doing  a charitable  work  for  others,  but  we 


are  also  working  for  ourselves  and  for  our  own  children,  in  helping 
to  make  our  city  and  our  state  better  places  to  live  in. 

Our  problem  for  the  future  seems  to  be  “ how  to  make  both 
ends  meet.’’  This  is  an  old,  old  story.  We  read  of  it  from  time 
to  time  in  nearly  all  the  reports  of  former  years,  and,  notwith- 
standing the  many  crises  when  we  have  hardly  known  where  to 
turn  for  money  to  meet  our  expenses,  the  Society  has  never  been 
obliged  to  curtail  its  usefulness  and  has  continued  its  beneficent 
work  from  year  to  year  without  a break.  Shall  we  curtail  our  ex- 
penses or  increase  our  income  ? Doubtless  something  can  be  done 
on  both  sides  of  the  question,  for,  while  our  income  from  invested 
funds  is  considerably  increased,  our  income  from  annual  subscrip- 
tions and  from  entertainments  and  sales  is  smaller  than  it  was  ten 
years  ago,  and  our  current  expenses  are  decidedly  larger. 

This  year  our  May-Day  Sale,  under  the  efficient  management 
of  Mrs.  George  P.  Bingham,  brought  in  $700  to  the  treasury  ; but 
there  is  strong  reason  to  believe  that  if  our  annual  sale  were  held 
earlier  in  the  season  and  in  a more  central  location  a much  larger 
sum  could  be  realized. 

At  one  time  we  had  the  assistance  of  twenty  collectors,  but 
at  present  there  are  but  thirteen  on  the  list.  May  not  this  account 
for  the  decrease  in  our  annual  subscriptions  ? Mark  Twain  says, 
in  a recent  magazine  article  : “ By  nature  we  are  not  free  givers, 
and  have  to  be  patiently  and  persistently  hunted  down  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  unfortunate.”  We  may  smile  with  Mark  Twain,  but 
we  nevertheless  feel  impelled  to  say  that  there  are  no  people  more 
generous  than  the  people  of  Boston.  Doubtless  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  benevolent  people  in  our  city  eager  and  anxious  to  help 
us  in  the  splendid  work  of  our  Society  could  only  our  needs  be 
brought  home  to  them.  We  need  to  make  the  work  of  our  Society 
more  widely  known.

At  the  pleasant  Home  in  Dedham  our  boys  have  passed 
another  quiet  year,  under  the  good  care  of  our  motherly  matrons, 
Mrs.  Dean  and  Miss  Russell.  Nine  boys  have  gone  from  our 
charge,  and  seven  more  have  come  to  us,  five  little  fellows  coming 
the  first  of  the  summer  from  Rutland  Street. 

We  feel  very  grateful  to  the  citizens  of  our  town  for  voting 
the  free  use  of  our  public  schools  to  the  boys,  not  only  saving  us 
great  expense,  but  giving  the  boys  the  advantages  of  a better 
training  and  a broader  life  by  mingling  with  boys  and  girls  outside 
the  Home. 

We  have  this  year  given  great  attention  to  the  health  and 
development  of  the  boys.  Mr.  Frederic  Hitchings,  with  the  advice 
of  Dr.  Fitz  of  Harvard,  has  very  kindly  given  his  services  and 
greatly  aided  us.  With  his  advice,  the  matrons  have  taken  special 
care  of  the  diet  of  the  children,  and  by  his  careful  system  of 
weighing  and  measuring  we  find  that  there  has  been  a steady  gain 
in  weight  and  health  of  the  boys.  We  wish  to  thank  him,  and 
also  our  matrons,  for  the  cordial  help  they  have  given  him. 

Dr.  Babcock  has  always  been  -ready  to  come  to  us  when 
needed.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  his  general  care,  and 
especially  for  his  particular  attention  the  last  three  weeks  with  the 
cases  of  diphtheria. 

Two  ladies,  Mrs.  Henry  P.  Quincy  and  Miss  Worthington, 
have  been  obliged  to  give  up  their  places  from  among  our  Board 
of  Managers.  They  have  both  served  a number  of  years,  and  we 
shall  greatly  miss  their  help  and  counsel.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a home  for  the  reception,  care, 
and  education  of  destitute  children,  to  be  admitted  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  till  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  lady  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars,  and  any  gentleman 
subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall  be  a member;  children 
and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall 
constitute  a life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treas- 
urer, and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  or  more  ladies  who,  together,  shall 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  Collectors,  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number,  and 
to  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the  Society.  They  shall  elect  a Board 
of  twelve  or  more  Advisers,  and  also  a Nominating  Committee  of  four  per- 
sons who  shall  represent  the  different  denominations  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  at 
the  Society’s  house.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
designated,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  The 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and,  in  her  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  also 
be  her  duty,  or,  in  her  absence,  of  a Vice-President,  to  audit  and  approve  all 
bills  and  accounts. 

Art.  7.  It  s^all  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society;  to  fill  all  the  business  papers,  including 
surrenders  and  indentures;  to  keep  a list  of  all  children  received  and  dis- 
charged, with  such  particulars  as  the  Board  may  prescribe ; and  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Society.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board.  It  shall  also 
be  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  special  notices. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  all  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  the  President  or  Vice-President;  and  shall  exhibit  at 
every  annual  meeting  an  account  current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  with 
the  certificate  of  the  Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of 
the  collectors’  books,  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers.  She  shall 
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receive  all  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and  fill  certificates 
of  life  membership. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  to  visit  the  Home 
at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  one  of  their  number  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting.  They  shall  attend  to  the  repairs,  purchase  the  fuel  and  such 
other  heavy  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Home  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
request.  They  shall  also  aid  in  providing  homes,  especially  for  the  boys  who 
have  attained  the  prescribed  age. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  prepare 
and  report  for  election  at  the  annual  meeting  a list  of  officers;  and  should  any 
vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  during  the  year  they  shall  nominate  a suitable 
person  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  II.  A committee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  monthly  meeting  to  visit  the  institution  one  or  more  times  every  week  ; 
to  inspect  the  house,  and  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the  support 
and  instruction  of  the  family ; to  confer  with  the  Matron,  and,  if  needful,  with 
the  Advisers,  relative  to  the  best  plans  and  methods  for  promoting  the  inter- 
ests of  the  institution,  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  12.  Any  person  may  present  the  case  of  a needy  child  ; and  if,  after 
the  necessary  inquiries,  it  appears,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
and  the  Matron,  to  be  a proper  object  of  charity,  and  the  funds  are  adequate, 
it  may  be  admitted  into  the  family,  and  await  a decision  of  the  case  at  the 
monthly  meeting. 

Art.  13.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  first  week  of  Novem- 
ber, when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted,  the  officers  chosen,  and  such 
other  business  transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  14.  A Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  or  dis- 
position of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  also  see  to  the  custody  of  its 
deeds,  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  property. 

Art.  15.  A lady  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient  member  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  and  who,  from  various  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  meetings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  thereof  by  the  unan- 
imous vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  16.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a majority 
of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.

Only  Protestant  children  are  received,  as  there  are  many 
Catholic  Homes,  and  we  have  more  Protestant  applicants  than 
we  can  help. 

To  be  admitted,  a child 

Must  be  in  good  health  ; 

Must  be  able  to  walk  ; 

Must  have  been  vaccinated;' 

Must  not  be  over  nine  years  old,  if  a boy ; 

Must  not  be  over  twelve  years  old,  if  a girl. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  meet  the  third  Friday  of 
each  month,  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  twelve  o’clock,  and 
must  see  each  child  before  it  is  admitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 


Another  year  of  work,  filled  with  its  many  perplexities,  its 
joys  and  sorrows,  has  passed  away,  and  as  we  to-day  stand  on  the 
threshold  of  a new  year  we  will  review  the  work  of  the  sixty- 
seventh  year  of  our  Society. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  fifty-five  children  in 
the  Home,  thirty-nine  school  children,  eleven  in  the  kindergarten, 
four  in  the  nursery,  and  one  older  girl,  while  to-day  we  have  only 
twenty-five. 

What  is  the  reason  for  such  a small  number  ? The  day 
before  our  annual  meeting,  last  year,  a child  was  admitted  from 
Lewiston,  Me.,  and  after  being  with  us  only  two  days  was  taken 
ill  with  diphtheria.  He  was  sent  at  once  to  the  City  Hospital, 
but  already  others  had  contracted  the  disease,  and  they  too  were 
immediately  sent  away.  Not  long  after  the  return  of  one  of  the 
children  from  the  hospital  scarlet  fever  developed,  bringing  into 
the  Home  another  contagious  disease.  There  were  in  all  thirteen 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  seventeen  of  diphtheria.  The  City 
Hospital  people  were  most  kind  and  did  all  they  could  to  aid  us, 
but  they  too  were  overcrowded  and  could  not  assume  the  care  of 
all  our  sick  ones,  so  there  was  only  one  course  to  pursue,  and 
that  was  to  care  for  them  in  our  own  Home ; and  this  was  doubly 
hard,  as  there  were  the  two  contagious  diseases  at  the  same  time. 
In  our  own  Home  we  cared  for  four  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
seven  of  scarlet  fever. 

During  the  time  our  nursery  matron  was  taken  ill  with 
quinsy  sore  throat,  and,  although  at  first  it  was  not  thought  to  be 
at  all  serious,  it  developed  into  a very  complicated  sickness. 
She  was  cared  for  in  the  Home  for  ten  weeks  and  then  was 
removed  to  the  hospital. 

We  are  grateful  to  record  that  the  children’s  sickness,  though 
protracted,  was  in  nearly  every  case  very  mild,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  little  girl  who  died  at  the  hospital,  and  the  small  boy 
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who  came  with  diphtheria,  and  who  never  seemed  to  be  a well 
child ; later  he  contracted  pneumonia  and  died.  Dr.  Ayer  was 
very  busy  at  the  time  of  the  sickness  and  could  not  attend  to 
the  children,  but  he  sent  his  assistant,  Dr.  Keppler,  who  was 
most  kind  and  faithful  in  his  attendance. 

The  expense  of  this  illness,  with  nurses,  medicines,  and 
countless  small  extras,  has  necessarily  been  very  large,  and,  as 
our  quarantine  lasted  from  November  15  until  April  ii,  it  has 
been  impossible  for  us  to  admit  our  usual  number  of  children  into 
the  Home. 

The  Board  of  Managers  have  felt  for  some  time  that  it  might 
be  better  for  the  children  to  have  a Home  in  the  country,  and 
in  the  spring  of  1899  a joint  committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  Advisers  was  appointed  to  confer  together  about  a new  Home. 
They  held  several  meetings,  but  arrived  at  rio  definite  decision ; 
and  it  was  not  until  April  of  this  year,  after  a vote  was  passed 
asking  the  president,  Mrs.  Glover,  to  write  to  the  chairman  of 
the  committee,  asking  what  had  been  done,  that  a report  was 
made.  Since  then  the  committee  have  done  a great  deal  of  look- 
ing about  and  visiting  many  places,  but  to  find  one  not  too  far 
from  Boston,  and  with  just  land  enough  and  the  right  kind  of  a 
house  on  it,  was  not  an  easy  task ; and  after  many  conferences 
it  was  decided  to  invite  Mr.  Birtwell,  of  the  Children’s  Aid 
Society,  to  tell  the  Board  of  Managers  about  the  modern  way  of 
caring  for  children  by  placing  them  in  families  under  the  super- 
vision of  a paid  agent.  Mr.  Birtwell  was  listened  to  with  much 
interest,  and  a vote  was  passed  giving  the  committee  authority  to 
engage  some  one  to  serve  us  in  that  capacity,  and  we  have  with 
us  to-day  Mr.  Sherman  C.  Kingsley,  who  is  acting  as  our  general 
secretary.  We  all  feel  very  sad  when  we  think  that  we  have  no 
nursery  full  of  bright-faced  babies  that  we  can  visit,  and  we  shall 
truly  miss  that  department  of  our  work ; but  we  are  sure  that  the 
home  in  the  country,  where  each  dear  little  one  can  be  cared  for 
as  one  of  the  family,  is  doing  more  for  the  child  itself  than  we 
could  do  for  it  when  we  had  it  in  the  protecting  shelter  of  our 
own  sunny  nursery.  And  as  we  begin  the  twentieth  century,  with 
its  bright  future,  may  we  each  one  be  guided  to  do  just  what  is 
best  for  the  children  that  come  under  our  care. 
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The  children  have  enjoyed  several  outings  during  the  sum- 
mer, Two  teachers  at  different  times  have  given  all  the  children 
a trip  to  Franklin  Park,  while  another  happy  day  there  was  given 
them  by  a friend.  Mr.  Waldron  invited  the  children  to  Wake- 
field, where  they  were  entertained  by  the  Christian  Endeavor 
Society  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  that  place. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Allston  Topic  Club  for  its  kindly 
gift  of  thirteen  dollars  to  be  used  for  the  children’s  pleasure ; 
and  on  the  24th  of  August  a party  of  forty,  including  some  of 
the  Dedham  boys,  went  to  Norumbega  Park.  They  saw  all  the 
sights,  used  all  the  swings,  rode  on  the -merry-go-round,  and  had 
a trip  to  Waltham  and  return  on  the  steam  launch,  and  we  wish 
to  thank  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  Street  Railroad  Company, 
who  gave  them  a special  car  and  free  admission  to  the  park,  and 
the  managers  of  the  boat,  who  reduced  its  rates  by  more  than 
one-half.  It  surely  proved  to  be  a red-letter  day  for  all  the 
children.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union  for  the  gift  of  five  carriage  tickets. 

Many  of  our  children  have  this  year  joined  the  Christian 
Endeavor  Society  connected  with  the  Union  Church. 

We  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Arthur  C.  Jelly  and  Dr.  Roland  A. 
Davis,  of  Somerville,  for  their  kindly  interest  and  advice. 

Through  Mr.  Kingsley  all  the  railroads  centering  in  Boston 
have  given  us  special  rates  for  the  transportation  of  our  children. 

In  closing,  we  would  thank  all  the  friends  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  happiness  and  well-being  of  the  children  in  the 
past,  and  at  the  same  time  ask  for  their  continued  interest  in  the 
future.

REPORT  OF  DEDHAM  HOME. 


As  we  look  over  the  work  of  another  year  for  our  annual  re- 
port, we  find  much  for  which  to  be  thankful.  Although  this  year 
has  been  one  of  many  changes  for  us  in  the  Dedham  Home,  we 
have  had  no  serious  complications. 

One  of  our  directors,  Mrs.  Helen  A.  Russell,  on  account  of 
absence  from  town,  felt  obliged  to  withdraw  from  the  board  after 
several  years  of  efficient  service.  Her  place  has  been  filled  by 
Mrs.  A.  W.  Nickerson. 

Mrs.  Hodgdon,  after  three  years  as  secretary  of  the  Dedham 
Committee,  resigned  that  position,  although  still  remaining  as 
one  of  the  directors. 

In  July  there  was  quite  an  exodus  from  the  Home.  Seven  of 
our  older  boys  left,  to  go  either  into  other  homes  or  to  begin  work 
for  themselves.  It  was  with  regret  we  saw  them  go,  for  most  of 
them  had  been  in  the  Home  since  they  were  little  fellows,  and 
we  had  become  much  attached  to  them.  During  the  entire  year 
fourteen  boys  have  left  and  thirteen  new  ones  have  been  admitted, 
making  a total  now  of  twenty-seven  boys. 

This  has  made  a great  change  in  the  character  of  the  Home, 
for  these  new  ones  are  nearly  all  quite  young  and  require  much 
care  and  attention  from  our  matrons.  And  this  brings  me  to  the 
most  important  change  of  all. 

In  May  the  directors  received  a letter  frdm  Mrs.  Dean  re- 
signing her  position  as  matron  in  the  Home,  to  take  effect  July 
first.  This  letter  was  read  and  accepted  with  sincere  regret,  for 
in  the  seven  years  of  her  service  she  has  proved  herself  invaluable. 
She  has  won  us  all  with  her  kindness,  gentleness,  and  firmness 
in  the  management  of  the  boys,  so  that  they  not  only  feared  and 
respected,  but  had  learned  to  love  her. 

We  were  fortunate  indeed  to  be  able  to  fill  her  place  so  ac- 
ceptably with  Miss  Ruth  A.  Russell,  the  former  assistant  matron. 
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This  of  course  left  the  position  of  assistant  matron  vacant,  which 
was  filled  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Senior,  of  Dedham. 

These  changes,  though  important,  have  made  but  little  differ- 
ence in  the  general  management  of  the  Home.  Everything  is 
going  on  as  before.  In  the  admission  of  so  many  boys,  no  illness 
has  been  brought  to  the  Home,  and  the  general  health  of  all  has 
been  above  the  average.  Only  the  ordinary  diseases  such  as 
colds,  whooping-cough,  and  mumps  have  visited  the  Home,  which 
our  faithful  Dr.  Babcock  has  cared  for  so  wisely. 

In  the  winter,  through  the  kindness  of  jMr.  Frederic  Hitchings, 
a gymnasium  teacher,  Mrs.  Hancock,  one  of  Dr.  Sargent’s  normal 
students,  came,  for  her  expenses  only,  to  teach  the  boys.  This 
was  a source  of  great  benefit  as  well  as  pleasure  to  the  children, 
as  all,  both  old  and  young,  were’  able  to  participate  in  it. 

And  now  as  a committee  we  wish  to  say  that  we  feel  that 
Mr.  Kingsley,  our  new  general  secretary,  will  be  a great  help  to 
us  in  our  work,  and  that  he  will  be  able  to  make  many  of  the 
hard  places  smooth.

GENERAL  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


The  General  Secretary  began  his  work  with  the  Society  on 
the  ist  of  August,  1900,  and  this  report  therefore  covers  only  a 
quarter  of  a year.  In  these  three  months,  however,  sixty-five 
different  applications,  involving  one  hundred  and  thirteen  children, 
have  been  made  to  the  Society. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  an  accurate  tabulation  of  the  causes 
which  led  the  applicants  to  appeal  to  us,  because  in  many  instances 
more  than  one  circumstance  led  the  person  in  distress  to  come. 
However,  in  most  cases,  some  one  cause  stands  out  from  all  the 
rest,  and  is  sufficient  in  itself  to  account  for  the  appeal.

From  this  table  it  is  seen  that  more  than  one-half  of  these 
appeals  were  due  to  the  wrong-doings  of  parents  — more  than  one- 
third  of  the  whole  number  being  chargeable  to  bad  fathers.  Per- 
haps the  most  frequent  situation  is  where  a woman,  racked  and 
worn  by  years  of  hard  work,  disappointments,  and  worry,  asks  to 
have  a child,  or  a whole  family  of  children,  cared  for.  She  wants 
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to  go  to  work  to  help  earn  their  support.  Meantime  there  is  an 
able-bodied  man  serving  a sentence  at  the  Island,  or  he  is  in 
another  state,  spending  his  money  on  some  one  else,  or  quite 
likely  his  whereabouts  are  unknown. 

This  wanton  misconduct  of  parents  and  the  consequent 
misery  of  children  leads  one  to  ask.  Must  this  condition  of  things 
always  confront  us  ? Must  the  community  continue  forever  to  be 
compelled  by  such  men  and  women  to  support  and  safeguard 
their  neglected  children  ? Cannot  some  of  our  numerous  social 
efforts  be  more  effectively  applied  ? Can  the  law  do  no  more  ? 
At  any  rate,  this  Society  and  others  of  its  kind  can  spread  upon 
their  reports  data  for  the  legislator  in  framing  his  laws ; for  the 
minister  who  wishes  to  reach  those  who  need  him  most ; for  the 
sociologist  who  wants  to  be  practical  as  well  as  theoretical. 

The  second  class  of  cases  cannot  be  much  abated.  Sickness, 
accident,  and  death  will  continue  to  leave  helpless  children  to  be 
cared  for  by  this  and  other  societies.

A few  instances  showing  how  difficulties  are  met  otherwise 
than  by  admission,  and  which  are  given  in  the  table  as  “ advised,” 
may  be  of  interest. 

A frail  mother,  living  apart  from  her  husband,  had  been 
struggling  to  care  for  herself  and  her  boy  of  eight.  Broken  in 
health  and  on  the  verge  of  a serious  nervous  collapse,  she  wanted 
the  lad,  who  was  a little  queer,  cared  for.  The  boy  was  examined 
by  a specialist  in  nervous  and  brain  disorders  ; the  father  and  his 
lawyer  were  seen.  As  a result,  he  is  now  cared  for  by  relatives 
at  the  father’s  expense,  and  is  to  be  brought  to  the  city  at  stated 
intervals  to  visit  his  mother.  He  is  getting  on  well  in  school,  his 
teacher,  having  been  given  the  benefit  of  the  physician’s  advice, 
understands  him,  and  makes  allowance  for  his  peculiarities.  The 
mother  herself,  moreover,  profited  by  the  visit  to  the  doctor,  her 
family  having  been  informed  by  him  of  her  serious  condition,  and 
advised  as  to  how  she  should  be  cared  for. 

A well  educated  young  foreigner  brought  a lad  of  thirteen  of 
the  same  nationality.  The  mother,  grandmother,  and  an  uncle 
live  on  a poultry  and  vegetable  farm  near  Boston.  A fellow 
countryman  who  has  a boy  cared  for  by  a child  helping  society  at 
a trifling  expense  had  inspired  them  with  a desire  to  have  him 
likewise  provided  for  a year  or  so.  Careful  questioning  revealed 
the  fact  that  while  the  lad  was  quite  useful  on  the  farm,  it  was 
thought  that  it  would  be  cheaper  to  hire  some  one  to  do  the  work 
if  the  lad  could  be  cared  for  as  they  desired.  The  young  man 
was  told  that  if  the  boy  had  no  home  a place  could  be  found, 
but  this  lad  had  just  such  a place  with  his  own  family.  He  then 
questioned  whether  there  were  not  other  societies.  Of  course  the 
answer  was  yes,  but  he  was  told  that  they  would  undoubtedly  take 
the  same  view  of  the  matter.  Then  he  frankly  admitted  that  he 
agreed  entirely  with  what  had  been  said.  He  had  been  asked 
to  make  the  appeal  and  wanted  to  be  thorough  about  it. 

The  father  of  a family  of  five  children  wanted  them  all  taken. 
He  had  stood  his  wife’s  bad  conduct  as  long  as  he  possibly  could. 
Three  different  times  she  had  mortgaged  the  furniture,  had  let  the 
rent  go  unpaid,  thus  bringing  mortgagees  and  landlords  to  his 
place  of  business,  thereby  causing  him  to  lose  his  work.  Worst 
of  all,  she  was  in  the  habit  of  going  away  and  leaving  the  children 


unprotected.  Asked  the  ages  of  the  children,  he  replied  that  one 
was  five  weeks  old,  and  that  the  other  four  were  “ grown-up  ” 
(the  ages  of  the  “grown  ups”  are  nine,  seven,  five,  and  three). 
He  had  been  to  another  society  and  was  referred  to  us.  He  saw 
the  seriousness  of  breaking  up  the  family,  and  thought  the  pro- 
posed plan  of  having  some  one  see  the  mother  a good  one.  He 
did  not  know  that  such  a thing  was  ever  done.  His  great  con- 
cern was  that  the  mother  should  get  “ a good  scare.”  A call  at 
the  home  confirmed  the  father’s  story  in  part,  but  who  would  not 
have  some  sympathy  for  a worn  little  woman,  whose  house  was 
as  clean  as  wax,  even  though  the  cane  bottoms  were  out  of  the 
chairs,  who  does  her  own  work  and’ takes  care  of  her  five  children 
on  less  than  $12  per  week?  She  seemed  to  be  genuinely  sorry 
for  the  trouble  she  had  caused  her  husband,  but  said  that  no  one 
living  could  separate  her  from  her  children.  The  father  is  to  be 
interviewed  again,  and  among  other  things  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  have  him  care  for  the  smaller  children  Sunday  morning  or 
evening,  in  order  that  the  mother  may  go  to  church  with  the  older 
ones;  a further  effort  will  also  be  made  to  interest  some  one  in 
her  who  may  bring  new  and  helpful  interests  into  her  monotonous 
life. 

These  cases  suggest  the  necessity  of  versatility  of  method. 
The  circumstances  are  as  varied  as  human  experience,  and  while 
the  applicant  may  know  of  but  one  remedy,  — namely,  that  some 
society  should  take  the  child,  — the  charity  worker  often  finds  that 
some  other  solution  is  needed,  just  as  the  physician  frequently 
discovers  that  the  patient’s  diagnosis  of  his  own  complaint  is  not 
correct.  A society  should  stand  ready  to  give  new  exhibitions  of 
usefulness,  and  should  minister  to  its  applicants  in  the  manner 
best  suited  to  their  own  needs,  having  in  mind,  not  only  the 
immediate  relief  of  distress,  but  the  whole  problem  of  the  child’s 
welfare  as  a member  Of  the  community. 

The  ten  children  placed  out  are  under  the  constant  supervision 
of  the  general  secretary,  and  are  all  doing  well.  Those  of 
school  age  are  attending  the  public  school.  One  receives  wages, 
one  is  placed  free,  and  board  is  paid  for  the  other  eight  at  the 
rate  of  $2  per  week  each.  These  ten  children  are  cared  for  at 
a net  cost  to  the  society,  exclusive  of  oversight,  of  about  $2  per 
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week;  an  average  of  about  twenty  cents  each.  Nearly  all  the 
expense  is  met  by  parents  and  relatives,  who  have  been  induced, 
after  more  or  less  effort,  to  contribute  to  their  support. 

The  parents  are  all  much  pleased  with  the  care  the  children 
are  receiving.  One  mother  writes  : “ I do  not  see  how  they  could 
be  better  situated.”  She  visits  them  at  least  once  a week,  and 
often  takes  tea  with  the  family  Sunday  evenings.  Another  mother 
writes  : “ I am  very  happy  to  know  that  the  children  are  in  such 
good  hands.”  A father  had  a few  days’  vacation,  and  spent  two 
days  with  his  boy,  who  is  in  our  care.  One  little  girl  was  placed  in 
Swampscott,  to  be  near  her  mother  in  Lynn.  The  mother  writes 
that  the  child’s  health  (she  has  always  been  frail)  is  improving  ; she 
thinks  partly  because  she  sees  so  much  more  of  her  mother.  A 
great  majority  of  parents  prefer  to  have  their  children  cared  for 
in  families  when  they  find  that  it  is  scientifically  done,  and  are 
more  willing  to  pay  their  board  when  they  are  thus  cared  for. 

A little  more  than  two-thirds  of  a century  ago  the  work  of 
this  Society  was  begun  by  a generous-hearted  woman  who  took 
three  little  girls  to  her  own  home.  All  these  years  the  Society 
has  stood  in  this  community  for  what  the  name  proclaims.  The 
Children’s  Friend  Society.  A great  number  of  the  best  men  and 
women  of  Boston  have  served  upon  its  Board,  have  given  liberally 
of  their  means,  and  have  put  into  it  some  of  the  best  effort  of 
their  lives.  The  Society  faces  the  new  century  with  plans  for 
enlarged  service  to  the  children  of  this  community,  and  with  this 
record  of  good  deeds  already  accomplished  and  the  promise  of 
greater  future  usefulness,  the  Society  appeals  to  the  public  for 
continued  and  enlarged  support.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston 
Children’s  Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  interest  itself  in  behalf  of 
needy  and  exposed  children ; to  provide  when  necessary  for 
their  reception,  care,  and  education,  either  on  surrender  or  as 
boarders,  until  the  object  for  which  they  were  taken  has  been 
accomplished,  or  until  other  suitable  provision  can  be  made 
for  them. 

Art.  3.  Any  woman  subscribing  and  paying  two  dollars, 
and  any  man  subscribing  and  paying  five  dollars,  annually,  shall 
be  a member;  children  and  youths,  one  dollar.  The  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  a life  member- 
ship. 

Art.  4.  There  shall  be  a Board  'of  Directors  consisting  of 
ten  or  more  men  and  ten  or  more  women.  The  officers  shall  be 
chosen  from  their  number,  and  shall  be  a President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  two  Auditors, 
and  a Clerk.  They  shall  be  elected  annually.  The  Directors 
shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  the  affairs  and 
property  of  the  Society.  They  may  appoint  Collectors,  fill  vacan- 
cies in  their  own  number  and  perform  the  work  of  the  Society  by 
such  committees  from  their  own  number  as  they  deem  proper. 
They  shall  have  power  to  make  contracts  binding  on  the  Society ; 
to  ‘employ  such  agents  and  assistants  as  they  deem  expedient, 
and  fix  their  compensation  ; to  take  such  action  as  they  deem 
necessary  for  the  well-ordering  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  for  the  transaction 
of  business  on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  at  a convenient 
place  and  hour.  Extra  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  of  a Vice-President, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated,  with  the 
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concurrence  of  two  other  members  of  the  Board.  Five  members 
shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  any 
number  present  shall  have  authority  to  adjourn  a meeting.  The 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  with  reading 
of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  or  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  In  case  all  three  Vice-Presi- 
dents are  absent,  a presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen  from  among 
those  present. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  moneys, 
bonds,  notes,  deeds,  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  corpora- 
tion ; he  shall  pay  all  bills  and  accounts  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  Vice-President,  or  otherwise  approved  by  action  of  the 
Directors ; he  shall  exhibit  at  every  annual  meeting  an  account 
current  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  with  the  certificate  of  the 
Auditors.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the 
Collectors’  books  and  keep  a list  of  the  annual  subscribers ; 
shall  receive  moneys  collected,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  fill  certificates  of  life  membership.  The  Auditor  shall  audit 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Society. 

Art.  8.  The  Clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  corpora- 
tion and  of  the  Directors,  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  records 
of  their  proceedings,  shall  perform  all  the  usual  duties  of  a clerk, 
and  shall  notify  Directors  of  meetings  of  the  Society  by  written 
or  printed  notifications  to  be  sent  at  least  three  days  before 
each  meeting. 

Art.  9.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  first 
week  of  November,  when  the  annual  reports  shall  be  submitted, 
the  officers  chosen,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may 
properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  1 o.  A person  who  has  for  years  been  an  efficient 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  who,  from  various  reasons, 
is  prevented  from  regular  attendance  at  the  meetings,  may  be 
made  an  honorary  member  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  Board. 

Art.  II.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution 
by  a majority  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.
